The sacred task of translating the Word of God, as revealed to Israel 
through lawgiver, prophet, psalmist, and sage, began at an early dale. 
According to an ancient rabbinic interpretation, Joshua had the Torah 
engraved upon the stones of the altar (Joshua viii. 32) not in the origi- 
nal Hebrew alone, but in all the languages of mankind, which were held 
to be seventy, in order that all men might become acquainted with 
the words of the Scriptures. This statement, with its universahstic 
tendency, is, of course, a reflex of later times, when the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures had become a subject of curiosity and perhaps also of anxiety to 
the pagan or semi-pagan world. 

While this tradition contains an element of truth, it is certain that 
the primary object of translating the Bible was to minister to a need 
nearer home. Upon the establishment of the Second Commonwealth 
under Ezra and Nehemiah, it became imperative to make the Torah 
of God ^distinct and giving sense’ through the means of interpretation 
(Nehemiah viii. 8 and xiii. 24), that the Word of God might be imder- 
stood by all the people. The Rabbis perceived ih this activity of the 
first generation of the Sopherim the origin of the Aramaic translation 
known as the Targum, first made orally and afterwards committed to 
writing, which was necessitated by the fact that Israel had forgotten 
the sacred language, ‘and spoke the idiom current in a large part of 
western Asia. All this, however, is veiled in obscurity, as is the whole 
inner history of the Jews during the Persian rule. 

The historic necessity for translation was repeated with all the 
great changes in Israel’s career. It is enough to point to the Septua- 
gint, or the Greek translation of the Scriptures, the product of Israel’s 
contact with the Hellenistic civilization dominating the world at that 
time; to the Arabic translation by the Gaon Saadya, when the great 
majority of the Jewish people came under the sceptre of Mohammedgm 
rulers; and to the German translation by Mendelssohn and his school, 
at the dawn of a new epoch, which brought the Jews in Europe, most 
of whom spoke a German dialect, into closer contact with their neigh- 
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hours. These translations are all historical products intimately con- 
nected wdth Israel's wanderings among the nations and with the great 
events of mankind in general. 

Ancient and continuous as this task of translation was, it would be a 
mistake to think that there were no misgivings about it. At least it is 
certain that opinions were divided as to the desirability of such under- 
takings. While Philo and his Alexandrian coreligionists looked upon 
the translation of the Seventy as a work of inspired men, the Pales- 
tinian Rabbis subsequently considered the day on which the Septua- 
gint w^as completed as one of the most unfortunate in Israel's history, 
seeing that the Torah could never be adequately translated. And 
there are indications enough that the consequences of such translations 
wfere not all of a desirable nature. However, in view of the eagerness 
with which they were undertaken almost in every land and in every 
great epoch of the world's history, it is evident that the people at large 
approved of such translations, thinking them to be a heave-offering 
to the Lord of each newly acquired vernacular adopted in the course 
of the ever-changing conditions of history, and in particular a tribute 
to the beauty of Japheth dwelling in the spiritual tents of Israel. 

The greatest change in the life of Israel during the last two genera- 
tions was his renewed acquaintance with English-speaking civilization. 
Out of a handful of immigrants from Central Europe and the East 
who saw the shores of the New World, or even of England and her 
colonies, we have grown under Providence both in numbers and in 
importance, so that we constitute now the greatest section of Israel 
living in a single country outside of Russia. We are only following in 
the footsteps of our great predecessors when, with the growth of our 
numbers, we have applied ourselves to the sacred task of preparing a 
new translation of the Bible into the English language, which, unless 
all signs fail, is to become the current speech of the majority of the 
children of Israel. 

The need of such a translation was felt long ago. Mention may 
here be made of the work of Isaac Leeser in America, which was 
both preceded and followed by two translations produced in England: 
the one by Dr. A. Benisch, the other by Dr. Michael Friedlander, 
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The most popular, however, among these translations was that of 
Leeser, which was not only the accepted version in all the synagogues 
of the United States, but was also reproduced in England. Its great 
merit consisted in the fact that it incorporated all the improvements 
proposed by the Mendelssohn School and their successors, whose com- 
bined efforts were included and further developed in the so-called 
Zunz Bible, which enjoyed a certain authority among German Jews for 
several generations. With the advance of time and the progress made 
in almost all departments of Bible study, it was found that Leeser’s 
translation would bear improvement and recasting. 

Steps leading to the preparation of a new translation into the 
English language were taken by the Jewish Publication Society of 
America in 1892. It was intended to secure, if possible, through the 
co-operation of scholars in the United States and in Great Britain, a 
new translation of each book, and to place it in the hands of an 
Editorial Committee, who by correspondence with the translators 
should harmonize the results of the work of the individual contributors. 
This method was followed until 1901 under the general direction of 
Doctor Marcus Jastrow, Editor-in-Chief, with Doctor "Kaufman 
Kohler and Doctor Frederick de Sola Mendes as the other members 
of the Editorial Committee.*

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It became apparent in 1901 that by this procedure the pubhca- 
tion of a translation of the entire Hebrew Bible would be indefin- 
itely delayed, and accordingly the Book of Psalms, translated 
by Doctor Kohler and revised by his colleagues, was given to the 
press and issued in 1903. The death of Doctor Jastrow in that 
year required the formation of a new committee under the chair- 
manship of Doctor Solomon Schechter. This committee, however, 
soon found that the method adopted was too complex, and that it 
was impossible to accomphsh by correspondence the extensive work 
required. 

In 1908 the Jewish Publication Society of America and the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis reached an agreement to co-operate in 
bringing out the new translation upon a revised plan of having the en- 
tire work done by a Board of Editors instead of endeavoring to har- 
monize the translations of individual contnbutors. As a result of this 
understanding the present Board, composed of Doctor Solomon Schech- 
ter, Doctor Cyrus Adler, and Doctor Joseph Jacobs, representing the 
Jewish Publication Society of America, and Doctor Kaufman Kohler, 
Doctor David Philipson, and Doctor Samuel Schulman, representing 
the Central Conference of American Rabbis, was constituted, and by 
mutual agreement Professor Max L. Margolis was chosen as the 
seventh member, he to be the Editor-in-Chief of the work and Secretary 
to the Editorial Board, of which Doctor Cyrus Adler was elected Chair- 
man. Incidentally the selection thus made resulted in an equal repre- 
sentation of the Jewish Theological Seminary of America at New York, 
of the Hebrew Union College at Cincinnati, and of the Dropsie College 
for Hebrew and Cognate Learning at Philadelphia. For one year Pro- 
fessor Israel Friedlaender acted as a member of the Board in the stead 
of Doctor Schechter. 

The method employed by the Board was as follows: 

~ In preparing the manuscript for consideration by the Board of Edit- 
ors, Professor Margolis took into accoimt the existing English versions, 
the standard commentaries, ancient and modem, the translations 
already made for the Jewish Publication Society of America, the 
divergent renderings from the Revised Version prepared for the Jews of 
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England, the marginal notes of the Revised Version, and the changes of 
the American Committee of Revisers. Due weight was given to th(^ 
ancient versions as establishing a tradition of interpretation, notably 
the Septuagint and the versions of Aquila, Symmachus, and Theodo- 
tion, the Targums, the Peshitta, the Vulgate, and the Arabic version 
of Saadya. Talmudic and midrashic allusions and all available Jewish 
commentators, both the great mediaeval authorities, like Rashi, Kimhi, 
and Ibn Ezra, and the modems S. D. Luzzatto, Malbim, and Ehrlich, 
as well as all the important non-Jewish commentators, were consulted. 
On this basis, a manuscript was prepared by the Editor-in-Chief and 
a copy sent to every member of the Board of Editors. Sixteen meet- 
ings, covering a period of seven years and occupying one hundred and 
sixty working days, were held, at which the proposals in this manu- 
script and many additional suggestions by the members of the Board 
were considered. Each point was thoroughly discussed, and the view 
of the majority was incorporated into the manuscript. When the 
Board was evenly divided, the Chairman cast the deciding vote. 
From time to time sub-committees were at work upon points left open, 
and their reports, submitted to the Board, were discussed and voted 
upon. The proof of the entire work was sent to each member of the 
Board for revision, and the new proposals which were made by one or 
another were in turn submitted to a vote by correspondence and to a 
final vote at the last meeting of the Board, held in October- 
November, 1915. 

The present translation is the first for which a group of men repre- 
sentative of Jewish learning among English-speaking Jews assume joint 
responsibility, all previous efforts in the English language having been 
the work of individual translators. It has a character of its own. 
It aims to combine the spirit of Jewish tradition wdth the results of 
biblical scholarship, aneient, mediaeval, and modem. It gives to the 
Jewish world a translation of the Scriptures done by men imbued 
with the Jewish consciousness, while the non-Jewdsh world, it is hoped, 
will welcome a translation that presents many passages from the Jewish 
traditional point of view. 

The repeated efforts by Jews in the field of biblical translation 
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show their sentiment toward translations prepared by other denomina- 
tions. The dominant feature of this sentiment, apart from the thought 
that the christological interpretations in non-Jewish translations are 
out of place in a Jewish Bible, is and was that the Jew cannot afford 
to have his Bible translation prepared for him by others. He cannot 
have it as a gift, even as he cannot borrow his soul from others. If a 
new country and a new language metamorphose him into a new man, 
the duty of this new man is to prepare a new garb and a new method 
of expression for what is most sacred and most dear to him. 

We are, it is hardly needful to say, deeply grateful for the works of 
our non-Jewish predecessors, such as the Authorised Version with its 
admirable diction, which can never be surpassed, as well as for the Re- 
vised Version with its ample learning — but they are not ours. The 
Editors have not only used these famous English versions, but they 
have gone back to the earlier translations of Wycliffe, Tyndale, Cover- 
dale, the Bishops^ Bible, and the Douai Version, which is the author- 
ised English translation of the Vulgate used by the Roman Catholics; 
in a word, upon doubtful points in style, all English versions have 
been drawn upon. The renditions of parts of the Hebrew Scriptures 
by Lowth and others in the eighteenth century and by Cheyne and 
Driver in our own days were likewise consulted. 

As to the text and order of the biblical books, the present translation 
follows Jewish tradition, the Sacred Scriptures having come down in a 
definite compass and in a definite text. They are separated into three 
divisions: Law (Torah, Pentateuch), Prophets (Nebi'im), Writings 
(Ketubim) . Each of these possesses a different degree of holiness or au- 
thority. In the Prophets and the Writings the order of the books varies 
in manuscripts or among Jewish authorities; but there is absolute 
agreement as to the compass of these two divisions, and no book is trans- 
posed from the one into the other. Thus Ruth, Lamentations, and 
Daniel are all placed in the division of Writings — not among the 
Prophets, as in non-Jewish versions. 

With every step by which each of the three parts was sealed, noth- 
ing to be added or to be taken away, the text was likewise fixed and 
thenceforth made the object of zealous watchfulness. Even with re- 
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gard to the latest book of our Scriptures, we read its text substan- 
tially in the form in which the great Rabbi Akiba read it, he who 
said that the system by which the sacred text was guarded constituted 
a fence about the Scriptures. In that system, at first oral and later com- 
mitted to writing, the letters were actually counted and lists made, to 
the end that no alterations should creep in at the hands of careless 
scribes The first to collect the notes known as Masorah was Jacob 
ben Haim Ibn Adonijah, the editor of the second Rabbinic Bible. In our 
own day many scholars have been prominent in this field of labour, 
chief among whom are Wolf Heidenheim, S. Frensdorff, S. Baer, and 
C. D. Ginsburg. We have followed Baer’s text® and for the parts not 
edited by him that of Ginsburg. Not only does the text known as the 
masoretic represent the text current in the Synagogue with regard to 
consonants, but also with regard to its signs standing for vowels and 
accents, both of which embody the interpretation accepted by the S5ma- 
gogue. While in the scrolls which are read in the Synagogue the bare 
consonants are alone permitted, readers must prepare themselves from 
copies allowed for private use, in ancient times written and now printed, 
which contain the additional signs for vowels and accents. A transla- 
tion must naturally follow the guide of the latter. Moreover, the pub- 
lic reader is boimd in certain cases to substitute mentally other con- 
sonants in the place of those found in the scrolls, in accordance with 
the marginal annotations in the copies intended for private use. These 
variants are taken traditionally for corrections, and the public reader 
who persists in ignoring them forfeits his position. It is true that in 
the case of such variations the Jewish commentators of the Middle Ages 
sought to elicit a meaning also from the textual reading, and seem here 
and there tacitly to give it preference, but all this partakes of the na- 
ture of private judgment, and does not affect the uniform practice 
of the public readings in the Synagogue. While as a rule the margin 
(Kere) was followed, we have occasionally adopted the consonants of

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the text (Ketib), as for instance in Psalm cxxxix. 16, and II Chroni- 
cles xxiv. 27 ; xxxiv. 9. 

A translation destined for the people can follow only one text, and 
that must be the traditional. Nevertheless a translator is not a tran- 
scriber of the text. His principal function is to make the Hebrew intel- 
ligible. Faithful though he must be to the Hebrew idiom, he will 
nevertheless be forced by the genius of the English language to use cir- 
cumlocution, to add a word or two, to alter the sequence of words, and 
the like. In general, our rule has been that, where the word or 
words added are implied in the Hebrew construction, no device is used 
to mark the addition; where, on the other hand, the addition is 
not at once to be inferred from the original wording and yet seems 
necessary for the understanding, it has been enclosed in brackets. 
Naturally opinion will differ as to what may be deemed an addition 
warranted by the Hebrew construction and what may not, but as 
intelligibility was the principal aim, the Editors have felt justified in 
making their additions, sparingly it is true, but nevertheless as often as 
the occasion required. 

We have thought it proper to limit the margin to the shortest com- 
pass, confining it to such elucidation of and references to the literal mean- 
ing as are absolutely necessary for making the translation intelligible. 
The Rabbis enumerate eighteen instances in which the scribes con- 
sciously altered the text. We have called attention to a change of this 
nature in Judges xviii. 30. 

Personal pronouns referring to the Deity have been capitalized. 
As an aid to clearness direct discourse has been indicated by quotation 
marks. In the prophetical writings, where the speech of the prophet 
imperceptibly glides into the words of the Deity, and in the legal 
portions of the Pentateuch, it has been thought best to use quotation 
marks sparingly. Although the spelling of proper names in the Eng- 
lish Bible in many instances deviates somewhat from an accurate 
representation of the Hebrew, it has nevertheless been deemed wise, 
owing to the familiarity of Hebrew names in their usual English form, 
generally to retain the current spelling. 

In all externals this translation is especially adapted for use in syna- 
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gogue and school. The Keriat ha-Torah, or the reading of the section 
from the Five Books of Moses, is the central feature of the Synagogue 
service. The Pentateuch is divided into fifty-four sections; beginning 
with the Sabbath following the Feast of Tabernacles, the readings on 
the Sabbaths of the year are taken in their order from the Five Books 
of Moses. The reading consists either of the whole section or of a se- 
lected portion. There was a variant custom according to which the 
reading of the Torah extended over a period of three years instead 
of one year. However, the one year cycle gradually superseded the 
three year cycle, and has become the universal custom in the Synagogue. 

The Pentateuchal readings are supplemented by readings from the 
Prophets known as Haftarot. Readings from the third portion of the 
Bible, though customary at one time, have now largely fallen into dis- 
use. The five small books known as the Five Megillot are given a 
place in the Synagogue service in their entirety. On the feast of 
Purim the book of Esther is read; the book of Lamentations is read 
on Tish'ah be-Ab (Ninth of Ab), the fast-day observed in commem- 
oration of the destruction of Jerusalem; Song of Songs, Ruth, and 
Ecclesiastes are read respectively on the Feast of Passover, the Feast 
of Weeks, and the Feast of Tabernacles. 

The sections of the Pentateuch as traditionally read on the Sabbath 
are indicated, and a table gives all Scriptural readings, both on the 
Sabbath and on feast days and fast days.

2*And if an ox gore a man or a 
woman, that they die, the ox shall be 
surely stoned, and its flesh shall not 
be eaten; but the owner of the ox 
shall be quit. ^^But if the ox was 
wont to gore in time past, and warning 
hath been given to its owner, and he 
hath not kept it in, but it hath kQled 
a man or a woman; the ox shall be 
stoned, and its owner also shall be 
put to death. ®°If there be laid on him 
a ransom, then he shall give for the 
redemption of his life whatsoever is 
laid upon him. ®^Whether it have 
gored a son, or have gored a daughter, 
according to this judgment shall it be 
done unto him. ®^If the ox gore a 
bondman or a bondwoman, he shall 
give unto their master thirty shekels 
of silver, and the ox shall be stoned. 

“And if a man shall open a pit, or 
if a man shall dig a pit and not cover 
it, and an ox or an ass fall therein, 
®^he owner of the pit shall make it 
good; he shall give money unto the 
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owner of them, and the dead beast 
shall be his. 

3®And if one man's ox hurt another's, 
so that it dieth; then they shall sell 
the live ox, and divide the price of it; 
and the dead also they shall di\'ide. 
3®Or if it be known that the ox was 
wont to gore in time past, and its 
owner hath not kept it in; he shall 
surely pay ox for ox, and the dead 
beast shall be his own. 

37If a man steal an ox, or a sheep, 
and kill it, or sell it, he shall pay five 
oxen for an ox, and four sheep for a 
OO sheep. ^If a thief be found 
^ ^ breaking in, and be smitten so 
that he dieth, there shall be no blood- 
guiltiness f or him. ^If the sun be risen 
upon him, there shall be bloodguiltiness 
for him — ^he shall make restitution ; if he 
have nothing, then he shall be sold for 
his theft. ®If the theft be found in 
his hand alive, whether it be ox, or 
ass, or sheep, he shall pay double. 

4f a man cause a field or vineyard 
to be eaten, and shall let his beast 
loose, and it feed in another man's 
field; of the best of his own field, and 
of the best of his own vineyard, shall 
he make restitution. 

®If fire break out, and catch in 
thorns, so that the shocks of com, or 
the standing corn, or the field are 
consumed; he that kindled the fixe 
shall surely make restitution. 

®If a man deliver imto his neighbour 
money or stuff to keep, and it be 
stolen out of the man's house; if the 
thief be found, he shall pay double, 
^If the thief be not found, then the 
master of the house shall come near 
unto Ood, to see whether he have 
Qot put his hand unto his neighbour's 
goods. *For every matter of tres- 
pass, whether it be for ox, for ass, 
for sheep, for raiment, or for any 
manner of lost thing, whereof one 
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saith: 'This is it,' the cause of both 
parties shall come before '"God; he 
whom <lod shall condemn shall pay 
double imto his neighbour.

®And they shall make the ephod 
of gold, of blue,^ and purple, scarlet, 
and fine twined linen, the work of the 
skilful workman. ^ Ut shall have two 
shoulder-pieces joined to the two ends 
thereof, that it may be joined together. 
^*And the skilfully woven band, which 
is upon it, wherewith to gird it on, 
shall be like the work thereof and of 
the same piece: of gold, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen. ®And thou shalt take two 
onyx stones, and grave on them the 
names of the children of Israel: ^^six 
of their names on the one stone, and 
the names of the six that remain on 
the other stone, accordiug to their 
birth. ^With the work of an engraver 
in stone, like the engravings of a 
signet, shalt thou engrave me two 
stones, according to the names of 
the children of Israel; thou shalt make 
them to be inclosed in settings of 
gold. “And thou shalt put the two 
stones upon the shoulder-pieces of the 
ephod, to be stones of memorial for 
the children of Israel; and Aaron shall 
bear their names before the Lord upon 
his two shoulders for a memorial. 

“And thou shalt make settings of 
gold; %nd two chains of pure gold; of 
plaited thread shalt thou make them, 
of wreathen work; and thou shalt put 
the wreathen chains on the settings. 

“And thou shalt make a breast- 
plate of judgment, the work of the 
skilful workman; like the work of the 
ephod "thou shalt make ilj: of gold, 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet and 
fine twined linen, shalt thou make it. 
“Four-square it shall be and double: 
a span shall be the length thereof, and 
a span the breadth thereof. ^^And 
thou shalt set in it settings of stones, 
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four rows of stones: a row of carnelian, 
topaz, and smaragd shall be the first 
row; ^®and the second row a carbuncle, 
a sapphire, and an emerald; ^®and the 
third row a jacinth, an agate, and an 
amethyst; ^°and the fourth row a 
beryl, and an onyx, and a jasper; 
they shall be inclosed in gold in their 
setting^. ^And the stones shall be 
according to the names of the children 
of Israel, twelve, according to their 
names; like the en^avings of a signet, 
every one according to his name, 
they shall be for the* twelve tribes. 
“And thou shalt make upon the breast- 
plate plaited chains of wreathen work 
of pure gold. “And thou shalt make 
upon the breastplate two rings of gold, 
and shalt put the two rings on the two 
ends of the breastplate. ^And thou 
shalt put the two wreathen chains of 
gold on the two rings at the ends of 
the breastplate. “And the other two 
ends of the two wreathen chains thou 
shalt put on the two settings, and put 
them on the shoulder-pieces of the 
ephod, in the forepart thereof. “And 
•Sou shalt make two rings of gold, 
and thou shalt put them upon the two 
ends of the breastplate, upon the 
edge thereof, which is toward the side 
of the ephod inward. ^^And thou shalt 
make two rings of gold, and shalt put 
them on the two shoulder-pieces of 
^e ephod underneath, in the forepart 
thereof, close by the coupling thereof, 
above the skilfully woven band^ of 
the ephod. ^^And they shall bind 
tfie breastplate by the rings thereof im- 
to the rin^ of the ephod with a thread 
of blue, that it may be upon the 
skilfully woven band of the ephod, and 
that the breastplate be not loosed from 
the ephod. ^®And Aaron shall bear 
the names of the children of Israel 
in the breastplate of jud^ent upon 
his heart, when he goeth in unto the 


holy place, for a memorial before the 
Lord continually. ®"And thou shalt 
put in the breastplate of judgment 
the Urim and the Thummim; and 
they shall be upon Aaron^s heart, 
when he goeth in before the Lord;

3iAnd thou shalt make the robe of 
the ephod aU of blue. “And it shall 
have a hole for the head in the midst 
thereof; it shall have a binding of 
woven work round about the hole of 
it, as it were the hole of a coat of mail, 
that it be not rent. “And upon the 
skirts of it thou shalt make pome- 
granates of blue, and of purple, and 
of scarlet, round about the skirts 
thereof; and bells of gold between 
them round about: “a golden beU and 
a pomegranate, a golden bell and a 
pomegranate, upon the skirts of the 
robe roimd about. “And it shall be 
upon Aaron to minister; and the sound 
thereof shall be heard when he goeth in 
unto the holy place before the Lord, 
and whenhecomethout, thathedienot. 

“And thou shalt make a plate of 
pure gold, and engrave upon it, like the 
engravings of a signet: holt to the 
LORD. ®^And thou shalt put it on a 
thread of blue, and it shall be upon 
the mitre; upon the forefront of the 
mitre it shall be. “And it shall be upon 
Aaron’s forehead, and Aaron shall 
bear the iniquity committed in the 
holy things, winch the children of 
Israel shall hallow, even in all their 
holy gifts; and it shall be always upon 
his forehead, that they may be ac- 
cepted before the Lord. ^^And thou 
sh^t weave the tunic in chequer work 
of fine linen, and thou shalt make a 
mitre of fine linen, and thou shalt 
make a girdle, the work of the weaver 
in colours. ^°And for Aaron’s sons 
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thou shalt make tunics, and thou 
shalt make for them girdles, and head- 
tires shalt thou make for them, for 
splendour and for beauty. ^^And thou 
shait put them upon Aaron thy brother, 
and upon his sons with him; and 
shalt anoint them, and consecrate 
them, and sanctify them, that they 
may minister unto ]Me in the priest's 
office. '‘^And thou shalt make them 
linen breeches to cover the flesh of 
their nakedness; from the loins even 
unto the thighs they shall reach. “^And 
they shall be upon Aaron, and upon 
his sons, when they go in unto the 
tent of meeting, or when they come 
near imto the altar to minister in the 
holy place; that they bear not iniquity, 
and die; it shall be a statute forever 
unto him and unto his seed after him. 

9G And this is the thing that thou 
shalt do unto them to hallow 
them, to minister unto Me in the 
priest's office: take one young bul- 
lock and two rams without blemish, 
-and unleavened bread, and cakes 
unleavened mingled with oil, and 
wafers unleavened spread with oil; 
of fine wheaten flour shalt thou make 
them. ®And thou shalt put them into 
one basket, and bring them in the 
basket, with the bullock and the two 
rams. ■*And Aaron and his sons thou 
shalt bring unto the door of the tent 
of meeting, and shalt wash them with 
water. ^And thou shalt take the gar- 
ments, and put upon Aaron the tunic, 
and the robe of the ephod, and the

^®And thou shalt bring the bullock 
before the tent of meeting; and Aaron 
and his sons shall lay their hands 
upon the head of the bullock. ^^And 
thou shalt kill the bullock before the 
Lord, at the door of the tent of meet- 
ing. ^^And thou shalt take of the blood 
of the bullock, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar with thy finger; 
and thou shalt pour out all the re- 
maining blood at the base of the altar. 
^^And thou shalt take all the fat that 
covereth the inwards, and the lobe 
above the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and the fat that is upon them, and 
make them smoke upon the altar. 
^^But the flesh of the bullock, and its 
slm, and ite dung, shalt thou burn 
with fire without the camp; it is a 
sin-offering, ^^hou shalt also take 
the one ram; and Aaron and his sons 
shall lay their hands upon the bead 
of the ram. ^®And thou shalt slay the 
ram, and thou shalt take its blood, 
and dash it round about against 
the altar. ^’^And thou shalt cut the 
ram into its pieces, and wash its in- 
wards, and its legs, and put them with 
its pieces, and with its head. ^^And 
thou shalt make the whole ram smoke 
upon the altar;. it is a burnt-offering 
unto the Lord; it is a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the 
Lord. ^®And thou shalt take the other 
ram; and Aaron and his sons shall 
lay their hands upon the head of 
the ram. -^Then shalt thou kill the 
ram, and take of its blood, and put 
it upon the tip of the right ear of 
Aaron, and upon the tip of the right 
ear of his sons, and upon the thumb 
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of their right hand, and upon the 
great toe of their right foot, and 
dash the blood against the altar round 
about. ^Aiid thou shalt take of the 
blood that is upon the altar, and of 
the anointing oil, and sprinkle it 
upon Aaron, and upon his garments, 
and upon his sons, and upon the gar- 
ments of his sons with him; and he 
and his garments shall be hallowed, 
and his sons and his sons^ garments 
with him. ^Aho thou shalt take of 
the ram *the fat, and the fat tail, and 
the fat that covereth the inwards, 
and the lobe of the liver, and the 
two kidneys, and the fat that is upon 
them, and the right thigh; for it is a 
ram of consecration; ^^and one loaf of 
bread, and one cake of oiled bread, 
and one wafer, out of the basket of 
unleavened bread that is before the 
Lord. ^And thou shalt put the whole 
upon the hands of Aaron, and upon 
the hands of his sons; and shalt wave 
them for a wave-offering before the 
Lord. ^And thou shalt take them 
from their hands, and make them 
smoke on the altar upon the burnt- 
offering, for a sweet savour before the 
Lord; it is an offering made by fire 
unto the Lord. ^®And thou shalt take 
the breast of Aaron^s ram of con- 
secration, and wave it for a wave- 
offering before the Lord; and it shall 
be thy portion. ^^And thou shalt sanc- 
tify the breast of the wave-offering, 
and the thigh of the. heave-offering, 
which is waved, and which is heav^ 
up, of the ram of consecration, even 
of that which is Aaron^s, and of that 
which is his sons’. ^And it shall be 
for Aaron and his sons as a due for 
ever from the children of Israel; for 
it is a heave-offering; and it shall be a 
heave-offering from the children of 
Israel of their sacrifices of peace- 
offerings, even their heave-offering 


unto the Lord. ^^And the holy gar- 
ments of Aaron shall be for his sons 
after him, to be anointed in them, and 
to be consecrated in them. ^^Seven 
days shall the son that is priest in his 
stead put them on, even he who 
eometh into the tent of meeting to 
minister in the holy place. ^^And 
thou shalt take the ram of conse- 
cration, and seethe its flesh in a holy 
place. ^And Aaron and his sons shall 
eat the flesh of the ram, and the bread 
that is in the basket, at the door of the 
tent of meeting, ^^^nd they shall eat 
those things wherewith atonement was 
made, to consecrate and to sanctify 
them; but a stranger shall not eat 
thereof, because they are holy, ^tlnd 
if aught of the flesh of the consecra- 
tion, or of the bread, remain unto the 
morning, then thou shalt burn the 
remainder with fire; it shall not be 
eaten, because it is holy. ^^^Lnd thus 
shalt thou do unto Aaron, and to his 
sons, according to all that I have com- 
manded thee; seven days shalt thou 
consecrate them, every day 

shalt thou offer the bullock of sm- 
offering, beside the other offerings of 
atonement; and thou shalt do the 
purification upon the altar when thou 
makest atonement for it; and thou 
shalt anoint it, to sanctify it. ® 'Seven 
days thou shalt make atonement for 
the altar, and sanctify it; thus shall 
the altar be most holy; whatsoever 
toucheth the altar shall be holy. 

3®Now this is that which thou shalt 
offer upon the altar: two lambs of the 
first year day by day continually,

one lamb a tenth part of an ephah of 
fine flour mingled with the fourth part 
of a hin of beaten oil; and the fourth

took the calf which they had made, 
and burnt it with fire, and ground it to 
powder, and strewed it upon the water, 
and made the children of Israel drink 
of it. 2iAnd Moses said unto Aaron: 
‘What did this people unto thee, that 
thou hast brought a great sin upon 
them?' ^And ^ron said: ‘Let not 
the anger of my lord wax hot; thou 
knowest the people, that they are 
set on e^dl. ^So they said unto me: 
Make us a god, which shall go before 
us; for as for this Aloses, the man that 
brought us up out of the land of 
Eg}"pt, we know not what is become 
of him. ^And I said unto them: 
T\Tiosoever hath any gold, let them 
break it off; so they gave it me; and 
I cast it into the fire, and there came 
out this calf.' -^And when IVIoses 
saw that the people were broken 
loose — ^for Aaron had let them loose 
for a derision among their enemies — 
~4hen Aloses stood in the gate of the 
camp, and said: ‘Whoso is on the 
Lord's side, let him come unto me.' 
And all the sons of Levi gathered 
themselves together unto him. ^^And 
he said unto them: ‘Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of Israel: Put ye 
every man his sword upon his thigh, 
and go to and fro from gate to gate 
throughout the camp, and slay every 
man his brother, and every man^ Ms 
companion, and every man his neigh- 
bour.' 2®And the sons of Levi did 
according to the word of Moses; and 
■there fell of the people that day about 
three thousand men. ^®And Moses 
said* ‘Consecrate yourselves to-day 
to the Lord, for every man hath been 
against Ms son and against his 
brother; that He may also bestow uxwn 
you a blessing this day.' *°An<i it 
came to pass on the morrow, that 
Moses said unto the people: ‘Ye have 
sinned a great sin; and now I will go 
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up unto the Lord, peradventure I 
shall make atonement for your sin/ 
^^And ]VIoses returned unto the Lord, 
and said: ^Oh, this people have 
sinned a great sin, and have made 
them a of gold. ^Yet now, ^ 
Thou wilt forgive their sin — ; ana if 
not, blot me, I pray Thee, out of Thy 
book which Thou hast written.' 
®*And the Lord said unto^ Moses: 
^Whosoever hath sinned against Me, 
him will I blot out of My book. 
®^And now go, lead the people unto 
the place of wtiich I have spoken unto 
thee; behold, Mine angel shall go 
before thee; nevertheless in the day 
when I visit, I will visit their sin 
upon them.' ®®And the Lord smote 
the people, because they made the 
calf, which Aaron made. 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses: 
‘Depart, go up hence, thou and 
the people that thou hast brought 
up out of the land of Egj^pt, unto 
the land of w’hich I sw^ore unto Abra- 
ham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, say- 
ing: Unto th\^ seed will I give it — ^and 
I will send an angel before thee; and 
I will drive out the Canaanite, the 
Amorite, and the Hittite, and the 
Penzzite, the Hivite, and the Jebu- 
site — ®unto a land flowing with milk 
and honey; for I will not go up in the 
midst of thee; for thou art a stiff- 
necked people; lest I consume thee in 
the way.' ^And when the people 
heard these evil tidings, they mourned; 
and no man did put on him his orna- 
ments. ^And the Lord said unto 
Moses: *Say imto the children of 
Israel: Ye are a stiffnecked people;

*See, Thou sayest unto me: Bring 
up this people; and Thou hast not let 
me know whom Thou wilt send with 
me. Yet Thou hast said: I know 
thee by name, and thou hast also 
found grace in My sight. “Now 
therefore, I pray Thee, if I have found 
grace in Thy sight, show me now Thy 
ways, that I may know Thee, to the 
end that I may find grace in Thy sight ; 
and consider that this nation is Thy 
people.' “And He said: ^ My presence 
shall go with thee, and I will give thee 
rest.' “And he said unto Him: ‘If 
Thy presence go not with me, carry 
us not up hence.

Israel had brought for the work of the 
ser\ice of the sanctuary, wherewith 
to make it. And they brought yet 
unto him freewill-offerings every 
morning. '^And aU the wise men, that 


wrought all the work of the sanctuary, 
came every man from his work which 
they wrought. ®And they spoke unto 
Moses, sa3ing: 'The people bring 
much more than enough for the 
service of the work, which the Lore 
commanded to make.' ®And Moses 
gave commandment, and they caused 
it to be proclaimed throughout the 
camp, saying: 'Let neither man nor 
woman make any more work for the 
offering of the sanctuary.' So the 
people were restrained from bringing.

of fine twined linen, and blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, with cherubim the 
work of the skilful workman made he 
them. ®The length of each curtain 
was eight and twenty cubits, and the 
breadth of each curtain four cubits; 
all the curtains had one measure. 
^®And he coupled five curtains one to 
another; and the other five curtains 
he coupled one to another. ^^And he 
made loops of blue upon the edge 
of the one curtain that was outmost 
in the first set; likewise he made in the 
edge of the curtain that was outmost 
in the second set. ^Fifty loops made 
he in the one curtain, and fifty loops 
made he in the edge of the curtain 
that was in the second set; the loops 
were opposite one to another. ^®And 
he made fifty clasps of gold, and 
coupled the curtains one to another 
with the clasps; so the tabernacle was 
one. 

i^And he made curtains of goats' 
hair for a tent over the tabernacle; 
eleven curtains he made them. ^®The 
length of each curtain was thirty 
cubits, and four cubits the breadth of 
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each curtain; the eleven curtains had 
one measure. ^®And he coupled five 
curtains by thenoselves, and six cur- 
tains by themselves. ^^And he made 
fifty loops on the edge of the curtain 
that was outmost in the first set, and 
fifty loops made he upon the edge of 
the curtain which was outmost in the 
second set* ^®And he made fifty clasps 
of brass to couple the tent together, 
that it might be one. ^®And he made a 
covering for the tent of rams’ skins 
dyed red, and a covering of sealskins 
above. 

20And he made the boards for the 
tabernacle of acacia-wood, standing 
up. 2iXen cubits was the length of a 
board, and a cubit and a half the 
breadth of each board. 22Each board 
had two tenons, joined one to another. 
Thus did he make for all the boards of 
the tabernacle, ^s^nd he made the 
boards for the tabernacle; twenty 
boards for the south side southward. 
2^And he made forty sockets of silver 
under the twenty boards: two sockets 
under one board for its two tenons,

he made it hollow with planks. 

®And he made the laver of brass, 
and the base thereof of brass, of the 
mirrors of the serving women that 
did service at the door of the tent of 
meeting. 

®And he made the court; for the 
south side southward the hangings 
of the court were of fine twined linen, 
a hundred cubits. ^°Their pillars were 
twenty, and their sockets tw^enty, of 
brass; the hooks of the pillars and their 
fillets were of silver. ^And for the 
north side a hundred cubits, their pil- 
lars twenty, and their sockets twenty, 
of brass; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver. ^And for the 
west side were hangings of fifty 
cubits, their pillars ten, and their sock- 
ets ten; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver, ^®And for the 
east side eastward fifty cubits, ^^he 
hangings for the one side [of the gate] 
were fifteen cubits; their pillars three, 
and their sockets three. ^®And so 
for the other side; on this hand and 
that hand by the gate of the court were 
hangings of fifteen cubits; their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. ^®A11 
the hangings of the court round about 
were of fine twined linen. ^^And the 


sockets for the pillars were of brass; 
the hooks of the pillars and their 
fillets of silver; and the overlaying of 
their capitals of silver; and all the 
pillars of the court were filleted with 
silver. ^®And the screen for the gate 
of the court was the work of the 
weaver in colours, of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined linen; and 
tw’enty cubits wns the length, and the 
height in the breadth w^as five cubits, 
answerable to the hangings of the 
court. ^®And their pillars W“ere four, 
and their sockets four, of brass; 
their hooks of silver, and the over- 
laying of their capitals and their 
fillets of silver. -®And all the pins of 
the tabernacle, and of the court round 
about, w’ere of brass. 

^These are the accounts of the 
tabernacle, even the tabernacle of the 
testimony, as they were rendered ac- 
cording to the co mm andment of Moses, 
through the service of the Levites, by 
the hand of Ithamar, the son of 
Aaron the priest. — Bezalel the 
son of Uri, the son of Hur, of the tribe 
of Judah, made all that the Lord 
commanded Moses. ^And with him 
was Oholiab, the son of Ahisamach, 
of the tribe of Dan, a craftsman, and 
a skilful workman, and a weaver in 
colours, in blue, and in purple, and 
in scarlet, and fine linen — the 
gold that was used for the work in 
aU the work of the sanctuary, even the 
gold of the offering, was twenty and 
nine talents, and seven himdred and 
thirty shekels, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary. ^And the silver of them 
that were numbered of the congrega- 
tion was a hundred talents, and a 
thousand seven hundred and three- 
score and fifteen shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary: 2 % beka a 
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head, that is, half a shekel, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary, for every one 
that passed over to them that are 
numbered, from twenty years old and 
upward, for six hundred thousand

and he came down from offering 
the sin-offering, and the burnt-offering, 
and the peace-offerings. “And Moses 
and Aaron went into the tent of meet- 
ing, and came out, and blessed the 
people; and the glory of the Lord 
appeared unto all the people. ^And 
there came forth fire from before the

Hor. ^®And the Canaanite, the king 
of Arad, who dwelt in the South in 
the land of Canaan, heard of the 
coming of the children of Israel. —

®oAnd the Lord spoke unto Moses 
in the plains of Moab by the Jordan 
at Jericho, saying: Speak unto the 
children of Israel, and say unto them: 
When ye pass over the Jordan into 
the land of Canaan, ^^then ye shall 
drive out all the inhabitants of the 
land from before you, and destroy 
all their figured stones, and destroy 
all their molten images, and demolish 
ail their high places. “And ye shall 
drive out the inhabitants of the land, 
and dwell therein; for unto you have 
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I given the land to possess it. ®^And 
ye shall inherit the land by lot ac- 
cording to your families — ^to the 
more ye shall give the more inher- 
itance, and to the fewer thou shalt 
give the less inheritance; whereso- 
ever the lot falleth to any man, that 
shall be his; according to the tribes 
of your fathers shall ye inherit. “But 
if ye will not drive out the inhabitants 
of the land from before you, then shall 
those that ye let remain of them be as 
thorns in^ your eyes, and as pricks 
in your sides, and they shall iharass 
you in the land wherein ye dwell. 
“And it shall come to pass, that as I 
thought to do unto them, so wiU I do 
unto you.^ 

OA And the Lord spoke unto Moses, 
saying: Command the chil- 

dren of Israel, and say rmto them: 
When ye come into the land of 
Canaan, this shall be the land that 
shall fall unto you for an inheritance, 
even the land of Canaan according 
to the borders thereof. ®Thus your 
south side shall be from the wilderness

stone in the hand, whereby a man may 
die, and he died, he is a murderer, 
the murderer shall surely be put to 
death. ^®Or if he smote him with 
weapon of wood in the hand, whereby 
a man may die, and he died, he is a 
murderer; the murderer shall surely

of Israel according to the word of the 
Lord, saying: ^The tribe of the sons 
of Joseph speaketh right. ®This is 
the thing which the Lord hath com- 
manded concerning the daughters of 
Zelophehad, saying: Let them be 
married to whom they think best; 
only into the family of the tribe of 
their father shall they be married. 
^So shall no inheritance of the chil- 
dren of Israel remove from tribe to 
tribe; for the children of Israel shall 
cleave every one to the inheritance of 
the tribe of his fathers. ®And every 
daughter, that possesseth an inherit- 
ance in any tribe of the children of 
Israel, shall be wife unto one of the 
family of the tribe of her father, that 
the children of Israel may possess 


every man the inheritance of his 
fathers. ®So shall no inheritance _ re- 
move from one tribe to another tribe; 
for the tribes of the children of Israel

son of Joseph, and their inheritance 
remained in the tribe of the family of 
their father. 

i^These are the commandments and 
the ordinances, which the Lord com- 
manded by the hand of Moses imto 
the children of Israel in the plains of 
Moab by the Jordan at Jericho. 
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"I Thebe are the words which Moses 
^ spoke unto all Israel beyond the 
Jordan; in the wilderness, in the 
Arabah, over against Suph, between 
Paran and Tophel, and Laban, and 
Hazeroth, and IDi-zahab, ^It is eleven 
days’ journey from Horeb unto Ka- 
desh-barnea by the way of mount 
Seir* ®And it came to pass in the 
fortieth year, in the eleventh month, 
on the first day of the month, that 
Moses spoke unto the children of 
Israel, according unto all that the 
Lord had given him in c6mmandment 
unto them; Wter he had smitten 
Sihon the king of the Amoiites, who 
dwelt in Heshbon, and Og the king 
of Bashan, who dwelt in Ashtaroth, 
at Edrei; %eyond the Jordan, in the 
land of Moab, took Moses upon him 
to expound this law, saying: 

®The Lord our God spoke unto us 
in Horeb, saying: ^Ye have dwelt 
long enough in this mountain; ^turn 
you, and take your journey, and go to 
the hill-country of the Amorites and 
unto all the places nigh thereunto, 
in the Arabah, in the hill-country, 
and in the Lowland, and m the South, 
and by the sea-shore; the land of the 
Canaamtes, and Lebanon, as far as 
the great river, the river Euphrates. 
^Behold, I have set the land before you: 
go in and possess the land which the 
Lord swore unto your fathers, to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to 
give unto them and to their seed after 
them.’ 

®And I spoke unto you at that time, 


saying: H am not able to bear you 
myself alone; ^‘^the Lord your God 
hath multiplied you, and, behold, ye 
are this day as the stars of heaven foi 
multitude.— ^^The Lord, the God of 
your fathers, make you a thousand 
times so many more as ye are, and 
bless you, as He hath promised you^ — 
^How can I myself alone bear your 
.cumbrance, and your burden, and 
your strife? ^®Get you, from each 
one of your tribes, wise men, and un- 
derstanding, and full of knowledge, 
and I will make them heads over 
you.’ ^^And ye answered me, and said * 
The thing which thou hast spoken 
is good for us to do.’ ^^So I took the 
heads of your tribes, wise men, and full 
of knowledge, and made them heads 
over you, captains of thousands, and 
captains of hundreds, and captains 
of fifties, and captains of tens, and 
officers, tribe by tribe. ^®And I 
charged your judges at that time, 
saying: ‘Hear the causes between 
your brethren, and judge righteously 
between a man and his brother, and 
the stranger that is with him. ^Te 
shall not respect persons in judgment; 
ye shall hear the small and the great 
alike; ye shall not be afraid of the 
face of any man; for the judgment is 
God’s; and the cause that is too hard 
for you ye shall bring unto me, and I 
will hear it.’ ^^And I commanded you 
at that time all the things which ye 
should do. 

^®And we journeyed from Horeb, 
and went through all that great and 
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dreadful -wilderness w-hich ye saw, by 
the way to the hill-country of the 
Amorites, as the Loed our God com- 
manded us; and we came to Kadesh- 
barnea. ^^And I said unto you: ^Ye 
are come unto the hill-coun-fcry of the 
Amorites, which the Lord our God 
giveth unto us. ^Behold, the Lord 
thy God hath set the land before thee; 
go up, take possession, as the Lord, 
the God of thy fathers, hath spoken 
unto thee; fear not, neither be dis- 
mayed.^ ^And ye came near upto me 
every one of you, and said: ^Let us 
send men before us, that they may 
search the land for us, and bring us 
back word of the way by which we 
must go up, and the cities unto which 
we shall come.' ^And the thing 
pleased me well; and I took twelve 
men of you, one man for every tribe; 
^&nd they turned and went up into 
the mountains, and came imto the 
valley of Eshcol, and spied it out. 
2®And they took of the fruit of the 
land in their hands, and brought it 
down imto us, and brought us back 
word, and said: ^Good is the land 
which the Lord our God giveth imto 
us.' 2®Yet ye would not go up, but 
rebelled against the commandment of 
the Lord your God; ^^and ye mur- 
mured in your tents, and said: ^Be- 
'cause the Lord hated us, He hath 
brought us forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to deliver us into the hand of 
the Amorites, to destroy us, 2®Whith- 
er are we going up? our brethren have 
made our heart to melt, saying: The 
people is greater and t^er than we; 
the cities are great and fortified up 
to heaven; and moreover we have 
seen the sons of the Anakim there.' 
2®Then I said unto you: ‘Dread not, 
neither be afraid of them. ®°The 
Lord your God who goeth before you, 
He sh^ fight for you, according to all 
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that He did for you in Egypt before 
your eyes; %nd in the wilderness, 
where thou hast seen how that the 
Lord thy God bore thee, as a man 
doth bear his son, in all the way that 
ye went, until ye came unto this 
place. ®^Yet in this thing ye do not 
believe the Lord your God, ®®who 
went before you in the way, to seek 
you out a place to pitch your tents 
in: in fire by night, to show you by 
what way ye should go, and in the 
cloud by day.' 

®^And the Lord heard the voice of 
your words, and was wroth, and 
swore, saying: Surely there shall 
not one of these men, even this evil 
generation, see the good land, which 
I swore to give unto your fathers, 
®®save Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
he shall see it; and to him will I give 
the land that he hath trodden upon, 
and to his children; because he hath 
wholly followed the Lord.' ®^A1so 
the Lord was angry with me for your 
sakes, saying; ‘Thou also shalt not 
go in thither; ®®Joshua the son of Nmi, 
who standeth before thee, he shall go 
in thither; encourage thou him, for 
he shall cause Israel to inherit it. 
®®Moreover your little ones, that ye 
said should be a prey, and your cMl- 
dren, that this day have no Imowledge 
of good or evil, they shall go in thither, 
and unto them will I give it, and they 
shall possess it. “^“But as for you, turn 
you, and take your journey into the 
wilderness by the way to the Red 
Sea.' ^Then ye answered and said 
unto me: ‘We have sinned against the 
Lord, we will go up and fight, accord- 
ing to all that the Lord our God com- 
manded us.' And ye girded on every 
man his weapons of war, and deemed 
it a light thing to go up into the hill- 
country. ^And the Lord said unto 
me: ‘Say unto them* Go not up. 
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neither fight; for I am not among you; 
lest ye be smitten before your ene- 
mies/ ^So I spoke unto you, and ye 
hearkened not; but ye rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lord, and 
were presumptuous, and went up into 
the hill-country. ^And the Amorites, 
that dwell in that hill-country, came 
out against you, and chased you, as 
bees do, and beat you down in Seir, 
even unto Hormah. “^^And ye returned 
and wept before the Lord; but the 
Lord hearkened not to your voice, 
nor gave ear unto you. ye abode 
in Kadesh many days, according unto 
the days that ye abode there. 

O Then we turned, and took our 
^ jolurney into the wilderness by the 
way to tlie Red Sea, as the Lord spoke 
unto me; and we compassed mount 
Seir many days. 

®And the Lord spoke unto me, say- 
ing: Ye have compassed this motm- 
tain long enough; turn you northward. 
*And command thou the people, say- 
ing: Ye are to pass through the bor- 
der of your brethren the children of 
Esau, that dwell in Seir; and they 
will be afraid of you; take ye good 
heed unto yourselves thereforej ®con- 
tend not with them; for I will not 
give you of 'their land, no, not so 
much as for the sole of the foot to 
tread on; because I have given mount 
Seir unto Esau for a possession. ®Ye 
shall purchase food of them for money, 
that ye may eat; and ye shall also buy 
water of them for money, that ye 
may drink. “^For the Lord thy God 
hath blessed thee in all the work of 
thy hand; He hath known thy waUdng 
through this great wilderness; these 
forty years the Lord thy God hath 
been with thee; thou hast lacked noth- 
ing.^ ®So we passed by from our 
brethren the cluldren of Esau, that 
dwell in Seir, from the way of the 


Arabah, from Elath and from Ezion- 
geber. 

And we turned and passed by the 
way of the wilderness of Moab. ®And 
the Lord said unto me: ^Be not at 
enmity with Moab, neither contend 
with them in battle; for I will not 
give thee of his land for a possession; 
because I have given Ar unto the chil- 
dren of Lot for a possession. — ^°The 
Emim dwelt therein aforetime, a peo- 
ple great, and many, and tall, as the 
Anakim; Hhese also are accounted 
Rephaim, as the Anakim; but the 
Moabites call them Emim. ^And 
in Seir dwelt the Horites aforetime, 
but the children of Esau succeed- 
ed them; and they destroyed them 
from before them, and dwelt in their 
stead; as Israel did unto the land of 
his possession, which the Lord gave

saw, and lest they depart from thy 
heart all the days of thy life; but make 
them known imto thy children and 
thy children's children; ^°the day 
that thou stoodest before the Lord 
thy God in Horeb, when the Lord 
said unto me: ‘Assemble Me the peo* 
pie, and I will make them hear My 
words, that they may learn to fear 
Me all the days that they live upon 
the earth, and that they may teaeh 
their children.' “And ye came near 
and stood under the mountain; and 
the mountain burned with fire unto 
the heart of heaven, with darkness, 
cloud, and thick darkness. “And the 
Lord spoke unto you out of the midst 
of the fire; ye heard the voice of words, 
but ye saw no form; only a voice. 
“And He declared unto you His cov- 
enant, which He commanded you to 
perform, even the ten words; and He 
wrote them upon two tables of stone. 
“And the Lord commanded me at 
that time to teach you statutes and 
ordinances,* that ye might do them in 
the land whither ye go over to possess 
it. “Take ye therefore good heed 
unto yourselves — ^for ye saw no man- 
ner of form on the day that the Lord 
spoke unto you in Horeb out of the 
midst of the fire — idlest ye deal cor- 
ruptly, and make you a graven im- 
age, even the form of any figure, the 
likeness of male or female, ^^the like- 
ness of any beast that is on the earth, 
the likeness of any winged fowl that 
flieth in the heaven, ^®the likeness of 
any thing that creepeth on the ground, 
the likeness of any fish that is in the 
water under the earth; ^®and lest thou 
lift up thine eyes unto heaven, and 
when thou seest the sun and the moon 
and the stars, even all the host of 
heaven, thou be drawn away and 
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worship them, and serve them, which 
the Lord thy God hath allotted unto 
all the peoples under the whole heaven. 
2®But you hath the Lord taken and 
brought forth out of the iron furnace, 
out of Egypt, to be unto Hun a people 
of inheritance, as ye are this day. 
2^Now the Lord was angered with me 
for your sakes, and swore that I 
should not go over the Jordan, and 
that I should not go in unto that good 
land, which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee for ^ inheritance; ^but I must

be destroyed. ^^And the Lord shall 
scatter you among the peoples, and 
ye shall be left few in number among 
the nations, whither the Lord shall 
lead you away. ^®And there ye shall 
serve gods, the work of men’s hands, 
wood and stone, which neither see, 
nor hear, nor eat, nor smell.

^^And if there be any blemish therein, 
lameness, or blindness, any ill blemish 
whatsoever, thou shalt not sacrifice it 
unto the Lord thy God. ^hou shalt 
eat it within thy gates ; the unclean and 
the clean may eat it alike, as the gazelle, 
and as the hart. ^Only thou shalt not 
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eat the blood thereof; thou shalt pour 
it out upon the ground as water, 
i ^ Observe the month of Abib, and 
keep the passover xmto the 
Lord thy God; for in the month of 
Abib the Lord thy God brought thee 
forth out of Egypt by night. ^And 
thou shalt sacrifice the passover- 
offering unto the Lord thy God, of the 
flock and the herd, in the place which 
the Lord shall choose to cause His 
name to dwell there. ®Thou shalt eat 
no leavened bread with it; seven days 
shalt thou eat unleavened bread there- 
with, even the bread of affliction; for 
in haste didst thou come forth out 
of the land of Egj^pt; that thou may- 
est remember the day when thou 
earnest forth out of the land of Egypt 
all the days of thy hfe. “^And there 
shall be no leaven seen with thee in 
all thy borders seven days; neither 
shall any of the flesh, which thou 
sacrificest the first day at even, re- 
main all night until the morning. 
®Thou mayost not sacrifice the pass- 
over-offering within any of thy gates, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee; 
®but at the place which the Lord thy 
God shall choose to cause His name 
to dwell in, there thou shalt sacrifice 
the passover-offering at even, at the 
going down of the sun, at the season 
that thou earnest forth out of E^pt. 
^And thou shalt roast and eat it in 
the place which the Lord thy God 
shall choose; and thou shalt turn in 
the morning, and go unto thy tents. 
®Six days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread; and on the' seventh day shall 
be a solemn assembly to the Lord thy 
God; thou shalt do no work therein, 
^Seven weeks shalt thou number 
unto thee; from the time the sickle is 
first put to the standing corn shalt 
thou begin to number seven weeks. 
^‘’And thou shalt keep the feast of 


weeks unto the Lord thy God after 
the measure of the freewill-offering 
of thy hand, which thou shalt give, 
according as the Lord thy God 
blesseth thee. ^^And thou shalt re- 
joice before the Lord thy God, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, and 
thy man-servant, and thy maid- 
servant, and the Le\dte that is within 
thy gates, and the stranger, and the 
fatherless, and the widow, that are 
in the midst of thee, in the place 
which the Lord thy God shall choose 
to cause His name to dwell there, 
^^And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in Egypt; and thou 
shalt observe and do these statutes. 

^®Thou shalt keep the feast of taber- 
nacles seven days, after that thou 
hast gathered in from thy threshing- 
floor and from thy winepress. ^^And 
thou shalt re j oice in thy feast, thou, and 
thy son, and thy daughter, and thy 
man-servant, and thy maid-servant, 
and the Levite, and the stranger, and 
the fatherless, and the widow, that 
are within thy gates. ^^Seven days 
shalt thou keep a feast unto the Lord 
thy God in the place which the Lord 
shall choose; because the Lord thy 
God shall bless thee in all thine in- 
crease, and in all the work of thy hands, 
and thou shalt be altogether joyful. 
^®Three times in a year shall all thy 
males appear before the Lord thy God 
in the place which He shall choose, 
on the feast of unleavened bread, 
and on the feast of weeks, and on the 
feast of tabernacles; and they shall not 
appear before the Lord empty; ^^every 
man shall give as he is able, according 
to the blessing of the Lord thy God 
which He hath given thee. 

^®Judges and officers shalt thou make 
thee in all thy gates, which the Lord 
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thy God giveth thee, tribe by tribe; 
and they shall judge the people with 
righteous judgment. ^®Thou shalt not 
wrest judgment; thou shalt not re- 
spect persons; neither shalt thou take 
a gift; for a gift doth blind the eyes 
of the wise, and peryert the words 
of the righteous. ^^Justice, justice 
shalt thou follow, that thou mayest 
live, and inherit the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. 

2^Thou shalt not plant thee an 
Asherah of any kind of tree beside 
the altar of the Lord thy God, which 
thou shalt make thee. “Neither shalt 
thou set thee up a pillar, which the 
Lord thy God hateth. 

Thou shalt not sacrifice unto 
the Lord thy God an ox, or a 
sheep, wherein is a blemish, even any 
evil thing; for that is an abomination 
unto the Lord thy God. 

^If there be found in the midst 
of thee, within any of thy gates which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, man 
or woman, that doeth that which is 
evil in the sight of the Lord thy God, 
in transgressing His covenant, ®and 
hath gone and served other gods, and 
worshipped them, or the sun, or the 
moon, or any of the host of heaven, 
which I have commanded not; %nd 
it be told thee, and thou hear it, then 
shalt thou inquire dihgently, and, be- 
hold, if it be true, and the thing cer- 
tain, that such abomination is wrought 
in Israel; ^hen shalt thou bring 
forth that man or that woman, who 
have done this evil thing, imto thy 
gates, even the man or the woman; 
and thou shalt stone them with stones, 
that they die. ®At the mouth of two 
witnesses, or three witnesses, shall 
he that is to die be put to death; at 
the mouth of one witness he shall not 
be put to death, ^The hand of the 
witnesses shall be first upon Mm to 


put him to death, and afterward the 
hand of all the people. So thou shalt 
put away the evil from the midst of 
thee. 

®If there arise a matter too hard 
for thee in judgment, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea, 
and between stroke and stroke, even 
matters of controversy withm thy 
gates; then shalt thou arise, and get 
thee up unto the place wMch the 
Lord thy God shall choose. ®And 
thou shalt come unto the priests the 
Levites, and unto the judge that shall 
be in those days; and thou shalt in- 
quire; and they shall declare unto 
thee the sentence of judgment. ^°And 
thou shalt do according to the tenor 
of the sentence, wMch they shall de- 
clare unto thee from that place wMch 
the Lord shall choose; and thou shalt 
observe to do according to aU that 
they shall teach thee. ^^According to 
the law wMch they shall teach thee, 
and according to the judgment wMch 
they shall tell thee, thou shalt do; 
thou shalt not turn aside from the 
sentence wMch they shall declare unto 
thee, to the right hand, nor to the 
left. ^And the man that doeth pre- 
sumptuously, in not hearkening unto 
the priest that standeth to minister 
there before the Lord thy God, or 
unto the judge, even that man shaU 
die- and thou shalt exterminate the 
evil from Israel. ^And all the people 
shall hear, and fear, and do no more 
presumptuously. 

^^When thou art come unto the 
land wMch the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt 
dwell therein; and shalt say: T will 
set a king over me, like all the nations 
that are round about me’; ^Hhou shalt 
in any wise set Mm king over thee, 
whom the Lord thy God shall choose; 
one from among thy brethren shalt 
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thou set king over thee; thou mayest 
not put a foreigner over thee, who is 
not thy brother. i®Only he shall not 
multiply horses to himself, nor cause 
the people to return to Egypt, to the 
end that he should multiply horses; 
forasmuch as the Loed hath said unto 
you: ‘Ye shall henceforth return no 
more that way.’ ^^Neither shall he 
multiply wives to himself, that his 
heart turn not away; neither shall he 
greatly multiply to himseh silver and 
gold. ^®And it shall be, when he 
sitteth upon the throne of his king- 
dom, that he shall write him a copy 
of this law in a book, out of that which 
is before the priests the Levites. ^®And 
it shall be with him, and he shall 
read therein all the days of his hfe; 
that he may learn to fear the Loed 
his God, to keep aU the words of this 
law and these statutes, to do them; 
2®that his heart be not lifted up above 
his brethren, and that he turn not 
aside from the commandment, to the 
right hand, or to the left; to the end 
that he may prolong his days in his 
kingdom, he and his children, in the 
midst of Israel. 

i Q The priests the Levites, even 
all the tribe of Levi, shall have 
no portion nor inheritance with Israel; 
they shall eat the offering of the 
Loed made by fire, and His inherit- 
ance. ^And they shall have no in- 
heritance among their brethren; the 
Loed is their inheritance, as He hath 
spoken unto them. 

®And this shall be the priests’ due 
from the people, from them that offer 
a sacrifice, whether it be ox or sheep, 
that they shall give unto the priest 
the shoulder, and the two cheeks, and 
the maw. ^The first-fruits of thy 
com, of thy wine, and of thine oil, 
and the fiirst of the fleece of thy sheep, 
shalt thou give him. ®For the Loed 


thy God hath chosen him out of all 
thy tribes, to stand to minister in the 
name of the Loed, him and his sons 
for ever. 

®And if a Levite come from any of 
thy gates out of all Israel, where he 
sojourneth, and come with all the 
desire of his soul unto the place which 
the Loed shall choose; ^then he shall 
minister m the name of the Loed his 
God, as all his brethren the Levites 
do, who stand there before the Loed. 
®They shall have Mke portions to eat, 
beside that which is his due ac- 
cording to the fathers’ houses. 

^When thou art come into the land 
which the Loed thy God giveth thee, 
thou shalt not learn to do after the 
abominations of those nations. ^®There 
shall not be found among you any 
one that maketh his son or his daugh- 
ter to pass through the fire, one that 
useth dEivination, a soothsayer, or an 
enchanter, or a sorcerer, ^or a charm- 
er, or one that consulteth a ghost or 
a familiar spirit, or a necromancer. 
^Foi; whosoever doeth these things 
is an abomination unto the Loed; 
and because of these abominations 
the Loed thy God is driving them out 
from before thee. “Thou shalt be 
whole-hearted with the Loed thy God. 
‘^^For these nations, that thou art to 
dispossess, hearken unto soothsayers, 
and imto diviners; but as for thee, the 
Loed thy God hath not suffered thee 
so to do. “A prophet will the Loed 
thy God raise up unto thee, from the 
midst of thee, of thy brethren, like 
unto me; unto him ye shall hearken; 
According to aU that thou didst desire 
of the Loed thy God in Horeb in the 
day of the assembly, saying: ‘Let 
me not hear again the voice of the 
Loed my God, neither let me see this 
great fire any more, that I die not.’ 
^^And the Lord said unto me: ‘They 
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have well said that which they have 
spoken. will raise them up a 
prophet from among their brethren, 
like unto thee; and I will put My 
words in his mouth, and he shall 
speak unto them all that I shall com- 
mand him. ^®And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever will not hearken un- 
to My words which he shall speak in 
My name, I will require it of him. 
^°But the prophet, that shall speak a 
word presumptuously in My name, 
which I have not commanded him to 
speak, or that shall speak in the name 
of other gods, that same prophet 
shall die.^ if g^y ij^ th}’- 

heart: ^How shall wc know the word 
which the Lord hath not spoken’' 
22When a prophet speaketh in the 
name of the Lord, if the thing follow 
not, nor come to pass, that is the thing 
which the Lord hath not spoken; 
the prophet hath spoken it presump- 
tuously, thou Shalt not be afraid of 
him. 

1 Q When the Lord thy God shall 
cut off the nations, whose, land 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, and 
thou dost succeed them, and dwell 
in their cities, and in their houses; 
®thou shalt separate three cities for 
thee in the midst of thy land, which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee to 
possess it, ®Thou shalt prepare thee 
the way, and divide the borders of | 
thy land, which the Lord thy God : 
causeth thee to inherit, into thi-ee 
parts, that every manslayer may flee 
thither. ^And this is the case of the 
manslayer, that shall flee thither and 
live: whoso killeth his neighbour un- 
awares, and hated him not in time 
past; ®as when a man goeth into the 
forest with his neighbour to hew wood, 
and his hand fetcheth a stroke with 
the axe to cut down the tree, and the 
head slippeth from the helve, and 


lighteth upon his neighbour, that ho 
die; he shall flee unto one of these 
cities and live; ®lest the avenger of 
blood pursue the manslayer, wlule his 
heart is hot, and overtake him, be- 
cause the way is long, and smite him 
mortally; whereas he was not deserv- 
ing of death, inasmuch as he hated 
him not in time past, therefore 
I command thee, saymg: ^Thou shalt 
separate three cities for thee.' ®And 
if the Lord thy God enlarge thy 
border, as He hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, and give thee all the land 
which He pronused to give unto thy 
fathers — ®if thou shalt keep all this 
commandment to do it, which I com- 
mand thee this day, to love the Lord 
thy God, and to walk ever in His 
ways— then shalt thou add three cities 
more for thee, beside these three, 
^®that innocent blood be not shed in 
the midst of thy land, which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee for an inhent- 
ance, and so blood be upon thee. 

^But if any man hate his neigh- 
bour, and he in wait for him, and 
rise up against him, and smite him 
mortally that he die; and he flee into 
one of these cities; ^then the elders 
of his city shall send and fetch him 
thence, and dehver him into the hand 
of the avenger of blood, that he may 
die. ^^Thine eye shall not pity him, 
but thou shalt put away the blood of 
the innocent from Israel, that it may 
I go well with thee. 

j ^^Thou shalt not remove thy neigh- 
1 hour's landmark, which they of old 
time have set, in' thine inheritance 
which thou shalt inherit, in the land 
that the Lord thy God giveth thee 
to possess it. 

^®One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, or for 
any sm, in any sin that he sinneth; 
at the, mouth of two witnesses, or at 
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the mouth of three witnesses, shall a 
matter be established. an un- 
righteous witness rise up against any 
naan to bear perverted witness against 
him; ^^then both the men, betw^een 
whom the controversy is, shall stand 
before the Lord, before the priests and 
the judges that shall be in those days. 
^®And the judges shall inquire dili- 
gently; and, behold, if the witness be a 
false witness, and hath testified falsely 
against his brother; ^®then shall ye do 
unto him, as he had purposed to do 
unto his brother; so shalt thou put 
away the evil from the nudst of thee. 
2°And those that remain shall hear, 
and fear, and shall henceforth co mmi t 
no more any such evil in the midst of 
thee. ^^And thine eye shall not pity* 
life for life, eye for eye, tooth for 
tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot. 

O A When thou goest forth to battle 
^ ^ against thine enemies, and seest 
horses, and chariots, and a people 
more than thou, thou shalt not be 
afraid of them; for the Lord thy God 
is with thee, who brought thee up out 
of the land of Egypt. ^And it shall be, 
when ye draw nigh unto the battle, 
that the priest shall approach and 
speak unto the people, ^and shall say 
unto them: 'Hear, O Israel, ye draw 
mgh this day unto battle against your 
enemies; let not your heart faint; fear 
not, nor be alarmed, neither be ye 
affrighted at them; ffor the Lord 
your God is He that goeth with you, 
to fight for you against your enemies, 
to save you.' ®And the officers shall 
speak unto the people, saying: 'What 
man is there that hath built a new 
house, and hath not dedicated it? let 
him go and return to his house, lest 
he die in the battle, and another man 
dedicate it. ®And what man is there 
vhsbt hath planted a vineyard, and 


hath not used the fruit thereof? let 
him go and return imto his house, le^t 
he die in the battle, and another man 
use the fruit thereof.

^°When thou drawest nigh unto a 
city to fight against it, then proclaim 
peace unto it. ^And it shall be, if it 
make thee answer of peace, and open 
unto thee, then it shall be, that all 
the people that are found therein shall 
become tributary unto thee, and shall 
serve thee. ^And if it will make no 
peace with thee, but will make war 
against thee, then thou shalt besiege 
it. ^And when the Lord thy God 
delivereth it into thy hand, thou shalt 
smite every male thereof with the 
edge of the sword; ^ffiut the women, 
and the httle ones, and the cattle, 
and all that is in the city, even all the 
spoil thereof, shalt thou take for a 
prey tmto thyself; and thou shalt eat 
the spoil of thine enemies, which the 
Lord thy God hath given thee, ^hus 
shalt thou do uhto ^ the cities which 
are very far off from thee, which are 
not of the cities of these nations. 
^®Howbeit of the cities of these peo- 
ples, that the Lord thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance, thou shalt

“and Janum, and Beth-tappuah,^ and 
Aphekah; “and Humtah, and Kiriath- 
arba — ^the same is Hebron, and Zior; 
nine cities with their villages. 

®^Maon, Carmel, and Ziph, and 
Juttah; “and Jezreel, and Jokdeam, 
and Zanoah; Gibeah, and Tim- 

nah; ten cities with their villages. 

“Halhul, Beth-zur, and Gedor; 
®®and Maarath, and Beth-anoth, and 
Eltekon; six cities with their villages. 

“Kiriath-baal — ^the same is Kiriath- 
jearim, and Rabbah; two cities with 
their villages. 


“In the wilderness: Beth-arabah, 
Middin, and Secacah, ®%nd Nibshan, 
and the City of ^ Salt, and En-gedi; 
six cities with their villages. 

“And as for the Jebusites, the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, the children 
of Judah, could not drive them out; 
but the Jebusites dwelt with the chil- 
dren of Judah at Jerusalem, unto this 
day. 

i ^ And the lot for the children of 
Joseph went out from the Jor- 
dan at Jericho, at the waters of Jericho 
on the east, going up from Jericho 
through the hill-country to the wilder- 
ness, even to Beth-el. ®And it went 
out from Beth-el-luz, and passed 
along unto the border of the Archites 
to Ataroth. ^And it went down west- 
ward to the border of the Japhletites, 
unto the border of Beth-horon the 
nether, even unto Gezer; and the 
goings out thereof were at the sea. 
^And the children of Joseph, Ma- 
nasseh and Ephraim, took their in- 
heritance. ®Ajid the border of the 
children of Ephraim according to their 
families was thus; even the border 
of their inheritance eastward was 
Atroth-addar, unto Beth-horon the up- 
per. ®Aiid the border went out west- 
ward, Michmethath being on the 
north; and the border turned about 
eastward unto Taanath-sluloh, and 
passed along it on the east of Janoah. 
^And it went down from Janoah to 
Ataroth, and to Naarah, and reached 
unto Jericho, and went out at the 
Jordan. ®From Tappuah the border 
went along westward to the brook of 
Kanah; and the goings out thereof 
were at the sea. This is the inherit- 
ance of the tribe of the children of 
Ephraim according to their families; 
^together with the cities which were 
separated for the children of Ephraim 
in the midst of the inheritance of the 
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children ^ of Manasseh, all the cities 
with their villages. ^°And they drove 
not out the Canaanites that dwelt in 
Gezerj but the Canaanites dwelt in 
the midst of Ephraim, unto this day, 
and became servants to do taskwork. 

i ^ And this was the lot for the tribe 
of Manasseh; for he was the 
first-born of Joseph. As for Machir 
the first-born of Manasseh, the father 
of Gilead, because he was a man of 
war, therefore he had Gilead and 
Bashan. ^ ^And the lot was for the rest 
of the children of Manasseh according 
to their families; for the children of 
Abiezer, and for the children of Helek, 
and for the children of Asriel, and for 
the children of Shechem, and for the 
children of Hepher, and for the chil- 
dren of Shemida; these were the male 
children of Manasseh the son of Joseph 
according to their families. ®But Ze- 
lophehad, the son of Hepher, the son 
of Gilead, the son of Machir, the son 
of Manasseh, had no sons, but daugh- 
ters; and these are the names of his 
daughters: Mahlah, and Noah, Hog- 
lah, Milcah, and Tirzah. '^And they 
came near before Eleazar the priest, 
and before Joshua the son of Nun, 
and before the princes, saying: 'The 
Loim commanded Moses to give us 
an inheritance among our brethren'; 
therefore according to the command- 
ment of the Loed he gave them an 
inheritance among the brethren of 
their father. ^ ®And there fell ten parts 
to Manasseh, beside the land of Gilead 
and Bashan, which is beyond the Jor- 
dan; ®becaipe the daughtes of Manas- 
seh had an inheritance among his sons; 
and the land of Gilead belonged unto 
the rest of the sons of Manasseh. 

lAud the border of Manasseh was, 
b^inning from Asher, Michmethath, 
which is before Shechem; and the bor- 
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der went along to the right hand, unto 
the inhabitants of En-tappuah. — ®The 
land of Tappuah belonged to Ma- 
nasseh; but Tappuah on the border 
of Manasseh belonged to the children 
of Ephraim. — ®And the border went 
down unto the brook of Kanah, south- 
ward of the brook, by cities which be- 
longed to Ephraim among the cities 
of Slanasseh; but the border of Ma- 
nasseh 'was on the north side of the 
brook; and the goings out thereof were 
at the sea: ^“southward it was Ephra- 
im's, and northward it was Ma- 
nasseh's, and the sea was his border; 
and they reached to Asher on the 
north, and to Issachar on the east. 

^And Manasseh had in Issachar and 
in Asher Beth-shean and its towns, 
mid Ibleam and its towns, and the 
inhabitants of Dor and its towns, and 
the inhabitants of En-dorand itsto'wns, 
and the inhabitants of Taanach and its 
,towi^, and the inhabitants of Me^ddo 
and its towns, even the three regions. 
^^Yet the children of Manasseh could 
not drive out the inhabitants of those 
cities ; but the Canaanites were resolved 
to dwell in that land. ^And it came to 
pass, when the children of Israel were 
I waxen strong, that they put the Ca- 
naanites to taskwork, but did not 
utterly drive them out. 

^^And the children of Joseph spoke 
imto Joshua, saying: 'Why hast thou 
given me but one lot and one part 
for an inheritance, seeing I am a great 
people, forasmuch as the Lord hath 
blessed me thus?' ^®And Joshua said 
unto them: 'If thou be a great peo- 
ple, get thee up to the forest, and cut 
down for thyself there in the land of 
the Perizzites and of the Rephaim; 
since the hill-country of Ephraim is 
too narrow for thee.' i®And the chil- 
dren of J oseph said : ' The hill-country 
will not be enough for us; and all the 
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Canaanites that dwell in the land of 
the valley have chariots of iron, both 
they who are in Beth-shean and its 
towns, and they who are in the val- 
ley of Jezreel/ ^^And Joshua spoke 
unto the house of Joseph, even to 
Ephraim and to Manasseh, sa3dng* 
^Thou art a great people, and hast 
great power; thou shalt not have one 
lot only; ^®but the hill-country shall 
be thine; for though it is a forest, thou 
shalt cut it down, and the goings out 
thereof shall be thine; for thou shalt 
drive out the Canaanites, though they 
have chariots of iron, and though 
they be strong/ 

And the whole congregation of 
the children of Israel assembled 
themselves together at Shiloh, and 
set up the tent of meeting there; and 
the land was subdued before them. 
^And there remained among the chil- 
dren of Israel seven tribes, which had 
not yet received their inheritance. 
^And Joshua said unto the children 
of Israel : * How long are ye slack to go 
in to possess the land, which the Lord, 
the God of your fathers, hath given 
you? ^Appoint for you three men for 
each tribe; and I will send them, and 
they shall arise, and walk through the 
land, and describe it according to their 
inheritance; and they shall come imto 
me. ®And they shall divide it into 
seven portions: Judah shall abide in 
his border on the south^ and the house 
of Joseph shall abide m their border 
on the north. ®And ye shall describe 
the land into seven portions, and bring 
the description hither to me; and I 
will cast lots for you here before the 
Lord our God. Tor the Levites have 
no portion among you, for the priest- 
hood of the Lord is their inheritance; 
and Gad and Reuben and the half- 
tribe of Manasseh have received their 
inheritance beyond the Jordan east- 


ward, which Moses the servant of the 
Lord gave them.' 

®And the men arose, and went; and 
Joshua charged them that went to 
describe the land, saying: ^Go and 
walk through the land, and describe 
it, and come back to me, and I will 
cast lots for you here before the Lord 
in Shiloh.' ®And the men went and 
passed through the land, and described 
it by cities into seven portions in a 
book, and they came to Joshua unto 
the camp at Shiloh. ^°And Joshua 
cast lots for them in Shiloh before the 
Lord; and there Joshua divided the 
land unto the children of Israel ac- 
cording to their divisions. 

^And the lot of the tribe of the 
children of Benjamin came up ac- 
cording to their families; and the 
border of their lot went out between 
the children of Judah and the chil- 
dren of Joseph. “And their border on 
the north side was from the Jordan; 
and the border went up to the side 
of Jericho on the north, and went up 
through the hill-country westward; 
and the goings out thereof were at 
the wilderness of Beth-aven. “And 
the border passed along from thence 
to Luz, to the side of Luz — ^the same 
is Beth-el — southward; and the bor- 
der went down to Atroth-addar, by 
the mountain that lieth on the south 
of Beth-horon the nether. “And the 
border was drawn and turned about 
on the west side southward, from the 
mountain that lieth before Beth-horon 
southward; and the goings out there- 
of were at Kiriath-baal — ^the same is 
Kiriath-jearim — a city of the chil- 
dren of Judah; this was the west side. 
“And the south side was from the 
uttermost part of Kiriath-jearim, and 
the border went out westward, and 
went out to the fountain of the waters 
of Nephtoah. “And the border went 
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down to the uttennost part of the 
mountain that lieth before the Valley 
of the son of Hinnom, which is in the 
vale of Rephaim northward; and it 
went down to the Valley of Hinnom, 
to the side of the Jebusite southward, 
and went down to En-rogel. ^^And 
it was drawn on the north, and went 
out at En-shemesh, and went out to 
Geliloth, which is^ over against the 
ascent of Adummim; and it went 
down to the Stone of Bohan the son of 
Reuben. ^^And it passed along to 
the side over against the Arabah 
northward, and went down unto the 
Arabah. ^®And the border passed 
along to the side of Beth-hoglah 
northward; and the goings out of the 
border were at the north bay of the 
Salt Sea, at the south end of the Jor- 
dan; this was the south border. ^^And 
the Jordan was to be the border of it 
on the east side. This was the inher-, 
itance of the children of Benjamin, by 
the borders thereof round about, ac- 
cording to their families. 

^^Now the cities of the tribe of the 
children of Benjamin according to 
their families were Jericho, and Beth- 
hoglah, and Emek-keziz; Beth- 
arabah, and Zemaraim, and Beth-el; 
23and Awim, and Parah, and Oph- 
rah; ^and Chephar-ammonah, and 
Ophni, and Geba; twelve cities with 
their villages: “Gibeon, and Ramah, 
and Beeroth; ^^and Mizpeh, and Che- 
phirah, and Mozah; ^^and Rekem, and 
Irpeel, and Taralah; ^^and Zela, Eleph, 
and the Jebusite — ^the same is Jeru- 
salem, Gibeath, and Kiriath; four- 
teen cities with their villages. This 
is the inheritance of the children of 
Benjamin according to thdr families. 


i Q And the second lot came out for 
Simeon, even for the tribe of 
the children of Simeon according to 


their families; and their inheritance 
was in the midst of the inheritance 
of the children of Judah. ®And they 
had for their inheritance Beer-sheba 
with Sheba, and Moladah; ®and Hazar- 
shual, and Balah, and Ezem; ^and 
EltoM, and Bethul, and Hormah; 
®and Ziklag, and Beth-marcaboth, and 
Hazar-susah; %nd Beth-lebaoth, and 
Sharuhen; thirteen cities with their 
villages: ^Ain, Rimmon, and Ether, 
and Ashan; four cities with their vil- 
lages; ®and aU the villages that were 
round about these cities to Baalath- 
beer, as far as Ramah of the South. This 
is the inheritance of the tribe of the 
children of Simeon according to their 
families. ®Out of the allotment of the 
children of Judah was the inheritance 
of the children of Simeon, for the por- 
tion of the children of Judah was too 
much for them; therefore the children 
of Simeon had inhentance in the 
midst of IJieir inheritance. 

^®And the third lot came up for the 
children of Zebulun according to their 
families; and the border of their in- 
heritance was unto Sarid. ^And their 
border went up westward, even to 
Maralah, and reached to Dabbesheth; 
and it reached to the brook that is 
before J okneam. ^And it turned from 
Sarid eastward toward the sunrising 
unto the border of CMsloth-tabor; 
and it went out to Dobrath, and 
went up to Japhia. “And from tJience 
it passed along eastward to Gath- 
hepher, to Eth-kazin; and it went 
out at Rimmon-methoar unto Neah. 
“And the border turned about it on 
the north to Hannathon; and the 
goings out thereof were at the valley 
of Iphtahel; “and Kattath, and ’Nbt 
haM, and Shimron, and Idalah, and 
Beth-lehem; twelve cities with their 
villages. ^®This is the inheritance of the 
chil<£en of Zebulun according to their

^^The fourth lot came out for Issa- 
char, even for the children of Issachar 
accordmg to their families. ^®And their 
border was Jezreel, and Chesuhoth, 
and Shunem; ^®and Hapharaim, and 
Shion, and Anaharath; ^Oand Rabbith, 
and ]6shion, and Ebez; ^^and Remeth,

^^And the fifth lot came out for the 
tribe of the children of Asher accord- 
ing to their families. ^^And their bor- 
der was Helkath, and Hali, and Beten, 
and Achshaph; ^^and Allammelech, 
and Amad, and Mishal; and it reached 
to Carmel westward, and tp Shihor- 
hbnath. ^^And it turned toward the 
sunrising to Beth-dagon, and reached 
to Zebulun and to the valley of Iphtah- 
el northward at Beth-emek and Neiel; 
and it went out to Cabul on the left 
hand, ^^and Ebron, and Rehob, and 
Hammon, and Kanah, even unto great 
Zidon. 2®And the border turned to 
Ramah, and to the fortified city of 
Tyre; and the border turned to Hosah; 
and the goings out thereof were at the 
sea from Hebei to Achzib; ®°Ummah 
also, and Aphek, and Rehob; twenty 
and two cities with their villages. 
®^Th5s is the inheritance of the tribe of 
the children of Asher according to their 
families, these cities with their villages. 

32The sixth lot came out for the 
children of Naphtali, even for the 
children of Naphtali according to their 
families. ®®And their border was from 
Heleph, from Elon-bezaanannim, and

®^These are the inheritances, which 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son 
of Nun, and the heads of the fathers' 
houses of the tribes of the children of 
Israel, distributed for inheritance by 
lot in Shiloh before the Lord, at the 
door of the tent of meeting. So they 
made an end of dividing the land. 

OA And the Lord spoke unto 
Joshua, saying: ^^Speak to the 
children of Israel, saying: Assign you 
the cities of refuge, whereof I spoke 
unto you by the hand of Moses; 
^hat the manslayer that killeth 
any person through error and un- 
awares may flee thither; and they 
shall be unto you for a refuge from 
the avenger of blood. “^And he shall 
flee unto one of those cities, and 
shall stand at the entrance of the 
gate of the city, and declare his cause 
in the ears of the elders of that city;

The Lord will judge the ends of the 
earth; 

And He will give strength unto His 
king, 

And exalt the horn of His anointed. 

^^And Elkanah went to Ramah to 
his house. And the child did minister 
unto the Lord before Eli the priest. 

^Now the sons of Eli were base 
men; they knew not the Lord, ^^^nd 
the custom of the priests with the 
people was, that, when any man of- 
fered sacrifice, the priest^s servant 
came, while the flesh was in seething, 
with a flesh-hook of three teeth in his 
hand; ^^and he struck it into the pan, 
or kettle, or caldron, or pot; all that 
the flesh-hook brought up the priest 
took therewith. So they did imto 
all the Israelites that came thither 
in Shiloh. ^^Yea, before the fat was 
made to smoke, the priest's servant 
came, and said to the man that sacri- 
ficed: 'Give flesh to roast for the 
priest; for he will not have sodden 
flesh of thee, but raw.' ^®And if the 
man said unto him; 'Let the fat be 
made to smoke first of aU, and then 
take as much as thy soul desireth'; 
then he would say: 'Nay, but thou 
shalt give it me now; and if not, I 
will t^e it by force.' ^^And the sin 
of the young men was very great before 
the Lord; for the men dealt contemp- 
tuously with the offering of the Lord. 

^®But Samuel ministered before the 
Lord, being a child, girded with a 
linen ephod. ^^Moreover his mother 
made Bm a little robe, and brought j 
it to him from year to year, when she 
came up with her husband to offer the 
yearly sacrifice. ^^And Eli would bless 
Elkanah and his wife, and say: 'The 
Lord give thee seed of this woman 
for the loan which was lent to the 
Lord.' And they would go unto their 


own home. ^iSo the Lord remembered 
I Hannah, and she conceived, and bore 
three sons and two daughters. And 
the child Samuel grew before the 
Lord. 

^Now Eli was very old; and he 
heard all that his sons did unto all 
Israel, and how that they lay with 
the women that did service at the 
door of the tent of meeting. 2®And 
he said unto them: 'Why do ye such 
thmgs? for I hear evil reports con- 
cerning you from all this people. 
^Nay, my sons; for it is no good report 
which I hear the Lord's people do 
spread abroad. ^Tf one man sin 
against another; God shall judge him; 
but if a man sin against the Lord, 
who shall entreat for him?' But they 
hearkened not unto the voice of their 
father, because the Lord would slay 
them. ^And the child Samuel grew 
on, and increased in favour both with 
the Lord, and also with men.

2®Wherefore kick ye at My sacrifice 
and at Mine offering, which I have 
commanded in My habitation; and 
honourest thy sons above Me, to make 
yourselves fat with the chiefest of all 
the offerings of Israel My people? 
^"Therefore the Lord, the God of 
Israel, saith: I said indeed that thy 
house, and the house of thy father, 
should walk before Me for ever; but 
now the Lord saith: Beit far from Me; 
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for them that honour Me I will honour, 
and they that despise Me shall be 
lightly esteemed. ®^Behold, the days 
come, that I will cut off thine arm, 
and the arm of thy father’s house, that 
there shall not be an old man in thy 
house. ®^And thou shalt behold a 
rival in My habitation, in all the 
good which shall be done to Israel;

come to pass, that every one that 
is left in thy house shall come and 
bow down to him for a piece of silver 
and a loaf of bread, and shall say: 
Put me, I pray thee, into one of the 
priests’ offices, that I may eat a mor- 
sel of bread.'

And 
the word of the Lord was precious 
in those days; there was no frequent 
vision. ^And it came to pass at that 
time, when Eli was laid down in his 
place — ^now his eyes had begim to 
wax dim, that he could not see — ^and 
the lamp of God was not yet gone out, 
and Samuel was laid down to sleep 
in the temple of the Lord, where the 
ark of God was, ^hat the Lord called 
Samuel; and he said: ^Here am I.’ 
*And he ran unto Eli, and said: ‘Here 
am I; for thou didst call me.’ And he 


said: ‘I called not; lie down again.’ 
And he went and lay down. ®And the 
Lord called yet again Samuel. And 
Samuel arose and went to Eli, and 
said: ‘Here am I; for thou didst call 
me.’ And he answered: ‘I called not, 
my son; lie down again.’ ^Now 
Samuel did not yet know the Lord, 
neither was the word of the Lord yet 
revealed imto him. ®And the Lord 
called Samuel again the third ^ time. 
And he arose and went to Eli, and 
said: ‘Here am I; for thou didst call 
me.’ And Eh perceived that the 
Lord was calling the child. ®There- 
fore Eli said unto Samuel: ‘Go, lie 
down; and it shall be, if thou be called, 
that thou shalt say: Speak, Lord; 
for Thy servant heareth.’ So Sam- 
uel went and lay down in his place. 
^°And the Lord came, and stood, and 
called as at other times: ‘Samuel, 
Samuel.’ Then Samuel said: ‘Speak; 
for Thy servant heareth.’ ^^And the 
Lord said to Samuel: ‘Behold, I will 
do a thing in Israel, at which both the 
ears of every one that heareth it shall 
tingle. ^In that day I will perform 
agamst Eli all that I have spoken con- 
cerning his house, from the beginning 
even unto the end. ^®For I have told 
him that I will judge his house for 
ever, for the iniquity, in that he 
knew that his sons did bring a curse 
upon themselves, and he rebuked 
them not. ^^And therefore I have 
sworn unto the house of Eli, that the 
iniquity of Eli’s house shall not be 
expiated with sacrifice nor offering 
for ever.’ ^^And Samuel lay until the 
mormng, and opened the doors of 
the house of the Lord. And Samuel 
feared to tell Eli the vision. ^^Then 
Eli called Samuel, and said: ‘Sam- 
uel, my son.’ And he said : ‘ Here ami.’ 
^^And he said : ‘ What is the thing that 
He hath spoken unto thee? I pray thee, 
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hide it not from me; God do so to 
thee, and more also, if thou hide any 
thing from me of all the things that 
He spoke unto thee.^ ^®And Samuel 
told him all the words, and hid noth- 
ing from him. And he said: Tt is 
the Loed; let Him do what seemeth 
Him good.^ 

^®And Samuel grew, and the Loed 
was with him, and did let none of his 
words fall to the ground. ^^And all 
Israel from Dan even to Beer-sheba 
knew that Samuel was estabhshed 
to be a prophet of the Loed. ^’■And 
the Loed appeared again in Shiloh; 
for the Loed revealed Himself to 
Samuel in Shiloh by the word of the 
A Loed. ^And the word of Samuel 
^ came to all Israel. 

Now Israel went out against the 
Philistines to battle, and pitched be- 
side Eben-ezer; and the Philistines 
pitched in Aphek. ^And the Philis- 
tines put themselves in array against 
Israel; and when the battle was spread, 
Israel was smitten before the Philis- 
tines; and they slew of the army in 
the field about four thousand men. 
®And when the people were come into 
the camp, the elders of Israel said: 
^Wherefore hath the Loed smitten us 
to-day before the Philistines? Let us 
fetch the ark of the covenant of the 
Loed out of Shiloh imto us, that He 
may come among us, and save us 
out of the hand of our enemies.’ ^So 
the people sent to Shiloh, and they 
brought from thence the ark of the 
covenant of the Loed of hosts, who 
sitteth upon the cherubim; and the 
two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, 
were there with the ark of the cov- 
enant of God. ®And when the ark of 
the covenant of the Loed came into 
the camp, all Israel shouted with a 
great shout, so that the earth rang. 
®And when the Philistines heard the 


noise of the shout, they said: 'What 
meaneth the noise of this great shout 
in the camp of the Hebrews?’ And 
they knew that the ark of the Loed 
was come into the camp. “^And the 
Philistines were afraid, for they said: 
'God is come into the camp.’ And 
they said: 'Woe unto us! for there 
was not such a thing yesterday and 
the day before. ®Woe unto us! who 
shall deliver us out of the hand of 
these mighty gods? these are the gods 
that smote the Egyptians with all 
maimer of plagues and in the wil- 
derness. ^Be strong, and quit your- 
selves like men, O ye Philistines, that 
ye be not servants imto the Hebrews, 
as they have been to you; quit your- 
selves like men, and fight.’ ^°And 
the Philistines fought, and Israel was 
smitten, and they fled every man to 
his tent; and there was a very great 
slaughter; for there fell of Israel 
thirty thousand footmen. “-And the 
ark of God was taken; and the two 
sons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, 
were slain. 

^And there ran a man of Benjamin 
out of the army, and came to Shiloh 
the same day with his clothes rent, 
and with earth upon his head. ^And 
when he came, lo, Eli sat upon his seat 
by the wayside watching; for his heart 
trembled for the ark of God. And 
when the man came into the city, and 
told it, all the city cried out. ^^And 
when Eli heard the noise of the cipdng, 
he said: 'What meaneth the noise of 
this tumult?’ And the man made 
haste, and came and told Eli. ^®Now 
Eli was ninety and eight years old; 
and his eyes were set, that he could 
not see. “And the man said unto 
Eli: 'I am he that came out of 
the army, and I fled to-day out of the 
army.’ And he said: 'How went the 
matter, my son?’ ^^And he that brought 
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the tidings answered and said: ^Israel 
is fled before the Philistines, and there 
hath been also a great slaughter among 
the people, and thy two sons also, 
Hophni and Phinehas, are dead, and 
the ark of God is taken.' ^®And it 
came to pass, when he made mention 
of the ark of God, that he fell from 
off his seat backward by the side of 
the gate, and his neck broke, and he 
died; for he was an old man, and 
heavy. And he had judged Israel forty 
years. 

^®And his daughter-in-law, Phine- 
has' wife, was with child, near to be 
delivered; and when she heard the 
tidings that the ark of God was taken, 
and that her father-in-law and her 
husband were dead, she bowed her- 
self and brought forth; for her pains 
came sudderfly upon her. ^^And 
about the time of her death the women 
that stood by her said unto her: 
^Fear not; for thou hast brought 
forth a son.' But she answered not, 
neither did she regard it. she

tMng displeased Samuel, when they 
said: 'Give us a king to judge us.' 
And Samuel prayed unto the Lord. 
^And the Lord said unto Samuel: 
'Hearken unto the voice of the people 
in aU that they say unto thee; for 
they have not rejected thee, but they 
have rejected Me, that I should not 
be king over them. ^According to all 
the works wMch they have done since 
the day that I brought them up out 
of Egypt even unto tMs day, in that 
they have forsaken Me, and served 
other gods, so do they also unto the^. 
®Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice; howbeit thou shalt earnestly 
forewarn them, and shalt declare imto 
them the manner of the king that shall 
reign over them.' 

^®And Samuel told all the words of 
the Lord unto the people that asked 
of Mm a king. ^And he said: 'TMs 
wiU be the manner of the king that 
^aU reign over you: he wiH take your 
sons, and appoint them xmto him, for 


Ms chariots, and to be Ms horsemen; 
and they shall run before Ms chariots. 
^^And he will appoint them unto him 
for captains of thousands, and cap- 
tains of fifties; and to plow Ms ground, 
and to reap his harvest, and to make 
Ms instruments of war, and the in- 
struments of Ms chariots. ^And he 
will take your daughters to be per- 
fumers, and to be cooks, and to be 
bakers. ^^And he will take your fields, 
and your vmeyards, and your olive- 
yards, even the best of them, and 
give them to Ms servants. ^®And 
he will take the tenth of your seed, 
and of your vineyards, and give to 
Ms officers, and to Ms servants. 
^®And he will t^e your men-servants, 
and your maid-servants, and your 
goodhest young men, and your asses, 
and put them to his work. ^^He will 
take the tenth of your fiocks; and ye 
shall be his serv^ints. ^®And ye shall 
c^ out in that day because of your 
king whom ye shall have chosen you; 
and the Lord will not answer you in 
that day.' ^®But the people refused 
to hearken unto the voice of Samuel; 
and they said: 'Nay; but there shall 
be a king over us; ^othat we also may 
be like Ml the nations; and that our 
king may judge us, and go out before 
us, and fight our battles.' 

Samuel heard all the words of the 
people, and he spoke them in the 
ears of the Lord. “And the Lord 
said to Samuel: 'Hearken unto their 
voice, and make them a king.' And 
Samuel said unto the men of Israel: 
'Go ye every man unto Ms city.' 

Q Now there was a man of Ben- 
^ jamin, whose name was Kish, the 
son of Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son 
of Becorath, the son of Aphiah, the 
son of a Benjamite, a mighty man of 
valour. ^And he had a son, whose 
name was Saul, yoimg and goodly, 
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and there was not among the children 
of Israel a goodlier person than he: 
from his shoulders and upward he 
was higher than any of the people. 
®Now the asses of ifish Saul’s father 
were lost. And Kish said to Saul 
his son: ‘Take now one of the serv- 
ants with thee, and arise, go seek 
the asses.’ ^And he passed through 
the hiU-country of Ephraim, and 
passed through the land of Shahshah, 
but they found them not; then they 
passed through the land of Shaalim, 
and there they were not; and he 
passed through the land of the Ben- 
jamites, but they found them not. 
®When they were come to the land of 
Zuph, Sard said to his servant that 
was with him: ‘Come and let us 
return; lest my father leave caring for 
the asses, and become anxious con- 
cerning us.’ ®And he said unto him: 
‘Behold now, there ♦is in this city a 
man of God, and he is a man that is 
held in honour; all that he saith com- 
eth surely to pass; now let us go 
thither; peradventure he can tell us 
concerning our journey whereon we 
go.’ ^Then said Saul to his servant: 
‘But, behold, if we go, what shall we 
bring the man? for the bread is spent 
in our vessels, and there is not a pres- 
ent to bring to the man of God; 
what have we?’ ®And the servant 
answered Saul again, and said: ‘Be- 
hold, I have in my hand the fourth 
part of a shekel of silver, that will 
I give to the man of God, to tell us 
our way.’ — ^eforetime in Israel, 
when a man went to inquire of God, 
thus he said: ‘Come and let us go to 
the seer’; for he that is now called a 
prophet was beforetime called a 
seer. — ^°Then said Saul to his serv- 
ant: ‘WeU said; come, let us go ’ 
So they went unto the city where the 
man of God was. ^^As they went up 


the ascent to the city, they found 
young maidens goipg out to draw 
water, and said unto them: ‘Is the 
seer here?’ ^^^nd they answered 
them, and said: ‘He is; behold, he is 
before thee; make haste now, for he 
is come to-day into the city; for the 
people have a sacrifice to-day in the 
high plac6. ^®As soon as ye are come 
into the city, ye shall straightway 
find him, before he go up to the high 
place to eat; for the people will not 
eat until he come, because he doth 
bless the sacrifice; and afterwards they 
eat that are bidden. Now therefore 
get you up; for at this time ye shall 
find him.’ ^^And they went up to 
the city; and as they came within the 
city, behold, Samuel came out toward 
them, to go up to the high place. 

^®Now the Lord had revealed unto 
Samuel a day before Saul came, say- 
ing: To-morrow about this time I 

will send thee a man out of the land 
of Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint 
him to be prince over My people 
Israel, and he shall save My people 
out of the hand of the Philistines; 
for I have looked upon My people, be- 
cause their cry is come unto Me.’ 
^’'And when Samuel saw Saul, the 
Lord spoke unto him: ‘Behdd the 
man of whom I said unto thee: This 
same shall have authority over My 
people.’ ^ ^®Then Saul drew near to 
Samuel in the gate, and said: ‘Tell 
me, I pray thee, where the seer’s 
house is.’

22And Samuel took Saul and his 
servant, and brought them into the 
chamber, and made them sit in the 
chiefest place among them that were 
bidden, who were about thirty per- 
sons. ^And Samud said unto the 
cook: 'Bring the portion which I 
gave thee, of which I said unto thee: 
Set it by thee.’ ^And the cook 
took up the thigh, and that which was 
upon it, and set it before Saul.

[Samuel] said: 'Behold that which 
hath been reserved! set it before thee 
and eat; because unto the appointed 
time^ hath it been kept for thee, for 
I said: I have invited the people.’ 
So Saul did eat with Samuel that 
day. 2®And when they were come 
down from the high place into the 
city, he spoke with Saul upon the 
housetop. they arose early; 

and it came to pass about the break 
of day, that Samuel called to Saul on 
the housetop, saying: 'Up, that I 
may send thee away.’ And Saul 
arose, and they went out both of 
them, he and Samuel, abroad. ^^As 
they were going down at the end of the 
city, Samuel said to Saul: 'Bid the 
servant pass on before us — and he 
passed on — but stand thou still at 
this time, that I may cause thee to 
hear the word of God.’ 
i A Then Samuel took the vial of 
oil, and poured it upon his 
head, and kissed him, and said: 'Is 
it not that the Lord hath anointed 
thee to be prince over His inheritance? 
*When thou art d^arted from me to- 


day, then thou shalt find two men by 
the tomb of Rachel, in the border of 
Benjamm at Zelzah; and they will 
say unto thee: The asses which thou 
wentest to seek are found; and, lo, 
thy father hath left off caring for the 
asses, and is anxious concerning you, 
saying: What shall I do for my son? 
^Then shalt thou go on fw^ard from 
thence, and thou shalt come to the 
terebinth of Tabor, and there shall 
meet thee there three men going up to 
God to Beth-el, one carrying three 
kids, and another carrying three 
loaves of bread, and another carrying 
a bottle of wine. “^And they will 
salute thee, and give thee two cakes 
of Iwread; which thou shalt receive of 
their hand. ^After that thou shalt 
come to the hill of God, where is the 
garrison of the Philistines; and it 
shall come to pass, when thou art 
come thither to the city, that thou 
shalt meet a band of prophets coming 
down from the high place with a 
psaltery, and a timbrel, and a pipe, 
and a harp, before them; and they 
will be prophesying. ®And the spirit 
of the Lord wfil come mightily 
upon thee, and thou shalt prophesy 
with them, and shalt be turned into 
another man. "^And let it be, when 
these signs are come unto thee, 
that thou do as thy hand shall find;

Lord, but didst fly upon the spoil, 
and didst that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord?' ^oAnd Saul said 
unto Samuel: ‘Yea, I have hearkened 
to the voice of the Lord, and have 
gone the way which the Lord sent me, 
and have brought Agag the king of 
AmaJek, and have utterly destroyed 
the Amalekites. “^But the people 
took of the spoil, sheep and oxen, 
the chief of the devoted things, to 
sacrifice unto the Lord thy God in. 

[ Gilgal.' “And Samuel said: 

‘Hath the Lord as great delight 
in bumt-offerings and sacrifices, 

As in hearkening to the voice of 
the Lord? 

Behold, to obey is better than 
sacrifice, 

And to hearken than the fat of rams. 

“For rebellion is as the sin of witch- 
craft, 

And stubbonmess is as idolatry and 
teraphim. 

Because thou hast rejected the word 
of the Lord, He hath also rejected 
thee from being king.' “And Saul 
said imto Samuel: ‘I have sinned; 
for I have transgressed the command- 
ment of the Lord, and thy words; 
because I feared the people, and 
hearkened to their voice. “Now there- 
fore, I pray thee, pardon my sin, and 
return with me, that I may worship 
the Lord.' “And Samuel said unto 
Saul: ‘I will not return with thee; 
for thou hast rejected the word of the 
Lord, and the Lord hath rejected 
thee from being king over Israel.' 
“And as Samuel turned about to go 
away, he laid hold upon the skirt of 
his robe, and it rent. ^*And Samuel 
said unto him: ‘The Lord hath rent 
the kingdom of Israel from thee this 
day, and hath given it to a neighbour 
of tlune, that is better than thou, 
^^And also the Glory of Israel will 
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not lie nor repent; for He is not a man, 
that He should repent.’ ®oThen he 
said: have sinned; yet honour me 

now, I pray thee, before the elders of 
my people, and before Israel, and 
return with me, that I may worship 
the Lord thy God.’ ®^So Samuel re- 
turned after Saul; and Saul wor- 
shipped the Lord. 

^Then said Samuel ' Bi ing ye hither 
to me Agag the king of the Amaltk- 
ites.’ And Agag came unto him in 
chains. And Agag said: ^Surely the 
bitterness of death is at hand.’ ^And 
Samuel said: 

As thy sword hath made women 
childless, 

So shall thy mother be childless 
among women. 

And Samuel hewed Agag in pieces 
before the Lord in Gilgal. 

*^Then Samuel went to Ramah; 
and Saul went up to his house to 
Gibeath-shaul. ^^And Samuel never 
beheld Saul again imtil the day of 
his death; for Samuel mourned for 
Saul; and the Lord repented that He 
had made Saul king over Israel. 

And the Lord said unto Samuel* 
‘How long wilt thou mourn for 
Saul, seeing I have rejected him from 
being king over Israel? fiU thy horn 
with oil, and go, I will send thee to 
Jesse the Beth-lehemite; for I have 
provided Me a king among his sons.’ 
^And Samuel said: ‘How can I go^ 
if Saul hear it, he will kill me.’ And 
the Lord said: ‘Take a heifer with 
thee, and say: I am come to sacri- 
fice to the Lord. ®And caU Jesse 
to the sacrifice, and I will tell thee 
what thou shalt do; and thou shalt 
anoint unto Me him whom I name unto 
thee.’ ^And Samuel did that which 
the Lord spoke, and came to Beth- 
lehem. And the elders of the city 
came to meet him trembling, and said* 


‘Comest thou peaceably?’ ®And he said : 
‘Peaceably; I am come to sacrifice un- 
to the Lord; sanctify yourselves, and 
come with me to the sacrifice.’ And 
he sanctified Jesse and his sons, and 
called them to the sacrifice. ®And it 
came to pass, when they were come, 
that he beheld Eliab, and said: ‘Surely 
the Lord’s anointed is before Him.’ 
^But the Lord said unto Samuel: 
‘Look not on his countenance, or on 
the height of his stature; because I 
have rejected him; for it is not as 
man seeth: for man looketh on the 
outward appearance, but the Lord 
looketh on the heart.’ ®Then Jesse 
called Abinadab, and made him pass 
before Samuel. And he said: ‘Neither 
hath the Lord chosen this.’ ®Then 
Jesse made Shammah to pass by. 
And he said: ‘Neither hath the Lord 
chosen this.’ ^®And Jesse made seven 
of his sons to pass before Samuel. 
And Samuel said unto Jesse: ‘The 
Lord hath not chosen these.’ ^^And 
Samuel said unto Jesse: ‘Are here 
all thy children?’ And he said : ‘ There 
remameth yet the youngest, and, be- 
hold, he keepeth the sheep.’ And 
Samuel said unto Jesse: ‘Send and 
fetch him; for we will not sit down 
till he come hither.’ ^And he sent, 
and brought him in. Now he was 
ruddy, and withal of beautiful eyes, 
and goodly to look upon. And the 
Lord said: ‘Arise, anoint him; for 
this is he.’ ^^Then Samuel took the 
horn of oil, and anointed him in the 
midst of his brethren; and the spirit 
of the Lord came mightily upon 
David from that day forward. So 
Samuel rose up, and went to Ramah. 

i^Now the spirit of the Lord had 
departed from Saul, and an evil spirit 
from the Lord terrified him.- ^®And 
Saul’s servants said unto him: ‘Be- 
hold now, an evil spirit from God 
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terrifieth thee. “Let our lord now 
command thy servants, that are 
fore thee, to seek out a man who is 
a skilful player on the harp; and it 
shall be, when the evil spirit from God 
cometh upon thee, that he shall play 
with his hand, and thou shalt be well/ 
i^And Saul said imto his servants: 
‘Provide me now a man that can play 
well, and bring him to me/ ^®Then 
answered one of the young men, and 
said: ‘Behold, I have seen a son of 
Jesse the Beth-lehemite, that is skil- 
ful in playing, and a mighty man of 
valour, and a man of war, and prudent 
in affairs, and a comely person, and 
the Lord is with him/ ^®Wherefore 
Saul sent messengers unto Jesse, and 
said: ‘Send me David thy son, who 
is with the sheep.’ ^^Ajid Jesse took 
an ass laden with bread, and a bottle 
of wine, and a kid, and sent them by 
David his son unto Saul. ^lAnd David 
came to Saul, and stood before him; 
and he loved him greatly; and he be- 
came his armour-bearer. “And Saul 
sent to Jesse, saying: ‘Let David, I 
pray thee, stand before me; for he hath 
found favour in my sight.’ “And it 
came to pass, when the [evil] 'spirit 
from God was upon Saul, that David 
took the harp, and played with his 
hand; so Saul found relief, and it was 
well with him, and the evil spirit de- 
parted from him. 

i ^ Now the Philistines gathered to- 
• gether their armies to battle, 
and they were gathered together at 
Socoh, which belongeth to Judah, and 
pitched between Socoh and Azekah, 
in Ephes-dammim. ^j^nd Saul and 
the men of Israel were gathered to- 
gether, and pitched in the^ vale of 
Elah, and set the battle in array 
against the Philistines. ®And the 
Philistines stood on the mountain on 
the one side, and Israel stood on the 


mountain on the other side; and there 
was a valley between them. ‘‘And 
there went out a champion from the 
camp of the Philistines, named Goliath, 
of Gath, whose height was six cubits 
and a span. ^And he had a helmet of 
brass upon his head, and he was clad 
with a coat of mail; and the weight of 
the coat was five thousand shekels of 
brass. ®And he had Reaves of brass 
upon his legs, and a javelin of brass 
between his shoulders. ^And the shaft 
of his spear was like a weaver’s beam; 
and his spear’s head weighed six hun- 
dred shekels of iron; and his shield- 
bearer went before him. ®And he 
stood and cried unto the armies of 
Israel, and said imto them: ‘Why do 
ye come out to set your battle in ar- 
ray? am not I a Philistine, and ye 
servants to Saul? choose you a man 
for you, and let him come down to 
me. ®If he be able to fight with me, 
and kill me, then will we be your serv- 
an-ts; but if I prevail against him, and 
kill him, then shall ye be our servants, 
and serve us.’ ^°And the Philistine 
said: ‘I do taunt the armies of Israel 
this day; give me a man, that we may 
fight together.’ ^And when Saul and 
all Israel heard those words of the 
Plulistine, they were dismayed, and 
greatly afraid. 

“Now David was the son of that 
Ephrathite of Beth-lehem in Judah, 
whose name was Jesse; and he had 
eight sons; and the man was an old 
man in the days of Saul, stricken in 
years among men. “And the three 
eldest sons of Jesse had gone after 
Saul to the battle; and the names of 
his three sons that went to the battle 
were Ehab the first-bom, and next 
unto him Abinadab, and the third 
Shammah. “And David jip-as the 
oungest; and the three eldest followed 
aul. — ^^Now David went to and fro 
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from Saul to feed his father’s sheep 
at Beth-lehem. — ^®And the Philistine 
drew near morning and evening, and 
presented himseff forty days. 

^^And Jesse said unto David his 
son: ^Take now for thy brethren an 
ephah of this parched com, and these 
ten loaves, and carry them quickly 
to the camp to thy brethren. ^®And 
bring these ten cheeses unto the cap- 
tain of their thousand, and to thy 
brethren shalt thou bring greetings, 
and take their pledge; ^®now Saul, 
and they, and all the men of Israel, 
are in the vale of Elah, fighting with 
the Philistines.’ ®°And David rose up 
early in the morning, and left the 
sheep with a keeper, and took, and 
went, as Jesse had commanded him; 
and he came to the barricade, as the 
host which Was going forth to Ihe 
fight shouted for the battle. ^^And 
Israel and the Philistines put the 
battle in array, army against army. 
“And David left his baggage in the 
hand of the keeper of the baggage, 
and ran to the army, and came and 
greeted his brethren. “And as he 
talked with them, behold, there came 
up the champion, the Philistine of 
Gath, Goliath by name, out of the 
ranks of the Philistines, and spoke 
according to the same words; and 
David heard them. 24And all the men 
of Israel, when they saw the man, fled 
from him, and were sore afraid. “And 
the men of Israel said: ‘Have ye seen 
this man that is come up? surely to 
taimt Israel is he come up; and it shall 
be, that the man who killeth him, the 
king will enrich him with great riches, 
and will give him his daughter, and 
make his father’s house free in Israel.’ 

“And David spoke to the men that 
stood by him, saying: ‘What shall 
be done to the man that killeth this 
Philistine, and taketh away the taunt 


from Israel? for who is this uncir- 
cumcised Philistine, that he should 
have taimted the armies of the living 
God?’ ^^And the people answered him 
after this manner, saying: ‘So shall 
it be done to the man that killeth 
him.’ 2®And Eliab his eldest brother 
heard when he spoke unto the men; 
and Eliab’s anger was kindled against 
David, and he said: ‘Why art thou 
come down? and with whom hast 
thou left those few sheep in the wilder- 
ness? I know thy presumptuousness, 
and the naughtiness of thy heart; for 
thou art come down that thou might- 
est see the battle.’ ^^And David said: 
‘What have I now done? Was it not 
but a word?’ ®°And he turned away 
from him toward another, and spoke 
after the same manner; and the peo- 
ple answered him after the former 
manner. 

®^And when the words were heard 
which David spoke, they rehearsed 
them before Said; and he was taken 
to him. “And David said to Saul: 
‘Let no man’s heart fail within him; 
thy servant will go and fight with this 
Phihstine.’ “And Saul said to David: 
‘Thou art not able to go against 
this Philistine to fight with him; for 
thou art but a youth, and he a man 
of war from his youth.’ “And David 
said unto Saul: ‘Thy servant kept 
his father’s sheep; and when there 
came a lion, or a bear, and took a 
lamb out of the flock, “I went out 
after him, and smote him, and de- 
livered it out of his mouth; and when 
he arose against me, I caught him by 
his beard, and smote him, and slew 
him. ^®Thy servant smote both the 
lion and the bear; and this uncircum- 
cised Philistine shall be as one of them, 
seemg he hath taunted the armies of 
the hving God.’ ®^And David said; 
‘The Loed that delivered me out of 
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the paw of the hon, and out of the 
paw of the bear, He will deliver me 
out of the hand of this Philistine/ And 
Saul said unto David: ^Go, and the 
Lord shall be with thee.’ ®®And Saul 
clad David with his apparel, and he 
put a helmet of brass upon ids head, 
and he clad him with a coat of mail.

®A11 these were of costly stones, 
according to the measures of hewn 
stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without, even from the foundation 
unto the coping, and so on the outside 
unto the great court. ^“And the foun- 
dation was of costly stones, even great 
stones, stones of ten cubits, and stones 
of eight cubits. ^And above were 
costly stones, after the measure of 


hewn stones, and cedar-wood. ^^And 
the great court round about had three 
rows of hewn stone, and a row of 
cedar beams, like as the inner court 
of the house of the Lord, and the 
court of the porch of the house. 

^^And king Solomon sent and fetched 
Hiram out of Tyre. ^^He was the 
son of a widow of the tribe of Naph- 
tali,' and Hs father was a man of Tyre, 
a worker in brass; and he was filled 
with wisdom and understanding and 
skill, to work all works in brass. And 
he came to king Solomon, and wrought 
all his work. 

^hus he fashioned the two pillars 
of brass, of eighteen cubits high each; 
and a line of twelve cubits did com- 
pass it about; [and so] the other pillar. 
^^And he made two capitals of molten 
brass, to set upon the tops of the 
pillars; the height of the one capital 
was five cubits, and the height of the 
other capital was five cubits. ^'^He 
also made nets of checker-work, and 
wreaths of chain-work, for the capitals 
which were upon the top of the pillars: 
seven for the one capital, and seven ^ 
for the other capital. ^^And he made 
the pillars; and there were two rows 
round about upon the one network, 
to cover the capitals that were upon 
the top of the pomegranates; and so 
did he for the other capital. ^®And 
the capitals that were upon the top of 
the pillars in the porch were of lily- 
work, four cubits. ^°Axid there were 
capitals above also upon the two 
piUars, close by the beUy which was 
beside the network; and the pome- 
granates were two hundred, in rows 
round about upon each capital. 
^And he set up the pillars at the 
porch of the temple; and he set up 
the right pillar, and called the name 
thereof Jachin; and he set up the left 
piUar, and called the name thereof 
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Boaz. “And upon the top of the 
pillars was hly-work; so was the work 
of the pillars finished. 

^And he made the molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, round 
in compass, and the height thereof was 
five cubits; and a hne of thirty cubits 
did compass it round about. ^And 
under the brim of it round about there 
were knops which did compass it, for 
ten cubits, compassing the sea round 
about; the knops were in two rows, 
cast when it was cast. ^Tt stood upon 
twelve oxen, three looking toward 
the north, and three looking toward the 
west, and three looking toward the 
south, and three looking toward 
the east; and the sea was set upon 
them above, and aU their hinder parts 
were inward, ij; a hand- 

breadth thick; and the brim thereof 
was wrought like the brim of a cup, 
like the flower of a lily; it held two 
thousand baths. 

^^And he made the ten bases of 
brass; four cubits was the length of 
one base, and four cubits the breadth 
thereof, and three cubits the height 
of it. 2®And the work of the bases was 
on this manner: they had borders; 
and there were borders between the 
stays; ^^and on the borders that were 
between the stays were lions, oxen, 
and cherubim; and upon the stays 
it was in like manner above; and be- 
neath the Hons and oxen were wreaths 
of hanging work. ®®And every base 
had four brazen wheels, and axles of 
brass; and the four feet thereof had 
undersetters; beneath the laver were 
the undersetters molten, with wreaths 
at the side of each. ^^And the mouth 
of it within the crown and above was 
a cubit high; and the mouth thereof 
was round after the work of a pedestal, 
a cubit and a half; and also upon the 
mouth of it were gravings; and their 
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borders were foursquare, not round. 
“And the four wheels were underneath 
the borders; and the axletrees of the 
wheels were in the base; and the 
height of a wheel was a cubit and half 
a cubit. ®®And the work of the wheels 
was like the work of a chariot wheel; 
their axletrees, and their felloes, and 
their spokes, and their naves, were all 
molten. ®^And there were four under- 
setters at the four corners of each 
base; the undersetters thereof were 
of one piece with the base itseK. ®®And 
in the top of the base was there a round 
compass of half a cubit high; and on 
the top of the base the stays thereof 
and the borders thereof were of one 
piece therewith. ®®And on the plates 
of the stays thereof, and on the bor- 
ders thereof, he graved cherubim, 
lions, and palm-trees, accordmg to 
the space of each, with wreaths round 
about. ®^After this manner he made 
the ten bases; all of them had one 
casting, one measure, and one form. 

®®And he made ten lavers of brass: 
one laver contained forty baths; and 
every laver was four cubits; and upon 
every one of the ten bases one laver. 
3®And he set the bases, five on the 
right side of the house, and five on 
the left side of the house; and he set 
the sea on the right side of the house 
eastward, toward the south. 

^°And ®'Hiram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basins. 

So Hiram made an end of doing 
all the work that he wrought for king 
Solomon in the house of the Lord: 
^the two pillars, and the two bowls 
of the capitals that were on the top 
of the plUars; and the two networl^ 
to cover the two bowls of the capitals 
that were on the top of the pillars; 
“and the four hundred pomegranates 
for the two networks, two rows of 
pomegranates for each network, to

^and the ten bases, and the ten lavers 
on the bases; ^and the one sea, and 
the twelve oxen under the sea; ^and 
the^ pots, and the shovels, and the 
basins; even all these vessels, which 
Hiram made for king Solomon, in the 
house of the Lord, were of burnished 
brass. '“In the plain of the Jordan 
did the king cast them, in the clay 
ground between Succoth and Zare- 
than. '^^And Solomon left all the 
vessels unweighed, because they were 
exceeding many; the weight of the 
brass could not be found out. “^^And 
Solomon made aU the vessels that 
were in the house of the Lord: the 
golden altar, and the table where? 
upon the showbread was, of gold; 
^®and the candlesticks, five on the 
right side, and five on the left, be- 
fore the Sanctuary, of pure gold; and 
the flowers, and the lamps, and the 
tongs, of gold; ®®and the cups, and 
the snuffers, and the basins, and the 
pans, and the fire-pans, of pure gold; 
and the hinges, both for the doors of 
the inner house, the most holy place, 
and for the doors of the house, that 
is, of the temple, of gold. 

®^Thus all the work that king Sol- 
omon wrought m the house of the Lord 
was finished. And Solomon brought 
in the things which David his father 
had dedicated, the silver, and the 
gold, and the vessels, and put them 
in the treasuries of the house of the 
Lord. 

Q Then Solomon assembled the el- 
^ ders of Israel, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the princes of the fathers’ 
houses of the children of Israel, imto 
king Solomon in Jerusalem, to bring 
up the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord out of the city of David, which 
is Zion. ^Aad ah the men of Israel 
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assembled themselves unto king Sol- 
omon at the feast, in the month Etha- 
nim, which is the seventh month. 
®And all the elders of Israel came, and 
the priests took up the ark. ^And 
they brought up the ark of the Lord, 
and the tent of meeting, and all the 
holy vessels that were in the Tent; 
even these did the priests and the 
Levites bring up. ^And king Solomon 
and all the congregation of Israel, 
that were assembled unto him, were 
with him before the ark, saci^cing 
sheep and oxen, that could not be 
told nor numbered for multitude. 
®And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord unto its 
place, into the Sanctuary of the house, 
to the most holy place, even under the 
wings of the cherubim. ^For the 
cherubim spread forth their wings 
over the place of the ark, and the 
cherubim covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. ®And the staves 
were so long that the ends of the 
staves were seen from the holy place, 
even before the Sanctuary; but they 
could not be seen without; and there 
they are unto this day. ®There was 
nothing in the ark save the two tables 
of stone which Moses put there at 
Horeb, when the Lord made a cove- 
nant with the children of Israel when 
they came out of the land of Egypt 
^oAnd it came to pass, when the priests 
were come out of the holy place, that 
the cloud filled the house of the Lord, 
^^so that the priests could not stand 
to minister by reason of the cloud; for 
the glory of the Lord filled the house 
of the Lord* 

i^Then spoke Solomon: 

The Lord hath said that He would

for I am risen up in the room of David 
my father, and sit on the throne of 
Israel, as the Lord promised, and 
have built the house for the name of 
the Lord, the God of Israel. ^lAnd 
there have I set a place for the ark, 
wherein is the covenant of the Lord, 
which He made with our fathers, 
when He brought them out of the 
land of Egypt.' 

“And Solomon stood before the 
altar of the Lord in the presence of all 
the congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands toward heaven; “and 
he said: Lord, the God of Israel, 

there is no God like Thee, in heaven 
above, or on earth beneath; who 
keepest covenant and mercy with 
Thy servants, that walk before Thee 
with all their heart; ^^who hast kept

cause they forsook the Lord their 
God, who brought forth their fathers 
out of the land of Egypt, and laid 
hold on other gods, and worshipped 
them, and served them; therefore hath 
the Lord brought all this evil upon 
them.’ 

i^And it came to pass at the end 
of twenty years, wherein Solomon 
had built the two houses, the house of 
the Lord and the king’s house — 
i^now Hiram the king of Tyre had 
furnished Solomon with cedax-trees 


and cypress-trees, and with gold, 
according to all his desire — that then 
king Solomon gave Hiram twenty 
cities in the land of Galilee. ^And 
Hiram came out from Tyre to see the 
cities wdiich Solomon had given him; 
and they pleased him not. “And he 
said: cities are these which 

thou hast given me, my brother?’ And 
they were called the land of Cabul, 
unto this day. ^^And Hiram sent to 
the king sixscore talents of gold. 

“And this is the account^ of the 
leA'y which king Solomon raised; to 
build the house of the Lord, and his 
own house, and ^lillo, and the wall of 
Jerusalem, and Hazor, and Megiddo, 
and Gezer. “Pharaoh king of Egypt 
had gone up, and taken Gezer, and 
burnt it with fire, slain the 
Canaanites that dwelt in the city, and 
given it for a portion unto his daugh- 
ter, Solomon’s wife. ^^And Solomon 
built Gezer, and Beth-horon the 
nether, ^^and Baalath, and Tadmor in 
the wilderness, in the land, ^®and all 
the store-cities that Solomon had, 
and the cities for his chariots, and 
the cities for his horsemen, and that 
which Solomon desired to build for 
his pleasure in Jerusalem, and in 
Lebanon, and in all the land of his 
dominion, people that were 

left of the Amorites, the Hittites, the 
Pcrizzites, the Hivites, and the Jeb- 
usites, who were not of the children 
of Israel; Eleven their children that 
were left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Israel were not able 
utterly to destroy, of them did Sol- 
omon raise a levy of bondservants, 
unto this day. *“But of the children 
of Israel did Solomon make no bond- 
servants; but they were the men of 
war, and his servants, and his princes, 
.and his captains, and rulers of Ms 
chariots and of his horsemea. 
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®®These were the chief officers that 
were over Solomon^s work, five hun- 
dred and fifty, who bore rule over the 
people that wrought in the work. 

^But Pharaoh’s daughter came up 
•out of the city of David unto her 
house which [Solomon] had built for 
her; then did he build ^lillo, 

2^And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt-offerings and 
peace-offerings upon the altar which 
he built unto the Lord, offering 
thereby, upon the altar that was 
before the Lord. So he finished the 
house. 

2®And king Solomon made a navy 
of ships in Ezion-geber, which is be- 
side Eloth, on the shore of the Red 
Sea, in the land of Edom. ^’^And 
Hiram sent in the navy his servants, 
shipmen that had knowledge of the 
sea, with the servants of Solomon. 
2^Aiid they came to Ophir, and 
fetched from thence gold, four hun- 
dred and twenty talents, and brought 
it to king Solomon, 
i A And when the queen of Sheba 
heard of the fame of Sol- 
omon because of the name of the 
Lord, she came to prove him with 
hard questions. ^Aad she came to 
Jerusalem with a very great train, 
with camels that bore spices and 
gold wery much, and precious stones; 
and when she was come to Solomon, 
she spoke with him of all that was 
in her heart. ®And Solomon told her 
all her questions; there was not any 
thing hid from the king which he told 
her not. “^And when the queen of 
Sheba had seen all the wisdom of 
Solomon, and the house that he had 
built, %nd the food of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, and their 
apparel, and his cupbearers, and 
his burnt-offering which he offered i 


in the house of the Lord, there was 
no more spirit in her. ®And she said 
to the king : ^ It was a true report that 
I heard in mine own land of thine 
acts, and of thy wisdom. ^Howbeit 
I believe, d not the words, until I 
came, and mine eyes had seen it; 
and, behold, the half was not told me; 
thou hast wisdom and prosperity 
exceeding the fame which I heard. 
®Happy are thy men, happy are these 
thy servants, that stand continually 
before thee, and that hear thy wis- 
dom. ^Blessed be the Lord thy God, 
who dehghted in thee, to set thee on 
the throne of Israel; because the 
Lord loved Israel for ever, therefore 
made He thee king, to do justice and 
righteousness.’ ^‘^And she gave the 
king a hundred and twenty talents 
of gold, and of spices very great' store, 
and precious stones; there came no 
more such abundance of spices as 
these which the queen of Sheba gave 
to king Solomon. ^And the navy 
also of Hiram, that brought gold from 
Ophir, brought in from Ophir great 
plenty of sandal-wood and precious 
stones. “And the king made of the 
sandal-wood piUars for the house of 
the Lord, and for the king’s house, 
harps also and psalteries for the sing- 
ers; there came no such sandal-wood, 
nor was seen, unto this day. ^^And 
kmg Solomon gave to the queen of 
Sheba all her desire, whatsoever she 
asked, beside that which Solomon 
gave her of his royal bounty. So 
she turned, and went to her own land, 
she and her servants. 

^^Now the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was six hun- 
dred threescore and six talents of 
gold, ^®beside that which came of the 
merchants, and of the traffic of the 
traders, and of all the kings of the 
mingled people and of the governors of 
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the country. ^®And king Solomon 
made two hundred targets of beaten 
gold: six hundred shekels of gold went 
to one target. ^^And he made three 
hundred shields of beaten gold: three 
pounds of gold went to one shield; and 
the king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. 

^®Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
the finest gold. ^®There were six 
steps to the throne, and the top of the 
throne was round behind; and there 
were arms on either side by the place 
of the seat, and two lions standing 
beside the arms. ^°And twelve lions 
stood there on the one side and on the 
other upon the six steps; there was 
not the like made in any kingdom. 

^And all king Solomon^s drinking- 
vessels were of gold, and all the vessels 
of the house of the forest of Lebanon 
were of pure gold; none were of silver; 
it was nothing accounted of in the 
days of Solomon. the king had 

at sea a navy of Tarshish with the 
navy of Hiram; once every three years 
came the navy of Tarshish, bringing 
gold, and silver, ivory, and apes, and 
peacocks. 

23So king Solomon exceeded all the 
kings of the earth in riches and in 
wisdom. ^And all the earth sought 
the presence of Solomon, to hear his 
wisdom, which God had put in his 
heart. ^^And they brought every man 
his present, vessels of silver, and vessels 
of gold, and raiment, and armour, and 
spices, horses, and mules, a rate year 
by year. 

2®And Solomon gathered together 
chariots and horsemen; and he had a 
thousand and four hundred chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen, that 
he bestowed in the chariot cities, 
and with the king at Jerusalem. ^^And 
the king made silver to be in Jerusalem 


as stones, and cedars made he to be 
as the sycomore-trees that are in 
the Lowland, for abundance, 
the horses which Solomon had were 
brought out of Eg;^"pt; also out of 
Keveh, the king^s merchants buying 
them of the men of Keveh at a price.

men, base fellows, before him, and let 
them bear witness against him, saying: 
Thou didst curse God and the king. 
And then carry him out, and stone 
him, that he die.’ 

^^And the men of his city, even the 
elders and the nobles who dwelt in his 
city, did as Jezebel had sent unto them, 
according as it was written in the 
letters which she had sent unto them. 
“They proclaimed a fast, and set; 
Naboth at the head of the people. 
“And the two men, the base fellows, 
came in and sat before him; and the 
base fellows bore witness against him, 
even against Naboth, in the presence 
of the people, saying: 'Naboth did 
curse God and the king.’ Then they 
carried him forth^ out of the city, 
and stoned him with stones, that he 
died, ^^hen they sent to Jezebel, 
saying: 'Naboth is stoned, and is 
dead.’ “And it came to pass, when 
Jezebel heard that Naboth was stoned, 
and was dead, that Jezebel said to 
Ahab: 'Arise, take possession of the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee for 
money; for Naboth is not alive, but 
dead.’ “And it came to pass, when 
Ahab heard that Naboth was dead, 
that Ahab rose up to go down ^ the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, to 
take possession of it. 

^^And the word of the Lord came 
to Eli j ah the Tishbite, saying : Arise, 
go down to meet Ahab king of 
Israel, who dwelleth in Samaria; be- 
hold, he is in the vineyard of Naboth, 
whither* he is gone down to take 


possession of it. “And thou shalt 
speak unto him, saying: Thus saith 
the Lord: Hast thou killed, and 
also taken possession? and thou shalt 
speak unto him, saying; Thus saith 
the Lord: In the place where dogs 
licked the blood of Naboth shall dogs 
lick thy blood, even thine.’ ^And 
Ahab said to Elijah : ' Hast thou found 
me, 0 mine enemy?’ And he an- 
swered: 'I have found thee; because 
thou hast given thyself over to do 
that which is evil in the sight of the 
Lord. ^Behold, I will bring evil upon 
thee, and will utterly sweep thee 
away, and will cut off from Ahab 
every man-child, and him that is shut 
up and him that is left at large in 
Israel. ^And I wiU make thy house 
like the house of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, and like the house of Baasa 
the son of Ahijah, for the provocation 
wherewith thou hast provoked Me, 
and hast made Israel to sin. “And 
of Jezebel also spoke the Lord, say- 
ing: The dogs shall eat Jezebel in 
the moat of JezreeL “Him that dieth 
of Ahab in the city the dogs shall 
eat; and him lhat dieth in the 
field shall the fowls of the air 
eat.’ “But there was none like im- 
to Ahab, who did give himself over 
to do that which was evil in the si^ht 
of the Lord, whom Jezebel his wife 
stirred up. “And he did very abom- 
inably in following idols, according 
to all that the Amorites did, whom the 
Lord cast out before the children of 
Israel. 

And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard those words, that he rent his 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon his 
flesh, and fasted, and lay in sackcloth, 
and went softly. ^^And the word of the 
Lord came to Elijah the Tishbite, 
saying: “‘Seest thou how Ahab hum- 
bleth himself before Me? because he 
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humbleth himself before Me, I will 
not bring the evil in his days; but in 
his son's days will I bring the evil 
upon his house.' 

O O And they continued three years 
^ ^ without war between Aram and 
Israel. ®And it came to pass in the 
third year, that Jehoshaphat the king 
of Judah came down to the king of 
Israel. ^And the king of Israel said 
unto his servants: ^Know ye that 
Ramotb-^lead is ours, and we are 
still, and take it not out of the hand 
of the king of Aram?' ^And he said 
unto Jehoshaphat: *Wilt thou go 
with me to battle to Ramoth-gilead?' 
And Jehoshaphat said to the king of 
Israel: T am as thou art, my people 
as thy people, my horses as thy 
horses.' 

^And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel: ^Inquire, I pray 
thee, at the word of the Lord to-day.' 
*Then the king of Israel gathered the 
prophets together, about four hundred 
men, and said unto them: ^ Shall I 
go against Ramoth-gilead to battle, 
or shall I forbear^' And they said: 
^Go up; for the Lord will deliver it 
into the hand of the king.' ^But 
Jehoshaphat said: ^Is there not here 
besides a prophet of the Lord, that 
we might inquire of him?' ®And the 
king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat: 
‘There is yet one man by whom we 
may inquire of the Lord, Micaiah 
the son of Imlah; but I hate him; for 
he doth not prophesy good concerning 
me, but evil.' And Jehoshaphat said: 
‘Let not the king say so.' ®Then the 
king of Israel called an officer, and 
said: ‘Fetch quickly Micaiah the son 
of Imlah.' ^^Now the king of Israel 
and Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
sat each on his throne, arrayed in 
their robes, in a threshmg-floor, at the 
entrance of the gate of Samaria; and 


all the prophets prophesied before 
them. ^^And Zedekiah the son of 
Chenaanah made him horns of iron, 
and said: ‘ Thus saith the Lord: With 
these shalt thou gore the Arameans, 
until they be consumed.' ^And all the 
prophets prophesied so, saying: ‘Go 
up to Ramoth-gilead, and prosper; for 
the Lord will deliver it into the hand 
of the king.' 

^And the messenger that went to 
call Micaiah spoke unto him, saying: 
‘Behold now, the words of the proph- 
ets declare good unto the king with 
one mouth, let thy word, I pray thee, 
be like the word of one of them, and 
speak thou good.' ^^And Micaiah 
said: ‘As the Lord liveth, what the 
Lord saith unto me, that will I speak.' 
^^And when he was come to the king, 
the king said unto him: ‘Micaiah, 
shall we go to Ramoth-gilead to battle, 
or shall we forbear?' And he an- 
swered him: ‘Go up, and prosper; 
and the Lord will deliver it into the 
hand of the king.' i®And the king said 
unto him: ‘How many times shall I 
adjure thee that thou speak unto me 
nothing but the truth in the name of 
the Lord?' ^^And he said: ‘I saw 
all Israel scattered upon the moun- 
tains, as sheep that have no shepherd; 
and the Lord said: These have no 
master; let them return every man to 
his house in peace.' ^®And the king 
of Israel said to Jehoshaphat: ‘Did 
I not tell thee that he would not 
prophesy good concerning me, but 
evil?' ^®And he said; ‘Therefore hear 
thou the word of the Lord. I saw the 
Lord sitting on throne, and all 
the host of heaven standing by Him 
on His right hand and on His left. 
20And the Lord said: Who shall en- 
tice Ahab, that he may go up and fall 
at Ramoth-gilead? And one said: 
On this manner; and another said: 
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On that manner. ^^And there came 
forth the spirit, and stood before 
the Lord, and said: I will entice 
him. 22^nd the Lord said unto him. 
Wherewith? And he said: I will 
go forth, and will be a lying spirit 
in the mouth of all his prophets. 
And He said* Thou shalt entice him, 
and shalt prevail also; go forth, and 
do so. ^Now therefore, behold, the 
Lord hath put a lying spirit in the 
mouth of all these thy prophets; and 
the Lord hath spoken evil concerning 
thee.' 

^^Then Zedekiah the son of Chena- 
anah came near, and smote Micaiah 
on the cheek, and said: ‘Which way 
went the spirit of the Lord from me 
t6 speak unto thee?' Micaiah 

said: ‘Behold, thou shalt see on that 
day, when thou shalt go into an inner 
chamber to hide thyself.' ^®And the 
king of Israel said: ‘Take Micaiah, 
and carry him back unto Amon the 
governor of the city, and to Joash 
the king's son; 27and say: Thus saith 
the king: Put this feUow in the 
prison, and feed him with scant bread 
and with scant water, until I come in 
peace.' ^And Micaiah said: ‘ If thou 
return at aH in peace, the Lord hath 
not spoken by me.' And he said: 
‘Hear, ye peoples, all of you.' 

2®So the tog of Israel and Jehosha- 
phab the king of Judah went up to 
Ramoth-gilead. ®oAnd the king of 
Israel said unto Jehoshaphat: ‘I will 
disguise myself, and go into the battle; 
but put thou on thy robes.' And the 
king of Israel disguised himself, and 
went into the battle. ^^Now the king 
of Aram had commanded the thirty 
and two captains of his chariots, say- 
ing: ‘Fight neither with small nor 
great, save only with the king of 
Israel.' ®®And it came to pass, when 
the captains of the chariots saw Je- 


hoshaphat, that they said: ‘Surely 
it is the king of Israel'; and they 
turned aside to fight against him; 
and Jehoshaphat cried out. ^ ®®And it 
came to pass, when the captains of the 
chariots saw that it was not the king 
of Israel, that they turned back from 
pursuing him. Kind a certain man 
drew his bow at a venture, and smote 
the king of Israel between the lower 
armour and the breastplate; where- 
fore he said unto the driver of his 
chariot: ‘Turn thy hand, and carry 
me out of the host; for I am sore 
wounded.' ®®And the battle increased 
that day; and the king was stayed up 
in his chariot against the Arameans, 
and died at even; and the blood ran 
out of the wound into the bottom of 
the chariot. ®®And there went a cry 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying: ‘Every man 
to his city, and every man to his 
coimtry.' 

®^So the king died, and was brought 
to Samaria; and they buried the king 
in Samaria. ®®And they washed the 
chariot by the pool of Samaria; and 
the dogs hcked up his blood; the har- 
lots also washed themselves there; 
according unto the word of the Lord 
which He spoke. 

®®Now the rest of the acts of Ahab, 
and all that he did, and the ivory 
house which he built, and all the cities 
that he built, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel? ^°So Ahab slept with his 
fathers; and Ahaziah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

"And Jehoshaphat the son of Asa 
began to reign over Judah in the fourth 
year of Ahab king of Israel. "Je- 
hoshaphat was thirty and five years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned twenty and five years in 
Jerusalem. .And his mother's name 
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was Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 
^And he walked in all the way of Asa 
his father; he turned not aside from 
it, doing that which was right in the 
eyes of the Lord; ^howbeit the high 
places were not taken awayj the 
people still sacrificed and offered in the 
high places. ■*^And Jehoshaphat made 
peace with the king of Israel. 

^Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, and his might that he 
showed, and how he warred, are they 
not written in the book of the chron- 
icles of the kings of Judah? ^^And 
the remnant of the sodomites that re- 
mained in the days of his father Asa, 
he put away out of the land. ^^And 
there was no king in Edom: a deputy 
was king. Jehoshaphat made ships 
of Tarshish to go to Ophir for gold; 
but they went not; for the ships were 
broken at Ezion-geber. ^°Then said 


Ahaziah the son of Ahab unto Je- 
hoshaphat: ^Let my servants go with 
thy servants in the ships.' But Jehosh- 
aphat would not. ^And Jehoshaphat 
slept with his fathers, and was buried 
with his fathers in the city of David 
his father; and Jehoram his son reigned 
in his stead. 

®2Ahaziah the son of Ahab began 
to reign over Israel in Samaria in the 
seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah, and he reigned two years 
over Israel. ^And he did that which 
was evil in the sight of the Lord, 
and walked in the way of his father, 
and in the way of his mother, and in 
the way of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, wherein he made Israel to sin. 
^And he served Baal, and worshipped 
him, and provoked the Lord, the 
God of Israel, according to all that 
his father had done. 
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1 And Moab rebelled against Israel 
after the death of Ahab. 

^And Ahaziah fell down through the 
lattice in his upper chamber that was 
in Samaria, and was sick; and he sent 
messengers, and said unto them: 
'Go, inquire of Baal-zebub the god of 
Ekron whether I shall recover of this 
sickness/ mgel of the Lord 

said to Elijah the Tishbite; 'Arise, 
go up to meet the messengers of the 
king of Samaria, and say imto them: 
Is it because there is no God in 
Israel, that ye go to inquire of Baal- 
zebub the god of Ekron? ^Now 
therefore thus saith the Lord: Thou 
shalt not come down from the bed 
whither thou art gone up, but shaft 
surely die/ And Elijah departed. 

®And the messengers returned unto 
him, and he said unto them: 'Why 
is it that ye are returned?' ®And they 
said imto him: 'There came up a 
man to meet us, and said unto us: 
Go, return unto the king that sent 
you, and say unto him: Thus saith 
the Lord: Is it because there is no 
God in Israel, that thou sendest to 
inquire of Baal-zebub the god of 
Etron? therefore thou shalt ^ not 
come down from the bed whither 
thou art gone up, but shalt surely die/ 
^And he said unto them: 'What man- 
ner of naan was he that came up to 
meet you, and told you these words?' 
®And they answered him: 'He was a 
hairy man, and girt with a girdle of 
leather about Ms loins/ And he said: 
'It is Elijah the Tishbite.' 


®Then the king sent unto him a 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And he 
went up to Mm; and, behold, he sat 
on the top of the hill. And he spoke 
unto him: '0 man of God, the king 
hath said: Come down.' ^®And Elijah 
answered and said to the captain 
of fifty: 'If I be a man of God, 
let fire come down from heaven, and 
consume thee and thy fifty/ And 
there came down fire from heaven, 
and consumed him and Ms fifty. 
^^And again he sent unto him another 
captain of fifty with Ms fifty. And he 
answered and said unto him: '0 
man of God, thus hath the king 
said: Come down quickly.' “And 
Elijah answered and said xmto them: 
'If I be a man of God, let fire come 
down from heaven, and consume thee 
and thy fifty.' And the fire of God 
came down from heaven, and con- 
sumed him and his fifty. “And again 
he sent the captain of a third fifty 
with his fifty. And the third captain 
of fifty went up, and came and fell 
on Ms knees before Elijah, and be- 
sought him, and said unto Mm: '0 
man of God, I pray thee, let my life, 
and the life of these fifty thy servants, 
be precious in thy si^t. “Behold, 
there came fire down from heaven, and 
consumed the two former captains of 
fifty with their fifties; but now let my 
life be precious in thy sight/ “And 
the angel of the Lord said unto 
Elijah: 'Go down with Mm; be not 
afraid of him.' And he arose, and 
went down with Mm unto the king. 
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^®And he said unto him: 'Thus saith 
the Lord; Forasmuch as thou hast 
sent messengers to inquire of Baal- 
zebub the god of Ekron, is it because 
there is no God in Israel to inquire of 
His word? therefore thou shalt not 
come down from the bed whither thou 
art gone up, but shalt surely die.’ 

^^So he died according to the word 
of the Lord which Elijah had spoken. 
And Jehoram began to reign in his 
stead in the second year of Jehoram 
the son of Jehoshaphat king of Judah; 
because he had no son. ^®Now the 
rest of the acts of Ahaziah which he 
did, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

0 And it came to pass, when the 
^ Lord would take up Elijah by a 
whirlwind into heaven, that Elijah 
went with Elisha from Gilgal. ^And 
Elijah said unto Elisha: 'Tarry here, 

1 pray thee; for the Lord hath sent 
me as far as Beth-el/ And Elisha 
said: 'As the Lord liveth, and as thy 
soul liveth, I will not leave thee.’ 
So they went down to Beth-el. — ®And 
the sons of the prophets that were at 
Beth-el came forth to Ehsha, and 
said unto him: 'Knowest thou that 
the Lord will take away thy master 
from thy head to-day?’ And he said* 
'Yea, I know it j hold ye your peace.’ — 
^And Elijah said unto him: 'Elisha, 
tarry here, I pray thee; for the Lord 
hath sent me to Jericho.’ ' And he 
said: 'As the Lord liveth, and as thy 
soul liveth, I will not leave thee.’ 
So they came to Jericho. — *And the 
sons of the prophets that were at 
Jericho came near to Elisha, and said 
unto him: 'Knowest thou that the 
Lord will take away thy master from 
thy head to-day?’ And he answered: 
'Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace.’ — 
®Aiid Elijah said unto him: 'Tarry 


here, I pray thee; for the Lord hath 
sent me to the Jordan.’ And he said: 
'As the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee.’ And 
they two went on. 

^And fifty men of the sons of the 
prophets went, and stood over against 
them afar off; and they two stood 
by the Jordan. ®And Ehjah took his 
mantle, and wrapped it together, and 
smote the waters, and they were 
divided hither and thither, so that 
they two went over on dry ground. 
®And it came to pass, when they were 
gone over, that Elijah said unto 
Ehsha: 'Ask what I shall do for 
thee, before I am taken from thee.’ 
And Elisha said: 'I pray thee, let 
a double portion of thy spirit be 
upon me.’ ^‘^And he said: 'Thou 
hast asked a hard thing; nevertheless, 
if thou see me when I am taken from 
thee, it shall be so unto thee; but if 
not, it shall not be so.’ ^^And it 
came to pass, as they stiU went on, 
and talked,! that, behold, there ap- 
peared a chariot of fire, and horses of 
fire, which parted them both asunder; 
and Elijah went up by a whirlwind 
into heaven. 

^And Elisha saw it, and he cried: 
'My father, my father, the chariots 
of Israel and the horsemen thereof 1’ 
And he saw him no more; and he 
took hold of his own clothes, and 
rent them in two pieces. ^^He took 
up also the mantle of Elijah that feU 
from him, and went back, and stood 
by the bank of the Jordan. ^^And he 
took the mantle of Elijah that fell 
from him, and smote the waters, and 
said: 'Where is the Lord, the God of 
Elijah?’ and when he also had smitten 
the waters, they were divided hither 
and thither; and Elisha went over. 

i^And when the sons of the prophets 
that were at Jericho some way off 
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saw him, they said: 'The spirit of 
Elijah doth rest on Elisha.^ And 
they came to meet him, and bowed 
down to the ground before him. ^®And 
they said imto him: 'Behold now, 
there are with thy servants fifty 
strong men; let them go, we pray thee, 
and seek thy master; lest peradventure 
the spirit of the Lord hath taken him 
up, and cast him upon some mountain, 
or intQ some valley.^ And he said: 
'Ye shall not send.' ^^And when 
they urged him till he was ashamed, 
he said: 'Send.' They sent therefore 
fifty men;.and they sought three days, 
but found him not. ^^And they 
came back to him, while he tarried at 
Jericho; and he said unto them: 'Did 
I not say imto you* Go not?' 

^®And the men of the city said unto 
Elisha: 'Behold, we pray thee, the 
situation of this city is pleasant, as 
my lord seeth; but the water is bad, 
and the land miscarrieth.' ^^And he 
said: 'Bnng me a new cruse, and put 
salt therein.' And they brought it to 
him. ^And he went forth unto the 
spring of the waters, and cast salt 
therein, and said: 'Thus saith the 
Lord: I have healed these waters; 
there shall not be from thence any 
more death or miscarrying.' 
the waters were healed unto this day, 
according to the word of Elisha which 
he spoke. 

23And he went up from thence tmto 
Beth-el; and as he was going up by 
the way, there came forth little 
children out of the city, and mocked 
him, and said unto him: 'Go up, thou 
baldhead; go up, thou baldhead.' 
2^And he looked behind him and saw 
them, and cursed them in the name 
of the Lord. And there came forth 
two she-bears out of the wood, and tore 
forty and two children of them. ^And 
he went from thence to mount Carmel, 


and from thence he returned to 
Samaria. 

Q Now Jehoram the son of Ahab 
^ began to reign over Israel in Sa- 
maria in the eighteenth year of 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah, and 
reigned twelve years.^ *And he did 
that winch was evil in the sight of 
the Lord; but not like his father, and 
like his mother; for he put away the 
pillar of Baal that his father had made. 
^Nevertheless he cleaved unto the sins 
of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, where- 
with he made Israel to sin; he de- 
parted not therefrom. 

'‘Now Mesha king of Moab was a 
sheep-master; and he rendered unto 
the king of Israel the wool of a hundred 
thousand lambs, and of a hundred 
thousand rams. ®But it came to 
pass, when Ahab was dead, that the 
king of Moab rebelled against the 
king of Israel. ®And king Jehoram 
went out of Samaria at that time, and 
mustered all Israel. ^And he went and 
sent to Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah, saying: 'The king of Moab 
hath rebelled against me; wilt thou 
go with me against Moab to battle?' 
And he said: 'I wiU go up; I am as 
thou art, my people as thy people, 
my horses as thy horses.' ®And he 
said; 'Which way shall we go up?' 
And he answered: 'The way of the 
wilderness of Edom.' ®So the king 
of Israel went, and the king of Judah, 
and the king of Edom; and they made 
a circuit of seven days' journey; and 
there was no water for the host, nor 
for the beasts that followed them. 
^°And the king of Israel said: 'Alas! 
for the Lord hath called these three 
Idngs together to deliver them into the 
hand of Moab.' ^But Jehoshaphat 
said: 'Is there not here a prophet of 
the Lord, that we may inquire of the 
Lord by him?' And one of the king of 
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Israel’s servants answered and said: 
' Elisha the son of Shaphat is here, who 
poured water on the hands of Elijah.’ 
^^And Jehoshaphat said: ^The word 
of the Lord is with him.’ So the 
king of Israel and Jehoshaphat and 
the king of Edom went down to him. 

^3And Elisha said unto the king of 
Israel; 'What have I to do with thee? 
get thee to the prophets of thy father, 
and to the prophets of thy mother.’ 
And the king of Israel said unto him. 
'Nay; for the Lord hath called these 
three kings together to deliver them 
into the hand of Moab.’ ^^And Elisha 
said: 'As the Lord of hosts liveth, 
before whom I stand, surely, were it 
not that I regard the presence of 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah, I 
w’ould not look toward thee, nor see 
thee. ^®But now bring me a minstrel.’ 
And it came to pass, when the minstreh 
played, that the hand of the Lord 
came upon him. i®And he said: 
'Thus saith the Lord: Make this 
valley full of trenches. ’■^For thus 
saith the Lord: Ye shall not see 
wind, neither shall ye see rain, yet 
that valley shall be filled with water; 
and ye shall drink, both ye and your 
cattle and your beasts. ^®And this is 
but a light thing in the sight of the 
Lord; He wnll also deliver the Moab- 
ites into your hand. ^®And ye shall 
smite every fortified city, and every 
choice city, and shall fell every good 
tree, and stop all fountains of water, 
and mar every good piece of land with 
stones.’ J^^And it came to pass in 
the morning, about the time of making 
the offering, that, behold, there came 
water by the way of Edom, and the 
country was filled with water. 

^Now when all the Moabites heard 
that the kings were come up to fight 
against them, they gathered them- 
selves together, all that were able to 


put on armour, and upward, and 
stood on the border. “And they rose 
up early in the morning, and the sun 
shone upon the water, and the Moab- 
ites saw the water some way off as 
red as blood; “and they said; 'This 
is blood: the kings have surely fought 
together, and they have smitten each 
man his fellow; now therefore, Moab, 
to the spoil.’ “And when they came 
to the camp of Israel, the Israehtes 
rose up and smote the Moabites, so 
that they fled before them. And they 
smote the land, even Moab, mightily. 
2®And they beat down the eities; and 
on every good piece of land they cast 
every man his stone, and filled it; 
and they stopped all the fountains of 
water, and felled all the good trees; 
until there was left only Kir-hareseth 
with the stones of the wall thereof; 
so the slingers encompassed it, and 
smote it. when the king of 

Moab saw that the battle was too sore 
for him, he took with him seven 
hundred men that drew sword, to 
break through unto the king of Edom; 
but they could not. ^T^phen he took 
his eldest son that should have 
reigned in his stead, and offered him 
for a burnt-offering upon the wall. 
And there came great wrath upon 
Israel; and they departed from him, 
and returned to their own land. 

4 Now there cried a certain woman 
^ of the wives of the sons of the 
prophets unto Elisha, saying: 'Thy 
servant my husband is dead; and thou 
knowest that thy servant did fear 
the Lord; and the creditor is come to 
take unto him my two children to be 
bondmen.’ ^And Elisha said unto 
her: 'What shall I do for thee? tell 
me; what hast thou in the house?’ 
And she said: 'Thy handmaid hath 
not any thing in the house, save a pot 
of oil.’ ®Then he said: 'Go, borrow 
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thee vessels abroad of all thy neigh- 
bours, even empty vessels; borrow

sixteen years in Jerusalem; and he did 
not that which was right in the eyes 
of the Lord his God, like David his 
father. ®But he walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, yea, and made his 
son to pass through the fire, according 
to the abominations of the heathen, 
whom the Lord cast out from before 
the children of Israel. “^And he sacri- 
ficed and offered in the high places, 
and on the hiUs, and xmder every 
leafy tree. 

®Then Rezin king of Aram and Pe- 
kah son of Remaliah king of Israel 
came up to Jerusalem to war; and 
they besieged Ahaz, but could not 


overcome him. ®At that time Rezin 
king of Aram recovered Elath to Aram, 
and drove the Jews from *Elath; and 
the Edomites came to Elath, and 
dwelt there, unto this day. 

^So Ahaz sent messengers to Tig- 
lath-pileser king of Ass^Tia, saying: 
^I am thy servant and thy son; come 
up, and save me out of the hand of 
the king of Aram, and out of the hand 
of the king of Israel, who rise up 
against me.' *And Ahaz took the 
silver and gold that was foimd in the 
house of the Lord, and in the treasures 
of the king's house, and sent it for a 
present to the king of Assyria. ®And 
the king of Ass>Tia hearkened unto 
him; and the king of Assyria went up 
against Damascus, and took it, and 
carried the people of it captive to Kir, 
and slew Rezin.

in the house, and the king’s entry 
without, turned he unto the house of 
the Lord, because of the king of

i JT In the twelfth year of Ahaz king 
* of Judah began Hoshea the son 
of Elah to reign in Samaria over 
Israel, and reined nine years. ^And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lord, yet not as the kings of 
Israel that were before him. ^Against 
him came up Shalmaneser king of 
Assyria; and Hoshea became his serv- 
ant, and brought him presents. -^And 
the king of Assyria found conspiracy 
in Hoshea; for he had sent messengers 
to So king of Egypt, and offered no 
present to the king of Assyria, as he 
had done year by year; therefore the 
king of Assyria shut him up, and bound 
him in prison, ^hen the king of 


Assyria came up throughout all the 
land, and went up to Samaria, and 
besieged it three years. ®In the ninth 
year of Hoshea, the king of Assyria 
took Samaria, and carried Israel away 
unto Assyria, and placed them in 
Halah, and in Habor, on the river of 
Gozan. and in the cities of the Medes. 

^And it was so, because the children 
of Israel had sinned against the Lord 
their God, who brought them up out 
of the land of Egypt from under the 
hand of Pharaoh Mng of Egypt, and 
had feared other gods, ®and walked in 
the statutes of the nations, whom the 
Lord cast out from before the children 
of Israel, and of the kings of Israel, 
which they practised; ®and the children 
of Israel did impute things that were 
not right unto the Lord their God, and 
they built them high places in all their 
cities, from the tower of the watch- 
men to the fortified city; ^°and they 
set them up pillars and Asherim upon 
every high hill, and under every leafy 
tree; ^^and there they offered in all the 
high places, as did the nations whom 
the Lord carried away before them; 
and wrought wicked things to provoke 
the Lord; ^and they served idols, 
whereof the Lord had said unto them: 
‘Ye shall not do this thing’; ^^yet the 
Lord forewarned Israel, and Judah, 
by the hand of every prophet, and 
of every seer, saying: ‘Turn ye from 
your evil ways, and keep My com-

tribe of Judah only. i®Also Judah 
kept not the commandments of the 
Lord their God, but walked in the 
statutes of Israel which they practised. 
20And the Lord rejected all the seed 
of Israel, and aflBiicted them, and de- 
livered them into the hand of spoilers, 
until He had cast them out of His 
sight. 2^For He rent Israel from the 
house of David; and they made Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat king; and 
Jeroboam drew Israel away from fol- 
lowing the Lord, and made them sin 
a great sin. 22^nd the children of 
Israel walked in all the sins of Jero- 
boam which he did; they departed not 
from them; ®^ntil the Lord removed 
Israel out of His sight, as He spoke 
by the hand of aU His servants the 
prophets. So Israel was carried away 
out of their own land to Assyria, unto 
this day. 

^And the king of Assyria brought 
men from Babylon, and from CuthSji, 
and from Awa, and from Hamath 
and Sepharvaim, and placed them in 
the cities of Samaria instead of the 


children of Israel; and they possessed 
Samaria, and dwelt in the cities there- 
of. ®®And so it was, at the beginning 
of their dwelling there, that they feared 
not the Lord; therefore the I^rd 
sent lions among them, which killed 
some of them. ^AVherefore they spoke 
to the king of Assyria, saying: ‘The 
nations which thou hast carri^ away, 
and placed in the cities of Samaria, 
know not the manner of the God of 
the land; therefore He hath sent lions 
among them, and, behold, they slay 
them, because they know not the 
manner of the God of the land.' 

^^Then the king of Assyria command- 
ed, saying: ‘Carry thither one of the 
priests whom ye brought from thence; 
and let them go and dwell there, and 
let him teach them the manner of the 
God of the land.' ^^So one of the 
priests whom they had carried away 
from Samaria came and dwelt in 
Beth-el, and taught them how they 
should fear the Lord, 
every nation made gods of their own, 
and put them in the houses of the 
high places which the Samaritans had 
made, every nation in their cities 
wherein they dwelt. ®®And the men 
of Babylon made Succoth-benoth, 
and the men of Cuth made Nergal, 
and the men of Hamath made Ashima, 
®^and the Awites made Nibhaz and 
Tartak, and the Sepharvites burnt 
their children in the fire to Adram- 
melech and Anammelech, the gods of 
Sepharvaim. ^^So they feared the 
Lord, and made imto them from 
among themselves priests of the high 
places, who sacrificed for them in the 
houses of the high places. ®®They 
feared the Lord, and served their own 
gods, after the manner of the nations 
from among whom they had been 
carried away. 

*TJnto this day they do after the 
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former manners* they fear not the 
Loed, neither do they after their 
statutes, or after their ordinances, or 
after the law or after the command- 
ment which the Loed commanded 
the children of Jacob, whom He named 
Israel; ^^vith whom the Lord had 
made a covenant, and charged them, 
saying: ^ Ye shall not fear other gods, 
nor bow down to theip., nor serve 
them, nor sacrifice to them; ^^but the 
Lord, who brought you up out of the 
land of Egypt with great power and 
with an outstretched arm, Him shall 
ye fear, and Him shall ye worship, 
and to Him shall ye sacrifice; ^^and 
the statutes and the ordinances, and 
the law and the commandment, which 
He wrote for you, ye shall observe to 
do for evermore; and ye shall not fear 
other gods; ^^and the covenant that I 
have made with you ye shall not for- 
get; neither shall ye fear other gods; 
®®but the Lord your God shall ye 
fear; and He will deliver you out of 
the hand of all your enemies.’ ^°How- 
beit they did not hearken, but they 
^d after their former manner. ^So 
these nations feared the Lord, and 
served their graven images; their 
children likewise, and their children’s 
children, as did their fathers, so do 
they unto this day. 

■j Q Now it came to pass in the third 
^ year of Hoshea son of Elah king 
of Israel, that Hezekiah the son of 
Ahaz king of Judah began to reign. 
^Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned twenty and nine years in 
Jerusalem; and his mother’s name was 
Abi the daughter of Zechariah. ®And 
he did that which was right in the 
eyes of the Lord, according to all that 
David his father had done. ^He re- 
moved the high places, and broke 
tie pillars, and cut down the Asherah; 


and he broke in pieces the brazen 
serpent that Moses had made; for 
unto those days the children of Israel 
did offer to it; and it was called ®Ne- 
hushtan. ®He trusted in the Lord, 
the God of Israel; so that after him 
was none like him among all the kings 
of Judah, nor among them that were 
before him. ®For he cleaved to the 
Lord, he departed not from following 
Him, but kept His commandments, 
which the Lord commanded .Moses. 
^And the Lord was with him: whith- 
ersoever he went forth he prospered; 
and he rebelled against the king of 
Assyria, and served him not. ®He 
smote the Philistines unto Gaza and 
the borders thereof, from the tower 
of the watchmen to the fortified city. 

®And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Hezekiah, which was the 
seventh year of Hoshea son of Elah 
king of Israel, that Shalmaneser king 
of Assyria came up against Samaria, 
and besieged it. ^®And at the end of 
three years they took it; even in the 
sixth year of Hezekiah, which was the 
ninth year of Hoshea king of Israel, 
Samaria was taken. ^^And the king of

a familiar spirit, and the teraphim, 
and the idols, and all the detestable 
things that were spied in the land of 
Judah and in Jerusalem, did Josiah 
put away, that he might confirm the 
words of the law which were written 
in the book that Hilkiah the priest 
found in the house of the Lord. 
25And like unto him was there no king 
before him, that turned to the Lord 
with all his heart, and with all his soul, 
and with all his might, according to 
all the law of Moses; neither after him 
arose there any like him. 

^^Notwithstanding the Lord turned 
not from tiie fierceness of His great 
wrath, wherewith His anger was 
kindled against Judah, because of all 
the provocations wherewith Manasseh 
had provoked Him. ^^And the Lord 
said: ‘I will remove Judah also out 
of My sight, as I have removed Israel, 
and I wfil cast off this city which I 
have chosen, even Jerusalem, and the 


house of which I said: My name 
shall be there.' 

2®Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, 
and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? ®®In his days 
Pharaoh-necoh king of Egypt went 
up against the king of Assyria to the 
river Euphrates; and king Josiah went 
against him; and he slew him at 
Megiddo, when he had seen Mm. 
®®And his servants carried him in a 
chariot dead from Megiddo, and 
brought him to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his own sepulchre. And the 
people of the land took Jehoahaz the 
son of Josiah, and anointed him, and 
made him king in his father's stead. 

^^Jehoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned three months in Jerusalem; 
and his mother's name was Hamutal 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 
^And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that his fathers had done. ^And 
Pharaoh-necoh put him in bands at 
Biblah in the land of Hamath, that 
he might not reign in Jerusalem; and 
put the land to a fine of a hundred 
talents of silver, and a talent of gold. 
®^And Pharaoh-necoh made Eliakim 
the son of Josiah king in the room of 
Josiah his father, and changed his 
name to Jehoiakim; but he took Je- 
hoahaz away; and he came to Egypt, 
and died there. ®^And Jehoiakim 
gave the silver and the gold to Pha- 
raoh; but he taxed the land to give 
the money according to the command- 
ment of Pharaoh; he exacted the 
silver and the gold of the people of 
the land, of eve^ one according to 
his taxation, to give it unto Pharaoh- 
necoh. 

^Jehoiakim was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign; and 
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he reigned eleven years in Jenisalem; 
and Ms mother's name was Zebudah 
the daughter of Pedaiah of Rumah. 
®^And he did that wMch was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that Ms fathers had done. 

OA Iii Ms days Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon came up, and 
Jehoiakim became Ms servant three 
years; then he turned and rebelled 
against Mm. ^And the Lord sent 
against Mm bands of the Chaldeans, 
and bands of the Arameans, and bands 
of the Moabites, and bands of the 
cMldren of Ammon, and sent them 
against Judah to destroy it, according 
to the word of the Lord, wMch He 
spoke by the hand of His servants 
the prophets. ^Surely at the com- 
mandment of the Lord came this up- 
on Judah, to remove them out of His 
sight, for the sins of Manasseh, ac- 
cording to aU that he did; %nd also 
for tiie innocent blood that he shed; 
for he filled Jerusalem with inno- 
cent blood; and the Lord would not 
pardon. 

®Now the rest of the acts of Jehoia- 
kim, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? ®So Jehoiakim 
slept with Ms fathers; and JehoiacMn 
Ms son reigned in Ms stead. ^And 
the king of Egypt came not again 
any more out of Ms land; for the 
king of Babylon had taken, from the 
Brook of Egypt unto the river Eu- 
phrates, all tiiat pertained to the king 
of Egypt. 

^JehoiacMn was eighteen years old 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
in Jerusalem three months; and his 
mother's name was Nehushta the 
daughter of Elnathan of Jerusalem. 
®And he did that wMch was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that Ms father had done. ^®At that 


tme the servants of Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon came up to Jerusalem, 
and the city was besieged, ^^And 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came 
unto the city, wMle his servants were 
besieging it. ^And JehoiacMn the 
king of Judah went out to the king of 
Babylon, he, and^ Ms mother, and Ms 
servants, and his princes, and Ms 
officers; and the king of Babylon took 
Mm in the eighth year of Ms reign. 
^^And he carried out thence all the 
treasures of the house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king's house, and 
cut in pieces all the vessels of gold 
wMch Solomon king of Israel had 
made in the temple of the Lord, as 
the Lord had said. ^^And he carried 
away all Jerusalem, and aU the princes, 
and aU the mighty men of valour, even 
ten thousand captives, and all the 
craftsmen and the smiths; none re- 
mained, save the poorest sort of the 
people of the land. ^^And he carried 
away JehoiacMn to Babylon; and 
the king's mother, and the king's 
wives, and Ms officers, and the cMef 
men of the land, carried he into cap- 
tivity from Jerusalem to Babylon.

^®Zedekiah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned eleven years in JerusMem; 
and Ms mother's name was Hamutal 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 
^®And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, according to 
all that Jehoiakim had done. ^^Por 
through the anger of the Lord did it 
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come to pass in Jerusalem and Judah, 
until He had cast them out from His 
presence. 

And Zedekiah rebelled against the 
Og king of Babylon. ^ And it came 

y to pass in the ninth year of his 
reign, in the tenth month, in the tenth 
day of the month, that Nebuchadnez- 
zar king of Babylon came, he and all 
his army, against Jerusalem, and en- 
camped against it; and they built forts 
against it round about, ^o the city 
was besieged unto the eleventh year of 
king Zedekiah. ®On the mnth day of 
the [fourth] month the fanune was sore 
in the city, so that there was no bread 
for the people of the land. “^Then a 
breach was made in the city, and aU 
the men of war [fled] by night by the 
way of the gate between the two walls, 
which was by the king^s garden — ^now 
the Chaldeans were against the city 
round about — and the king went by 
the way of the Arabah. ^ut the 
army of the Chaldeans pursued after 
the king, and overtook him in the 
plains of Jericho; and all his army was

of the Chaldeans pursued after them, 
and overtook Zedekiah in the plains 
of Jericho; and when they had taken 
him, they brought Mm up to N ebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon to Riblah 
in the land of Hamath, and he gave 
judgment upon Mm. ®Then the king 
of Babylon slew the sons of Zedekiah 
in Riblah before Ms eyes; also the 
king of Babylon slew all the nobles of 
Judah. ^Moreover he put out Zede- 
kiah*s eyes, and bound him in fetters, 
to carry Mm to Babylon. ®And the 
Chaldeans burned the king's house, 
and the house of the people, with fire, 
and broke down the walls of Jeru- 
salem. ®Then Nebuzaradan the cap- 
tain of the guard carried away cap- 
tive into Babylon the remnant^ of 
the people that remained in the city, 
the deserters also, that fell away to 
hiicij with the rest of the people that 
remained. ^°But Nebuzaradan the 
captain of the guard left of the poor 
of the people, that had notMng, in 
the land of Judah, and gave them 
vineyards and fields in that day. 
^^Now Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon gave charge concermng Jeremiah 
to Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard, saying: Take Mm, and look 
well to him, and do Mm no harm; but 
do unto him even as he shall say unto 
thee.* ^®So Nebuzaradan the captain 
of the guard sent, and Nebushazban 
Rab-saris, and Nergal-sarezer Rab- 
mag, and all the cMef officers of the 
king of Babylon; ^^they sent, and took 
Jeremiah out of the court of the 
guard, and committed Mm unto 
Gedaliah the son of AMkam, the son of 
Shaphan, that he should carry Mm 
home; so he dwelt among the people.

The word which came to Jere- 

miah from the Lord, after that 
Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard had let him go from Ramah, 
when he had taken him being bound 
in chains among all the captives of 
Jerusalem and Judah, that were car- 
ried away captive unto Babylon. 
^And the captain of the guard took 
Jeremiah, and said unto him: 'The 
Lord thy God pronounced this evil 
upon this place; ®and the Lord hath 
brought it, and done according as He 
spoke; because ye have sinned against 
the Lord, and have not hearkened to 
His voice, therefore this thing is come 
upon you. ^And now, behold, I loose 
thee this day from the chains which 
are upon thy hand. If it seem good 
unto thee to come with me into Baby- - 
Ion, come, and I will look well unto 
thee; but if it seem ill unto thee to 
come with me into Babylon, forbear; 
behold, all the land is before thee; 
whither it seemeth good and right 
unto thee to go, thither go. — ®Yet 
he would not go back. — Go back 
then to -Gedaliah the son of Ahi- 
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kam, the son of Shaphan, whom the 
king of Babylon ^ hath made gov- 
ernor over the cities of Judah, and 
dwell with him among the people; 
or go wheresoever it seemeth right 
unto thee to go.' So the captain ot 
the guard gave him an allowance and 
a present, and let him go. ®Then 
went Jeremiah imto Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam to Mizpah, and dwelt with 
him among the people that were left 
in the land. 

"Now when all the captains of the 
forces that were in the fields, even 
they and their men, heard that the 
king of Babylon had made Gedahah 
the son of Ahikam governor in the 
land, and had co m mitted unto him 
men, and women, and children, and 
of the poorest of the land, of them that 
were not carried away captive to 
Babylon; ®then they came to Gedaliah 
to Mizpah, even Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, and Johanan and Jona- 
than the sons of Kareah, and Seraiah 
the son of Tanhumeth, and the sons of 
Ephai the Netophathite, and Jezaniah 
the son of the Maacathite, they and 
their men. ®And Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam the son of Shaphan swore 
unto them and to their men, saying: 
'Fear not to serve the Chaldeans; 
dwell in the land, and serve th,e king 
of Babylon, and it shall be well with 
you. ^°As for me, behold, I will dwell 
at Mizpah, to stand before the Chal- 
deans that may come unto us; but 
ye, gather ye wine and summer fruits 
and oil, and put them in your vessels, 
and dwell in your cities that ye have 
taken.' “Likewise when aU the Jews 
that were in Moab, and among the 
children of Ammon, and in Edom, 
and that were in all the countries, 
heard that the king of Babylon had 
left a remnant of Judah, and that he 
had set over them Gedaliah the son of 
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Ahikam, the son of Shaphan; ^^then 
all the Jews returned out of all places 
whither they were driven, and came 
to the land of Judah, to Gedaliah, 
unto Mizpah, and gathered wine and 
summer fruits in groat abundance. 

^^Moreover Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were in the fields, came 
to Gedaliah to Mizpah, ^%nd said 
unto him: ‘Dost thou know that 
Baalis the king of the children of 
Ammon hath sent Ishmael the son 
of Nethaniah to take thy life?’ But 
Gedaliah the son of Aliikam believed 
them not. ^^Then Johanan the son of 
Kareah spoke to Gedaliah in Mizpah 
secretly, saying: ‘Let me go, I pray 
thee, and I will slay Ishmael the son 
of Nethaniah, and no man shall know 
it; wherefore should he take thy life, 
that all the Jews that are gathered 
unto thee should be scattered, and 
the remnant of Judah perish?’ i®But 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam said unto 
Johanan the son of Kareah: ‘Thou 
shalt not do this thing; for thou speak- 
est falsely of Ishmael. ’

^ “*■ seventh month, that Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah, the son of Elishama, 
of the seed royal, and one of the chief 
officers of the king, and ten men with 
him, came unto Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam to Mizpah; and there they 
did eat bread together in Mizpah.

Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem, 
ye and your fathers, your kings and 
your princes, and the people of the 
land, did not the Lord remember them, 
and came it not into His mind? “so 
that the Lord could no longer bear, 
because of the evil of your doings, and 
because of the abominations which ye 
have committed; therefore is your 
land become a desolation, and an 
astonishment, and a curse, without 
an inhabitant, as at this day. “Be- 
cause ye have offered, and because 
ye have sinned against the Lord, and 
have not hearkened to the voice of the 
Lord, nor walked in His law, nor 
in His statutes, nor in His testimo- 
nies; therefore this evil is happened 
unto you, as at this day.’ 

^Moreover Jeremiah said unto all 
the people, and to all the women: 
‘Hear the word of the Lord, all Judah 
that are in the land of Egypt: “Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel, saying: Ye and your wivefe 
have both spoken with your mouths, 
and with your hands have fulfilled 
it, saying: We will surely perform 
our vows that we have vowed, to 
offer to the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink-offerings unto her; ye 
shall surely establish your vows, and 
surely perform your vows. “There- 
fore hear ye the word of the Lord, 
all Judah that dwell in the land of 
Egypt: Behold, I have sworn by My 
great name, saith the Lord, that My 
name shall no more be nam^ in the 
mouth of any man of Judah in all the 
land of Egypt, sajung: As the Lord 
God liveth. “Behold, I watch over 
them for evil, and not for good; and 
all the men of Judah that are in the 
land of Egypt shall be consumed by 
the sword and by the famin'e, until 
there be an end of them. “And they 
that escape the sword shall return 
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out of the land of Egypt into the land 
of Judah, few in number; and all the 
remnant of Judah, that are gone into 
the land of Egypt to sojourn there, 
shall know whose word shall stand, 
Mine, or theirs. ^^And this shall be 
the sign unto you, saith the Lord, 
that I will pumsh you in this place, 
that ye may know that My words 
shall surely stand against you for 
evil; ®°thus saith the Lord: Behold, 
I will give Pharaoh Hophra king of 
Egrot into the hand of his enemies, 
am into the hand of them that seek 
his life; as I gave Zedekiah king of 
Judah into the hand of Nebuchadrez- 
zar king of Babylon, his enemy, and 
that sought his life.^ 

The word that Jeremiah the 
prophet spoke unto Baruch the 
son of Neriah, when he wrote these 
words in a book at the mouth of 
Jeremiah, in the fourth year of Jehoia- 
kim the son of Josiah, king of Judah, 
saying: ^‘Thus saith the Lord, the 
God of Israel, concerning thee, 0 
Baruch: Thou mdst say: 

®Woe is me now! 

For the Lord hath added sorrow 
to my pain; 

I am weary with my groaning. 

And I find no rest. 

^Thus shalt thou say imto him: 
Thus saith the Lord: 

Behold, that which I have built 
will I break down, 

And that which I have planted I 
will pluck up; 

And this in the whole land. 

®And seekest thou great things for 
thyself? 

Seek them not; 

for, behold, I will bring evil upon 
all flesh, saith the Lord; but thy 
life will I give unto thee for a prey 
in all places whither thou goest.^

‘‘®For thus saith the Lord God: 
An assembly shall be brought up 
against them, and they shall be made 
a horror and a spoil. ^^And the as- 
sembly shall stone them with stones. 
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and despatch them with their swords; 
they shall slay their sons and their 
daughters, and burn up their houses 
with fire. ^®Thus will I cause lewdness 
to cease out of the land, that all women 
may be taught not to do after your 
lewdness. ^®And your lewdness shall 
be recompensed upon you, and ye 
shall bear the sins of your idols; and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord 
God.’

was taken away from the lowest and 
the middlemost, in comparison with

T went down to the bottoms of the 
mountains; 

The earth with her bars closed 
upon me for ever; 

Yet hast Thou brought up my life 
from the pit, 

0 Lord my God. 

®When my soul fainted within me, 

1 remembered the Lord; 

And my prayer came in unto Thee, 
Into Thy holy temple. 

®They that regard lying vanities 
Forsake their own mercy 
^°But I will sacrifice unto Thee 
With the voice of thanksgiving; 
That which I have vowed I will pay. 
Salvation is of the Lord. 

^^And the Lord spoke unto the fish, 
and it vomited out Jonah upon the 
dry land. 

And the word of the Lord came 
unto Jonah the second time, say- 
ing: Arise, go unto Nineveh, that 
great city, and make unto it the 
proclamation that I bid thee.' ^go 
Jonah arose, and went unto Nineveh, 
according to the word of the Lord. 
Now Nineveh was an exceeding 
great city, of three days' journey. 
^And Jonah began to enter into the 
city a day's journey, and he pro- 
claimed, and said: 'Yet forty days, 
and Nineveh shall be overthrown.'

Lord, was not tbs my saying, when I 
was yet in. mine own country? There- 
fore I fled beforehand unto Tarsbsh; 
for I knew that Thou art a gra- 
cious God, and compassionate, long- 
suffering, and abundant in mercy, 
and repentest Thee of the evil. ^There- 
fore now, 0 Lord, take, I beseech 


Thee, my life from me; for it is better 
for me to die than to live.' ^And the 
Lord said: 'Art thou greatly ang^?'

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"j The word of the Loed that came 
to Micah the Morashtite in the 
days of Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, 
kings of Judah, which he saw concern- 
ing Samaria and Jerusalem. 

^Hear, ye peoples, all of you, 

Hearfcen, 0 earth, and all that 
therein is; 

And let the Lord God be witness 
against you. 

The Lord from His holy temple. 

^For, behold, the Loed cometh forth 
out of His place. 

And will come down, and tread upon 
the high places of the earth. 

^And the mountains shall be molten 
under Him, 

And the valleys shall be cleft. 

As wax before the fire. 

As waters that are poured down a 
steep place. 

®For the transgression of Jacob is all 
this. 

And for the sins of the house of Israel 

What is the transgression of Jacobs 
is it not Samaria? 

And what are the high places of 
Judah? are they not Jerusalem? 

^Therefore I will make Samaria a 
heap in the field, 

A place for the planting of vine- 
yards; 

And I will pour down the stones 
thereof into the valley, 

And I will uncover the foundations 
thereof. 

And all her graven images shall be 
beaten to pieces. 


And all her hires shall be burned 
with fire, 

And all her idols will I lay desolate; 

For of the hire of a harlot hath she 
gathered them, 

And unto the hire of a harlot shall 
they return. 

®For this will I wail and howl, 

I will go stripped and naked; 

I will make a wailing like the jack- 
als, 

And a mourning like the ostriches. 

®For her wound is incurable; 

For it IS come even unto Judah; 

It reacheth unto the gate of my 
people, even to Jerusalem. 

^°Tell It not in Gath, 

Weep not at all; 

At Beth-le-aphrah roll thyself in 
the dust. 

“Pass ye away, O inhabitant of 
Shaphir, in nakedness and shame; 

The inhabitant of Zaanan is not 
come forth; 

The wailing of Beth-ezel shall 
take from you the standing-place 
thereof. 

^^For the inhabitant of Maroth 
waiteth anxiously for good; 

Because evil is come down from 
the Loed unto the gate of Jeru- 
salem. 

^^Bind the chariots to the swift steeds, 
0 inhabitant of Lachish; 

She was . the beginning of sin to the 
daughter of Zion; 

For the transgressions of Israel are 
found m thee. 

i^Therefore shalt thou give a parting 
gift to Moresheth-gath; 
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The houses of Achzib shall be a 
deceitful thing unto the kings of 
Israel. 

will yet bring unto thee, 0 inhab- 
itant of Mareshah, him that shall 
possess thee; 

The glory of Israel shall come even 
unto AduUam. 

^®Make thee bald, and poll thee for 
the children of thy delight; 

Enlarge thy baldness as the vulture; 

For they are gone into captivity 
from thee. 

O Woe to them that devise iniquity 
And work evil upon their beds! 

When the morning is light, they 
execute it, 

Because it is in the power of their 
hand. 

^And they covet fields, and seize 
them; 

And houses, and take them away;

i°Arise ye, and depart; for this is not 
your resting-place; 

Because of the uncleanness thereof, 
it shall destroy you, even with a 
sore destruction. 

“If a man walking in wind and false- 
hood do lie: 

'I will preach unto thee of wine and 

, of strong drink’; 

He shall even be the preacher of this 
people. 

“I will surely assemble, O Jacob, all 
of thee; 

I will surely gather the remnant of 
Israel; 

I will render them aU as sheep in a 
fold; 

As a flock in the midst of their 
pasture. 

They shall make great noise by 
reason of the multitude of men. 

^^The breaker is gone up before them; 

They have broken forth and passed 
on, 
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By the gate, and are gone out 
thereat; 

And their king is passed on before 
them, 

And the Lord at the head of them. 

Q And I said: 

Hear, I pray you, ye heads of 
Jacob, 

And rulers of the house of Israel: 

Is it not for you to know justice? 
^Who hate the good, and love the 
evil; 

Who rob their skin from off them, 
And their flesh from off their bones, | 
®Who also eat tte flesh of my people, 
And flay their skin from off them, 
And break their bones; 

Yea, they chop them in pieces, as

And her that was cast far off a 
mighty nation; 

And the Lord shall reign over them 
in mount Zion from thenceforth 
even for ever. 

®And thou, Migdal-eder, the hill of 
the daughter of Zion, 

Unto thee shall it come; 

Yea, the former dominion shall 
come, 

The kingdom of the daughter of 
Jerusalem. 

®Now why dost thou cry out aloud? 
Is there no King in thee, 


Is thy Counsellor perished, 

That pangs have taken hold of thee 
as of a woman in travail? 

^°Be in pain, and labour to bring

2®And the Jews took upon them to do 
as they had begun, and as Mordecai 
had written unto them; ^^because Ha- 
man the son of Hammedatha, the 
Agagite, the enemy of all the Jews, 
had devised against the Jews to de- 
stroy them, and had cast pur, that is, 
the lot, to discomfit them, and to 
destroy them; ^^but when ‘^she came 
before the king, he commanded by 
letters that his wicked device, which 
he had devised against the Jews, 
should return upon his own head; 
and that he and his sons should be 
hanged on the gallows. ^Wherefore 
they called these days Purim, after 
the name of pur.

unto them, that they should not eat 
of the most holy things, till there stood 
up a priest with Urim and Thummim. 

®®The whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three 
hundred and threescore, ^’beside their 
men-servants and their maid-servants, 
of whom there were seven thousand 
three hundred thirty and seven; and 
they had two hundred forty and five 
singing men and singing women. 
[^®®Their horses were seven hundred 
thirty and six; their mules, two hun- 
dred forty and five;] ®^their camels, four 
hundred thirty and five; their asses, six 
thousand seven hundred and twenty. 

^®And some from among the heads of 
fathers^ houses gave unto the work. 
The Tirshatha gave to the treasury a 
thousand darics of gold, fifty basins, 
five hundred and thirty priests' 
tunics ^^And some of the heads of 
fathers’ houses gave into the treasury 
of the work twenty thousand dancs of 
gold, and two thousand and two 
hundred pounds of silver. ^^And that 
wluch the rest of the people gave was 
twenty thousand darics of gold, and 
two thousand pounds of silver, and 
threescore and seven priests’ tunics. 

^'^So the priests, and the Levites, 
and the porters, and the singers, and 
Home of the people, and the Nethinim, 
and all Israel, dwelt in their cities. 

And when the seventh month was 
come, and the children of Israel were 
Q in thciir cities, ^all the people 

gatlKjrcd themselves together as 
one man into the b^^ad place that was

of the Law of Moses, which the Lobd 
had commanded to Israel ^^nd 
Ezra the priest brought the Law before 
the congregation, both men and \vom- 
en, and all that could hear with 
under^anding, upon the first day of 
the seventh month. ®And he read 
therein before the broad place that 
was before the water gate from early 
morning until midday, in the presence 
of the men and the women, and of 
those that could understand; and the 
ears of all the people were attentive 
imto the book of the Law. ^And 
Ezra the scribe stood upon, a pulpit of 
wood, which they had made for the 
purpose; and beside him stood Matti- 
thiah, and Shema, and Anaiah, and 
Uriah, and Hilkiah, and Maaseiah, 
on his right hand; and on his left 
hand, Pedaiah, and Mishaol, and 
Malchijah, and Hashum, and Hash- 
baddanah, Zechariah, and hlcshullam. 
®And Ezra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people — ^for he w^as 
above all the people — ^and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up, 
^And Ezra blessed the Lord, the great 
God. And all the people answered: 
‘Amen, Amen', with the lifting up of 
their hands; and they bowed their 
heads, and fell down before the 
Lord with their faces to the ground. 
^Also Jeshua, and Pani, and ShtTe- 
biah, Jainin, Akkub, Shabbethai, 
Kodiah, JMaaseiah, Kelita, Azuriah, 
Jozabad, Hanan, Polaiah, even the 
Levites, caused the people to under- 
stand the Law; and tin* people stood 
in their place. ^Aiid they read in the 
book, in the Law of (Jod, distinctly: 
and they gave the sense, and causca 
them to understand the reading. 

®And Noheniiah, who was the 
Tirshatha, and Ezra the priest the 
scribe, and the Levites that taught the

‘ This day is holy unto the Lord your 
God; mourn not, nor weep.^ For all 
the people wept, when they heard 
the words of the Law. ^°Then he said 
unto them-^ ^Go your way, eat the 
fat, and drink the sweet, and send 
portions unto him for whom nothmg 
is prepared; for this day is holy unto 
our Lord, neither be ye grieved; for 
the joy of the Lord is your strength.' 
^^So the Levites stilled all the people, 
saying; * Hold your peace, for the day 
is holy; neither be ye grieved.' ^^And 
all the people went their way to eat, 
and to drink, and to send portions, and 
to make great mirth, because they 
had understood the words that were 
declared unto them. 

^®And on the second day were gath- 
ered together the heads of fathers' 
houses of all the people, the priests, 
and the Levites, unto Ezra the scribe, 
even to give attention to the words 
of the Law. ^^And they found written 
in the Law, how that the Lord had 
commanded by Moses, that the chil- 
dren of Israel should dwell in booths 
in the feast of the seventh month; 
'®and that they should ^ publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and in 
Jerusalem, saying: *Go forth unto 
the mount, and fetch olive branches, 
and branches of wild olive, and myr- 
tle branches, and palm branches, and 
branches of thick trees, to make 
booths, as dt is written.'’ ^®So the 
people went forth, and brought them, 
and made themselves booths, every 
one upon the roof of his house, and 
in their courts, and in the courts 
of the house of God, and in the 
broad place of the water gate, and 
in the broad place of the gate of 
Ephraim, ^^And all the congrega- 
tion of them that were oome back out 
Of the captivity made booths, and 


dwelt in the booths; for since the 
days of ® Joshua the son of Nun unto 
that day had not the children of 
Israel done so. And there was very 
great gladness. ^®Also day by day, 
from the first day unto the last day, 
he read in the book of the Law of God. 
And they kept the feast seven days; 
and' on the eighth day was a solemn 
assembly, according unto the ordi- 
nance. 

Q Now in the twenty and fourth day 
^ of this month the children of 
Israel were assembled with fasting, 
and with sackcloth, and earth upon 
them. ^And the seed of Israel sep- 
arated themselves from all foreigners, 
and stood and confessed their sins, 
and the iniquities of their fathers.

Pethahiah, said. Stand up and 
bless the Lord your God from ever- 
lasting to everlasting; and let them 
say: Blessed be Thy glorious Name, 
that is exalted above all blessing and 
praise. 

®Thou art the Lord, even Thou 
alone; Thou hast made heaven, the 
heaven of heavens, with all their host, 
the earth and all tmngs that are there- 
on, the seas and all that is in them, 
and Thou proservest them all; and 
the host of heaven worshippeth Thee. 
’Thou art the Lord the God, who

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didst choose Abram, and broughtest 
him forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, 
and gavest him the name of Abraham; 
®and foundest his heart faithful before 
Thee, and madest a covenant with him 
to give the land of the Canaanite, the 
Hittite, the Amonte, and the Perizzite, 
and the Jebusite, and the Girgashite, 
even to give it unto his seed, and hast 
performed Thy words; for Thou art 
righteous. ®And Thou sawest the 
affliction of our fathers in Egypt, and 
heardest their cry by the Red Sea; 
^^and didst show signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land; for 
Thou knewest that they dealt proudly 
against them; and didst get Thee a 
name, as it is this day. ^^And Thou 
didst divide the sea before them, so 
that they went through the midst of 
the sea on the dry land; and their 
pursuers Thou didst cast into the 
depths, as a stone into the mighty 
waters. ^^Moreover in a pillar of 
cloud Thou didst lead them by ' day, 
and in a pillar of fire by night, to give 
them light in the way wherein they 
should go. ^^Thou earnest down also 
upon mount Sinai, and spokest with 
them from heaven, and gavest them 
right ordinances and laws of truth, | 
good statutes and commandments; 
^%nd madest known unto them Thy 
holy sabbath, and didst command them 
commandments, and statutes, and a 
law, by the hand of Moses Thy 
servant; ^®and gavest them bread from 
heaven for their hunger, and brought- 
est forth water for them out of the 
rock for their thirst, and didst com- 
mand them that they should go in to 
possess the land which Thou hadst 
lifted up Thy hand to give them. 

^®But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their neck, 
and hearkened not to Thy command- 
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ments, ^^and refused to hearken, 
neither were mindful of Thy wonders 
that Thou didst among them; but 
hardened their neck, and in their 
rebellion appointed a captain to 
return to their bondage; but Thou 
art a God ready to pardon, gracious 
and fun of compassion, slow to anger, 
and plenteous in mercy, and forsookest 
them not. ^®Yea, when they had 
made them a molten calf, and said 
This is thy God that brought thee up 
out of Egypt, and had wrought great 
provocations; ^ ^®yet Thou in Thy 
mamfold mercies forsookest them not 
in the wilderness; the pillar of cloud 
departed not from over them by day, 
to lead them in the way; neither the 
piUar of fire by night, to show them 
light, and the way wherein they should 
go. 2°Thou gavest also Thy good 
spirit to instruct them, and with- 
heldest not Thy manna from their 
mouth, and gavest them water for 
their thirst. ^^Yea, forty years didst 
Thou sustain them in the wilderness, 
and they lacked nothing; their clothes 
waxed not old, and their feet swelled 
not. 

^^Moreover Thou gavest them king- 
doms and peoples, which Thou didst 
allot quarter by quarter; so they 
possessed the land of Sihon, even the 
land of the king of Heshbon, and the 
land of Og king of Bashan. *®Their 
children also didst Thou multiply as 
the stars of heaven, and didst bring 
them into the land, concerning which 
Thou didst say to their fathers, that 
they should go in to possess it, 
the children went in and possessed 
the land, and Thou didst subdue be- 
fore them the inhabitants of the land, 
the Canaanites, and ^vest them into 
their hands, with their kings, and the 
peoples of the land, that they might 
do with them as they would. *^And 
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they took fortified cities, and a fat 
land, and possessed houses full of all 
good things, cisterns hewn out, vine- 
yards, and oliveyards, and fruit- 
trees in abundance; so they did eat, 
and were filled, and became fat, and 
luxuriated in Thy great goodness. 

^^Nevertheless they were disobe- 
dient, and rebelled against Thee, and 
cast T?hy law behind their back, and 
slew Thy prophets that did forewarn 
them to turn them back unto Thee, 
and they wrought great provocations. 
^^Therefore Thou didst deliver them 
into the hand of their adversaries, 
who distressed them; and in the time 
of their trouble, when they cried imto 
Thee, Thou heardest from heaven, 
and according to Thy manifold 
mercies Thou gavest them saviours 
who might save them out of the hand 
of their adversaries. ^^But after 
they had rest, they did evil again 
before Thee ; therefore didst Thou leave 
them in the hand of their enemies, 
so that they had the dominion over 
them; yet when they returned, and 
cried unto Thee, many times didst 
Thou hear from heaven, and dehver 
them according to Thy mercies; 
^^and didst forewarn them, that Thou 
mightest bring them back unto Thy 
law; yet they dealt proudly, and 
hearkened not unto Thy command- 
ments, but sinned against Thine 
ordinances, which if a man do, he 
shall live by them, and presented a 
stubborn shoulder, and hardened 
their neck, and would not hoar. 
^oYet many years didst Thou extend 
mercy unto them, and didst forewarn 
them by Thy spirit through Thy 
prophets; yet would they not give 
ear; therefore gavest Thou them mto 
the hand of the peoples of the lands. 
^^Nevertheless in Thy manifold mer- 
cies Thou didst not utterly consume 


them, nor forsake them; for Thou art 
a gracious and merciful God. 

®2Now therefore, our God, the great, 
the mighty, and the awful God, who 
keepest covenant and mercy, let not 
all the travail seem little before Thee, 
that hath come upon us, on our kings, 
on our princes, and on our priests, 
and on our prophets, and on our 
fathers, and on all Thy people, since 
the time of the kings of Assyria unto 
this day. ®^Howbeit Thou art just 
in all that is come upon us; for Thou 
hast dealt truly, but we have done 
wickedly; Neither have our kmgs, 
our princes, our priests, nor our 
fathers, kept Thy law, nor hearkened 
unto Thy commandments and Thy 
testimonies, wherewith Thou didst 
testify against them. ^®For they have 
not served Thee in their kingdom, and 
in Thy great goodness that Thou 
gavest them, and in the large and fat 
knd which Thou gavest before them, 
neither turned they from their wicked 
works. 3®Behold, we are servants 
this day, and as for the land that 
Thou gavest unto our fathers to eat 
the fruit thereof and the good thereof, 
behold, we are servants in it. ®^And it 
yieldeth much increase unto the kings 
whom Thou hast set over us because of 
our sins; also they have power over our 
bodies, and over our cattle, at their 
pleasure, and we are in great distress.' 
"j A And yet for all this we make a 
sure covenant, and subscribe 
it; and our princes, our Levites, and 
our priests, set their seal unto it.

cleaved to their brethren, their nobles, 
and entered into a curse, and into an 
oath, to walk in God's law, which was 
given by Moses the servant of God, 
and to observe and do all the com- 
mandments of the Lord our Lord, 
and His ordinances and His statutes; 
^^and that we would not give our 
daughters unto the peoples of the 
land, nor take their daughters for 
our sons; ®‘^and if the peoples of the 
land bring ware or any victuals on the 
sabbath day to sell, that we would not 
buy of them on the sabbath, or on a 
holy day, and that we would forego 
‘the seventh year, and the exaction of 
every debt. 


^^Also we made ordinances for us, 
to charge ourselves yearly wlih the 
third part of a shekel for the service 
of the house of our God; the 
showbread, and for the continual 
meal-offering, and for the continual 
burnt-offering, of the sabbaths, of the 
new moons, for the appointed seasons, 
and for the holy things, and for the 
sin-offerings to make atonement for 
Israel, and for all the work of the house 
of our God. cast lots, the 

priests, the Levites, and the {leople, 
for the wood-offering, to bring it into 
the house of our God, according to our 
fathers' houses, at times appointed, 
year by year, to burn upon the altar 
of the Lord our God, as it is written 
m the Law; ®®and to bring the first- 
fruits of our land, and the first-fruits 
of all fruit of all manner of trees, year 
by year, unto the house of the Lord; 
3^also the first-born of our sons, and of 
our cattle, as it is written m the Law, 
and the firstlings of our herds and of 
our flocks, to bring to the house of our 
God, unto the priests that minister in 
the house of our God; ^®and that we 
should bring the first of our dough, 
and our heave-offerings, and the fruit 
of all maimer of trees, the wine and the 
oil, unto the priests, to the chambers 
of the house of our God; and the tithes 
of our land unto the Levites; for they, 
the Levites, take the tithes in all 
cities of our tillage. ®®Aiid the priest 
the son of Aaron shall be with the 
Levites, w’hen the Levites take tithes; 
and the Levites shall bring up the tithe 
of the tithes unto the house of our God,

• end of praying, the fire came down 
from heaven, and consumed the bumh- 
offering and the sacrifices; and the

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glory of the Lord filled the house. 
^And the priests could not enter into 
the house of the Lord, because the 
glory of the Lord filled the Lord's 
house. ®And all the children of Israel 
looked on, when the fire came down, 
and the glory of the Lord was upon 
the house; and they bowed themselves 
with their faces to the ground upon 
the pavement, and prostrated them- 
selves, and gave thanks unto the 
Lord ^for He is good, for His mercy 
endureth for ever.’ 

^And the king and all the people 
offered sacrifice before the Lord. ^And 
king Solomon offered a sacrifice of 
twenty and two thousand oxen, and 
a hundred and twenty thousand sheep. 
So the king and all the people dedi- 
cated the house of God. ®And the 
priests stood, according to their offices; 
the Levites also with instruments of 
music of the Lord, which David the 
king had made, to give thanks unto 
the Lord, for His meroy endureth for 
ever, with the praises of David by their 
hand; and the priests sounded trum- 
pets over against them; and all Israel 
stood. ^Moreover Solomon hallowed 
the middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lord; for there he of- 
fered the burnt-offerings, and the fat of 
the peace-offerings; because the brazen 
altax which Solomon had made was not 
able to receive the burnt-offering, and 
the meal-offering, and the fat, 

®So Solomon held the feast at that 
time seven days, and all Israel with 
him, a very great congregation, from 
the entrance of Hamath unto the 
Brook of Bj^pt, ®And on the eighth 
day they held a solemn assembly; for 
they kept the dedication of the altar 
seven dayB, and the feast seven days. 
»®And on the three and twentieth cUy 
of the seventh month he sent the 
people away unto their tents, joyful 


and glad of heart for the goodness that 
the Lord had shown unto David, 
and to Solomon, and to Israel His 
people. 

“Thus Solomon finished the house 
of the Lord, and the king's house, and 
all that came into Solomon's heart to 
make in the house of the Lord, and 
in his own house, he prosperously 
effected.

®And Solomon went to Hamath- 
zobah, and prevailed against it. -^And 
he built Tadmor in the wilderness, and 
all the store-cities, which he built in 
Hamath. ®Also he built Beth-horon 
the upper,^ and Beth-horon the nether, 
fortified cities, with waUs, gates, and 
bars; ®and Baalath, and all the store- 
cities that Solomon had, and all the 
cities for his chariots, and the cities 
for his horsemen, and aU that Solomon 
desired to build for his pleasure in 
Jerusalem, and m Lebanon, and in all 
the land of his dominion. 

^As for all the people that were left 
of the Hittites, and the Amorites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites, who were not of Israel; 
®of their children that were left after 
them in the land, whom the children 
of Israel consumed not, of them did 
Solomon raise a levy of bondservants, 
unto this day. ®But of the children 
of Israel did Solomon make no servants 
for his work^' but they were men of 
«var, and chief of his captains, and 


rulers of his chariots and of his horse- 
men. 

i°And these were the chief officers of 
king Solomon, even two hundred and 
fifty, that bore rule over the people. 

^^And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city 
of David unto the house that he had 
built for her; for he said: ^No wife 
of mine shall dwell in the house of 
David king of Israel, because the 
places are holy, whereunto the ark of 
the Lord hath come.^ 

^^Then Solomon offered burnt- 
offermgs unto the Lord on the altar 
of the Lord, which he had built before 
the porch, ^^even as the duty of every 
day required, offering according to 
the commandment of Moses, on the 
sabbaths, and on the new moons, and 
on the appointed seasons, three times 
in the year, even in the feast of un- 
leavened bread, and in the feast of 
weeks, and in the feast of taliernacles. 
^^And he appointed, according to the

^®ana she bore him sons: Jeush, and 
Shemariah, and Zaham. ^“And after 
her he took Maacah the daughter of 
Absalom; and she bore him Abijah^ 
and Attai, and Ziza, and Shelomith. 
^^And Rehoboam loved Maacah the 
daughter of Absalom above all his 
wives and Ms concubines — for he 
took eighteen wives, and threescore 
concubines, and begot twenty and 
eight sons and threescore daughters. 
“And Rehoboam appointed Abijah 
the son of Maacah to be cMef , even 
the prince among Ms brethren; for 
he was minded to make Mm king. 
“And he dealt wisely, and dispersed 
of all Ms sons throughout all the 
lands of Judah and Benjamin, unto 
every fortified city; and he gave them 
victual in abundance. And he sought 
for them many wives. 

1 O And it came to pass, when the 
Mngdom of Rehoboam was 
established, and he was strong, that 
he forsook the law of the Loed, and 
all Israel with him. ^And it came to 
pass in the fifth year of king Reho- 
boam, that SMshak king of Eg37pt 
came up agamst Jerusalem, because 
they had dealt treacherously with 
the ^ Loed, ®with twelve hundred 
chariots, and threescore thousand 
horsemen; and the people were with- 
out number that came with IiItyi out 
of Egypt; the Lubim, the Sukkiim, 
and the EtMopians. ^And he took 
the fortified cities which pertained to 
Judah, and came unto Jerusalem. 
®Now Shemaiah the prophet came to 
Rehoboam, and to the princes of 
Judah, that were gathered together to 
Jerusalem because of SMshak, and 
said unto them: ‘Thus saith the 
forsaken Me, there- 
uuve I also left you in the hand 


of SMshak.’ ®Then the princes oj 
Israel and the king humbled them- 
selves; and they said: ‘The Loed is 
righteous.’ ^And when the Loei 
saw that they humbled themselves, the 
word of the Loed came to Shemaiah 
sajdng: ‘They have humbled them- 
selves; I will not destroy them; bui 
I will grant them some deliverance 
and My wrath shall not be poured oul 
upon Jerusalem by the hand of SM- 
shak. ^Nevertheless they shall be his 
servants; that they may know My 
service, and the service of the king- 
doms of the countries.’ 

®So SMshak king of Egypt came uj: 
against Jerusalem, and took away 
the treasures of the house of the 
Loed, and the treasures of the king’s 
house; he took all away; he took away 
also the sMelds of gold wMch Solomon 
had made. ^°And king Rehoboam 
made in their stead shields of brass, 
and committed them to the hands of 
the captains of the guard, that kept 
the door of the king’s house. “And 
it was so, that as oft as the king 
entered into the house of tlie Loed, 
the guard came and bore thorn, and 
brought them back into the guard- 
chamber. “And when he humbled 
himself, the anger of the Loed turned 
from Mm, that He would not destroy 
Mm altogether; and moreover in 
Judah there were good tMngs found. 

“So king Rehoboam strengihened 
Mmself in Jerusalem, and reigned; 
for Rehoboam was forty and one 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned seventeen years in 
Jerusalem, the city which the Loed 
had chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel, to put His name there; and 
his mother’s name was Naaniah the 
Ammonitess. “And he did that wMch 
was evil, because he set not his heart 
to seek the Lord. 
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the acts of Rehoboam, first 
and last, are they not written in the 
histories of Shemaiah the prophet and 
of Iddo the seer, after the manner of 
genealogies? And there were wars 
between Rehoboam and Jeroboam 
continually. ^®And Rehoboam slept 
with his fathers, and was buried in the 
city of David; and Abijah his son 
reigned in his stead, 

1 O In the eighteenth year of king 
^ ^ Jeroboam began Abijah to reign 
over Judah. ^Three years reigned 
he in Jerusalem; and his mothor^s 
name was Micaiah the daughter of 
Uriel of Gibeah. And there was war 
between Abijah and Jeroboam. ^And 
Abijah joined battle with an army of 
valiant men of war, even four hundred 
thousand chosen men; and Jeroboam 
set the battle in array against him 
with eight hundred thousand chosen 
men, who were mighty men of valour. 
^And Abijah stood up upon mount 
Zemaraim, which is in the hill-country 
of Ephraim, and said: *Hear me, 0 
Jeroboam and all Israel; ^ught ye 
not to know that the Lord, the God of 
Israel, gave the kingdom over Israel 
to David for ever, even to him and to 
his sons by a covenant of salt? ®Yot 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, the serv- 
ant of Solomon the son of David, rose 
up, and rebelled against his lord. 
^And there were gathered unto him 
vain men, base fellows that strength- 
ened themselves against Rehoboam 
the son of Solomon, when Rehoboam 
was young and faint-hearted) and 
could not withstand them. ®And 
now ye think to withstand the kinjj^ 
dom of the, Lord in the hand of the 
sons of David; and ye are a groat 
multitude, and there are with you the 
golden calves which Jeroboam made 
you for gods. *Have yo not driven 
out the priests of the Lord, the sons of 


Aaron, and the Levites, and have made 
you priests after the manner of the 
peoples of other lands? so that who- 
soever cometh to consecrate himself 
with a young bullock and seven rams, 
the same becometh a priest of them 
that are no gods. ^®But as for us, the 
Lord is our God, and we have not 
forsaken Him; and we have priests 
ministering unto the Lord, the soi^ 
of Aaron, and the Levites in their 
work; ^^and they burn unto the Lord 
every mormng and every evening 
burnt-offerings and sweet incense; 
the showbread also set they in order 
upon the pure table; and the candle- 
stick of gold with the lamps thereof, 
to burn every evenmg; for we keep 
the charge of the Lord our God; but 
ye have forsaken Him. ^®And, be- 
hold, God is with us at our head, 
and His priests with the trumpets of 
alarm^ to sound an alarm against you. 
0 children of Israel, fight ye not 
against the Lord, the God of your 
fathers; for ye shall not prosper.' 

^®But Jeroboam caused an ambush- 
ment to come about behind them; so 
they were before Judah, and the am- 
bushment was behind them. ^^And 
when Judah looked back, behold, the 
battle was before and behind them: 
and they cried unto the Lord, ana 
the priests sounded with the trumpets. 
^*Then the men of Judah gave a shout; 
and as the men of Judah shouted, it 
came to pass, that God smote Jero- 
boam and all Israel before Abijah 
and Judah. ^®And the children of 
Israel fled before Judah: and God 
delivered them into their hahd. 
i^And Abijah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter; so there 
fell down slain of Isram five hundred 
thousand chosen men. ^®Thus the 
children of Israel wore brought under 
at that time, and the children of 
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Judah prevailed, because they relied 
upon the Loed, the God of their 
fathers. ^^And Abijah pursued after 
Jeroboam, and took cities from him, 
Bethel with the towns thereof, and 
Jeshanah with the towns thereof, and 
Ephrain with the towns thereof. 
20Neither did Jeroboam recover 
strength again in the days of Abijah; 
and the Lord smote him, and he (bed. 
^^But Abijah waxed mighty, and took 
unto himself fourteen wives, and be- 
got twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
daughters. ^And the rest of the acts 
of Abijah, and his ways, and his say- 
ings, are written m the commentary of 
the prophet Iddo. 

2*So Abijah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city of 
David, and Asa his son reigned in his 
stead; in his days the land was quiet 
■j A ten years. ^And Asa did that 
which was good and right in 
the eyes of the Lord his God; ^for 
he took away the strange altars, and 
the high places, and broke down the 
pillars, and hewed down the Asherim; 
^and commanded Judah to seek the 
Lord, the God of their fathers, and to 
do the law and the commandment. 
^Also he took away out of all the cities 
of Judah the high places and the sun- 
images; and the Imgdom was quiet 
before him. ®And he built fortified 
cities in Judah; for the land was quiet, 
and he had no war in those years; 
because the Lord had given him rest. 
®For he said unto Judah: ^Let us 
build these cities, and make about 
them walls, and towers, gates, and 
bars; the land is yet before us, be- 
cause we have sought the Lord our 
God; wo have sought Him, and He 
Jiatli given _ us rest on every side.^ 
So they built and prospered. ^And 
Asa liad a,n army that boro bucklers 
and spears, out of J udah three hundred 


thousand; and out of Benjamin, that 
bore shields and drew bows, two hun- 
dred and fourscore thousand; all these 
were mighty men of valour. 

®And there came out against them 
Zerah the Ethiopian with an army of a 
thousand thousand, and three hundred 
chariots; and he came unto Mareshah. 
®Then Asa went out to meet him, and 
they set the battle in array in the 
valley of Zephath at Mareshah. ^°And 
Asa cried unto the Lord his God, 
and said: 'Lord, there is none beside 
Thee to help, between the mighty 
and him that hath no strength; help 
us, 0 Lord our God; for we rely on 
Thee, and in Thy name are we come 
against this multitude. Thou art the 
Lord our God; let not man prevail 
against Thee.’ the Lord smote 
the Ethiopians before Asa, and before 
Judah; and the Ethiopians fled. 
^^And Asa and the people that were 
with Mm pursued them unto Gerar; 
and there fell of the EtMopians so 
that none remained ali\"e; for they 
were shattered before the Lord, and 
before His host; and they carried away 
very much booty. “And they smote 
all the cities round about Gcnir; for a 
terror from the Lord came upon them ' 
and they spoiled all the cities; for there 
was much spoil in them. ^^They smote 
also the tents of cattle, and carried 
away sheep in abundance and camels, 
and returned to Jerusalem. 

1 ^ And the spirit of G(Ki came upon 
Azariah the son of Oded; ®uttd 
he w’^ciit out to meet Asa, and said 
unto him: 'Hear yo me, Asa, and all 
Judah and Benjamin: the Lord is 
with you, while yc are with Him; and 
if ye seek Him, Ho will I)o hmnd of you; 
but if ye forsake Him, He will forsake 
you, 3]\7 ow for long st^asons Israel 
was without the true (i(k1, ami without 
a teaching priest, and without law; 
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%ut when in their distress they turned 
unto the Lord, the God of Israel, and 
sought Him, He was found of them. 
®And in those times there was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to him 
that came in, but ^eat discomfitures 
were upon all the inhabitants of the 
lands. ®And they were broken in 
pieces, nation against nation, and 
city against city; for God did discomfit 
them with all .manner of adversity. 
’But be ye strong, and let not your 
hands be slack; for your work shall 
be rewarded.' 

®And when Asa heard these words, 
even the prophecy of Oded the proph- 
et, he took courage, and put away the 
detestable things out of all the land of 
Judah and Benjamin, and out of the 
cities which he had taken from the 
hill-country of Ephraim; and he re- 
newed the altar of the Lord, that wa.s 
before the porch of the Lord. ^And 
he gathered all Judah and Benjamin, 
and them that sojourned with them 
out of Ephraim and Manasseh, and 
out of Simeon; for they fell to him out 
of Israel in abundance, when they saw 
that the Lord his God was with him. 
^^^So they gathered themselves to- 
gether at Jerusalem in the third month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of 
Asa, “And they sacrificed unto the 
Lord in that day, of the spoil which 
they had brought, seven hundred 
oxen and seven thousand sheep, ^^And 
they entered into the covenant to 
seek the Lord, the God of their fathers, 
with all their heart and with all thdr 
soul; ^and that whosoever would not 
seek the Lord, the God of Israel, 
should be put to death, whether 
small or gr^t, whether man or woman. 
'^And they swore unto the Lord with 
a loud voice, and with shouting, and 
with trumpets, and with horns: “And 
all Judah rejoiced at the oath; for they 

Hcb. Darmffiek, and in 


had sworn with all their heart, and 
sought Him with their whole desire; 
and He was found of them; and the 
Lord gave them rest round about. 

“And also Maacah the mother of 
Asa the king, he removed her from 
being queen, because she had made an 
abominable image for an Asherah; 
and Asa cut down her image, and 
made dust of it, and burnt it at the 
brook Kidron. “But the high places 
were not taken away out of Israel; 
nevertheless the heart of Asa was 
whole all his days. “And he brought 
into the house of God the things that 
his father had hallowed, and that he 
himself had hallowed, silver, and gold, 
and vessels. ^®And there was no more 
war unto the five and thirtieth year 
of the reign of Asa. 

I ^ In the six and thirtieth year 
^ of the reign of Asa, Baaga king 
of Israel went up against Judah, and 
built Eamah, that he might not suffer 
any to go out or come in to Asa king 
of Judah. ^Then Asa brought out 
silver and gold out of the treasures of 
the house of the Lord and of the 
king's house, and sent to Ben-hadad 
king of Aram, that dwelt at »Damas- 
cus, saying: There is a league be- 
tween me and thee, as there was be- 
tween my father and thy father; be- 
hold, I have sent thee silver and gold; 
go, break thy league with .Baasa 
king of Israel, that ho may depart from 
me.' ^And Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
kin|5 Asa, and sent the captains of his 
armies against the cities of Israel* 
and they smote Ijon, and Dan, ana 
Abel-maim, and all the storo-citios 
of Naphtali. ^And it came to pass, 
when Baasa heard thereof, that he 
left off building Eamah, and lot his 
work cease, «Thon Asa the king took 
all. Judah; and they carried away the 
stones of Eamah, and the timber there- 

xxiv 23; xxviii, 23. 
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of, wherewith Baasa had builded; and 
he built therewith Geba and Mizpah. 

^And at that time Hanani the seer 
came to Asa king of Judah, and said 
unto him: ‘Because thou hast relied 
on the king of Aram, and hast not 
relied on the Lord thy God, therefore 
is the host of the king of Aram escaped 
out of thy hand. ®Were not the 
Ethiopians and the Lubim a huge 
host, with chariots and horsemen ex- 
ceeding many? yet,' because thou didst 
rely on the Lord, He delivered them 
into thy hand. ^For the eyes of the 
Lord run to and fro throughout the 
whole earth, to show Himself strong 
in the behalf of them whose heart is 
whole toward Him. Herein thou hast 
done foolishly; for from henceforth 
thou shalt have wars.' ^°Then Asa 
was wroth with the seer, and put him 
in the^ prison-house; for he was in a 
rage with him because of this thing. 
And Asa oppressed some of the people 
the same time. 

^And, behold, the acts of Asa, 
first and last, lo, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Judah and 
Israel, ^^^nd in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign Asa was diseased 
in his feet; his disease was exceeding 
great; yet in his disease he sought 
not to the Lord, but to the physicians. 
^^And Asa slept with his fathers, and 
died in the one and fortieth year of 
his reign. ^tAjid they buried him in 
his own sepulchres, which he had 
hewn out for himself in the city of 
David, and laid Mm in the bed wMch 
was filled with sweet odours and divers I 
kinds [of spices] prepared by the 
perfumers' art; and they made a very 
great burning for him. 

17 And J ehoshaphat Ms son reigned 
in his stead, and strengthened 
Mmself against Israel. ^And he placed 
forces in all the fortified cities of 


Judah, and set garrisons in the land 
of Judah, and in the cities of Ephraim, 
wMch Asa Ms father had taken. ®And 
the Lord was with Jehoshaphat, be- 
cause he walked in the first wa^ of 
his father David, and sought not unto 
the Baalim; %ut sought to the God 
of Ms father, and walked in His com- 
mandments, and not after the doings 
of Israel. ^Therefore the Lord estab- 
lished the kingdom in Ms hand; and 
all Judah, brought to Jehoshaphat 
presents; and he had riches and honour 
in abundance. ®And Ms heart was 
lifted up in the ways of the Lord; 
and furthermore he took away the 
Mgh places and the Asherim out of 
Judah. 

^Also in the tMrd year of Ms reign 
he sent Ms princes, even Ben-hail, and 
Obadiah, and Zechariah^ and Nethanel, 
and Micaiah, to teach m the cities of 
Judah; ®and with them the Levites, 
even Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, and 
Zebadiah, and Asahel, and Shemira- 
moth, and Jehonathan, and Adonijah, 
and Tobijah, and Tob-adonijah, the 
Levites; and with them Elishama and 
Jehoram, the priests. ®And they 
taught in Judah, having the book of 
the Law of the Lord with them; and 
they went about throughout all the 
cities of Judah, and taught among the 
people. 

^°And a terror from the Lord fell 
upon all the kingdoms of the lands 
that were round about Judah, so that 
they made no war against Jehoshaphat. 
“And some of the PMlistines brought 
Jehoshaphat presents, and silver for 
tribute; the Arabians also brought Mm 
flocks, seven thousand and seven hun- 
dred rams, and i^vcn thousand and 
seven hundred h(>-goats. ^And Je- 
hoshaphat waxed great exceeclingly* 
and ho- built in Judah castles ana 
cities of store. **And he had many 
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works in the cities of Judah; and men 
of war, mighty men of valour, in Jeru- 
salem. ^^And this was the numbering 
of them according to their fathers^ 
houses; of Judah, the captains of 
thousands: Adnah the captain, and 
with him mighty men of valour three 
hundred thousand; ^^and next to him 
Jehohanan the captain, and with him 
two hundred and fourscore thousand; 
^®and next to him Amasiah the son of 
Zichri, who wiUingly offered himself 
unto the Lord, and with him two 
hundred thousand mighty men of 
valour; ^^and of Benjamin: Eliada 
a mighty man of valour, and with 
him two hundred thousand armed with 
bow and shield; i®and next to him 
Jehozabad, and with him a hundred 
and fourscore thousand ready pre- 
pared for war. ^®These were they that 
waited on the king, beside those whom 
the king put in the fortified cities 
throughout all Judah, 
i Q Now Jehoshaphat had riches 
and honour in abundance; and 
he allied himself with Ahab by mar- 
riage. ^And after a lapse of years he 
went down to Ahab to Samaria. And 
Ahab killed sheep and oxen for him in 
abundance, and for the people that 
were with him, and persuaded him 
to go up with him to Ramoth-giload. 
*And Ahab king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah: 'Wilt 
thou go with me to Ramoth-gilead?’ 
And he answered him: 'I am as 
thou art, and my people as thy peo- 
ple; and we will be with thee m the 
war.' 

^And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
Idng of Israel: 'Inquire, I pray 
thee, at the word of the Lord to-day.' 
®Then the king of Israel gathered the 
prophets togotner, four hundred men, 
and said unto them: 'Shall we go to 
Ramoth-^lead to battle, or slmll I

forbear?' And they said: 'Go up; for 
God will deliver it into the hand of the 
king.' ®But Jehoshaphat said: 'Is 
there not here besides a prophet of the 
Lord, that we might inquire of him?' 
^And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat: 'There is yet one man 
by whom we may inquire of the Lord ; 
but I hate him; for he never proph- 
esieth good concerning me, but always 
evil; the same is Micaiah the son of 
Imla.' And Jehoshaphat said; 'Let 
not the king say so.' ®Then the king 
of Israel called an oj0&cer, and said: 
'Fetch quickly Micaiah the son of 
Imla.' ®Now the Idng of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah sat 
each on his throne, arrayed in their 
robes, and they sali in a threshing-floor 
at the entrance of the gate of Samaria; 
and all the prophets were prophesying 
before them- ^®And Zedekiah the son 
of Chenaanah made him horns of iron, 
and said: 'Thussaith the Lord: With 
these shalt thou gore the Arameans, 
until they be consumed.' ^^And all 
the prophets prophesied so, saying: 

' Go up to Ramoth-gilead, and prosper; 
for the Lord will deliver it into the 
hand of the king.' 

^®And the messenger that went to 
call Micaiah spoke to him, saying: 
'Behold, the words of the prophets 
declare good to the king with one 
mouth* let thy word therefore, I 
pray tnee, be like one of theirs, and 
speak thou good,' ^®Aad Micaiah 
said: 'As the Lord liveth, what my 
God saith, that will I speak.' ^^And 
when he was come to the king, the 
king said unto him: '“Micaiah, shall 
we KO to Ramoth-^lead to battle, or 
shall I forbear?' And he said: 'Go ye 
up, and prosper; and they shall be 
deuvered mto your hand.' ^®And the 
king said to him: 'How many times 
shall I adjure thee that thou speak 

Mioah, 
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unto me nothing but the truth in the 
name of the Lord?' ^®And he said* 
saw all Israel scattered upon the 
mountains, as sheep that have no 
shepherd; and the Lord said; These 
have no master, let them return every 
man to his house in peace.’ ^^And 
the king of Israel said to Jehoshaphat: 
^Did I not tell thee that he would not 
prophesy good concerning me, but 
evil?’ i®Andhesaid: * Therefore hear 
ye the word of the Lord: I saw the 
Lord sitting upon His throne, and all 
the host of heaven standing on His 
right hand and on His left. ^^And 
the Lord said: Who shall entice 
Ahab king of Israel, that he may go 
up and fall at Ramoth-gilead? And 
one spoke saying after this manner, 
and another saying after that man- 
ner. ^‘^And there came forth the 
spirit, and stood before the Lord, and 
said : I will entice him. And the Lord 
said unto him: Wherewith? ^lAnd he 
said: I will go forth, and will be a 
lying spirit in the mouth of all his 
prophets. And He said: Thou shalt 
entice him, and shalt prevail also; go 
forth, and do so. therefore, 

behold, the Lord hath put a lying 
spirit in the mouth of these thy proph - 1 
ets; and the Lord hath spoken evil ' 
concerning thee.’ 

23Then Zedebah the son of^ Che- 
naanah came near, and smote Micaiah 
upon the cheek, and said : ^ Which way 
went the spirit of the Lord from me to 
speak unto thee?’ 24^nd Micaiah 
said: 'Behold, thou shalt see on that 
day, when thou shalt go into an inner 
cumber to hide thyself.’ ^^And the 
bng of Israel said: ‘Take yo Micaiah,’ 
and carry him back unto Amon the 
governor of the city, and to Joash the 
king’s^ son; 2%nd say: Thus saith 
the king: Put this fellow in the 
prison, and feed him with scant bread 


and with scant water, until I return 
in peace.’ 27 ^^ ]y[icQ^iah said: ‘If 
thou return at all in peace, the Lord 
hath not spoken by me.’ And he said : 
‘Hear, ye peoples, all of you.’ 

2sSo the king of Israel and Jehosha- 
phat the bng of Judah went up to 
Ramoth-gilead. 29^TQ(i the king of 
Israel said unto Jehoshaphat: ‘I will 
disguise myself, and go into the battle; 
but put thou on thy robes.’ So the 
bng of Israel disguised himself; and 
they went into the battle . ^®N 0 w t he 

bng of Aram had commanded the cap- 
tains of bs chariots, saying: ‘Eight 
neither with small nor great, save only 
with the king of Israel.’ ^^And it came 
to pass, when the captains of the char- 
iots saw Jehoshaphat, that they said: 
‘It is the king of Israel.’ Therefore 
they turned about to fight against 
him; but Jehoshaphat cried out, and 
the Lord helped him; and God moved 
them to depart from him. ^^And it 
came to pass, when the captains of 
the chariots saw that it was not 
the bng of Israel, that they turned 
back from pursuing him. ^^And a 
certain man drew his bow at a ven- 
tui*e, and smote the king of Israel 
between the lower armour and the 
breastplate; wherefore he siiid to 
the driver of the chariot: ‘Turn thy 
hand, and carry mo out of the host; 
for I am sore wounded.’ *^And the 
battle increased that day; howboit 
the bng of Israel stayed himself up 
in his chariot against tlio Aramoans 
until the even; and about the time of 
the going down of the sun he died. 

IQ And Jehoshapliat the king of 
Judah returned to his house in 
peace to Jerusalem. ^Aud Jehu the 
son of Hanani the seer wont out to 
meet him, and said to king Jehosha- 
phat: ‘Shouldest thou help the wick- 
ed, and love them that hate the Lord? 
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for this thing wrath is upon thee from 
before the Lord. ’Nevertheless there 
are good things found in thee, in that 
thou hast put away the Asheroth out 
of the land, and hast set thy heart to 
seek God.' 

^And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusa- 
lem; and he went out again among the 
people from Beer-sheba to the hill- 
country of Ephraim, and brought 
them back unto the Lord, the God 
of their fathers. ’And he set judges 
in the land throughout all the forti-i 
fied cities of Judah, city by city, ®and j 
said to the judges: ‘Consider what 
ye do; for ye judge not for man, but 
for the Lord; and [He is) with you in 
giving judgment. ^Now therefore 
let the fear of the Lord be upon 
you; take heed and do it; for there is 
no iniquity with the Lord our God, 
nor respect of persons, nor taking of 
bribes.' 

^Moreover in Jerusalem did Jehosha- 
phat set of the Levites and the priests, 
and of the heads of the fathers’ houses 
of Israel, for the judgment of the 
Lord, and for controversies. And 
they returned to Jerusalem. ®And 
he charged them, saying: ‘Thus 
shall ye do in the fear of the Lord, 
faithfully, and with a whole heart. 
^®And whensoever any controversy 
shall come to you from your brethren 
that dwell in their cities, between 
blood and blood, between law and 
commandment, statutes and ordi- 
nances, ye shall warn them, that they 
be not guilty towards the Ixdrd, and 
so wrath come upon you and upon 
your brethren; thus shall ye do, and 
ye shall not be jjuilty. ^'And, behold, 
Amariah the chief, priest is over you 
in all matters of the Lord; and 2kiba- 
diah the son of Ishmael, the ruler of- 
the house of Judah, in all the king’s 
matters; also the ofl&cers of the Levites 


before you. Deal courageously, and 
the Lord be with the good.’ 

OA And it came to pass after this, 
that the children of Moab, and 
the children of Ammon, and with them 
some of thp Ammonites, came against 
Jehoshaphat to battle, ^xhen there 
came some that told Jehoshaphat, 
saying: ‘There cometh a great multi- 
tude against thee from beyond the 
sea from Aram; and, behold, they are 
in Hazazon-tamar’ — the same is En- 
gedi. ’And Jehoshaphat feared, and 
set himself to seek unto the Lord; 
and he proclaimed a fast throughout 
all Judah. "^And Judah gathered 
themselves together, to seek help of 
the Lord; even out of all the cities of 
Judah they came to seek the Lord. 
’And Jehoshaphat stood in the congre- 
gation of Judah and Jerusalem, in the 
house' of the Lord, before the new 
court, ’and ho said: ‘0 Lord, the 
God of our fathers, art not Thou alone 
God in heaven? and art not Thou 
ruler over all the kingdoms of the 
nations? and in Thy hand is power and

^Now the downfall of Ahaziah 
was of God, in that he went unto 
Joram; for when he was come, he 
went out with Jehoram against Jehu 
the son of Nimshi, w^hom the Lord 
had anomted to cut off the house of 
Ahab. ®And it came to pass, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of Ahab, that he found the 
princes of Judah, and the sons of the 
brethren of Ahaziah, ministering to 
Ahaziah, and slew them, *And ho 
sought Ahaziah, and they caught him 
—now ho was hiding in Bamaria— 
and they brought him to Jehu, and 
slew him; and they buried him, for 
they said: 'He is the son of Jehosha- 
phat, who sought the Lord, with all 
his heart,’ And there was none of the 
house of Ahaziah that had power to 
hold the kingdom.

^^And Hezekiah had exceeding much 
riches and honour; and he provided 
him treasuries for silver, and for gold, 
and for precious stones, and for spices, 
and for shields, and for all manner of 
goodly vessels; “store-houses also for 
the increase of corn, and wine, and oil; 
and stalls for all manner of beasts, 
and flocks in folds. “Moreover he 
provided him cities, and possessions 
of flocks and herds in abundance; for 
God had given him very much sub- 
stance. ®°This same Hezekiah also 
stopped the upper spring of the waters 
of Gihon, and brought them straight 
down on the west side of the city of 
David. And Hezekiah prospered in 
aU his works. ^^Howbeit in the 
business of the ambassadors of the 
princes of Babylon, who sent unto 
him to inquire of the Wonder that was 
done in the land, God left him, to try 
him, that He mighf know all that was 
in his heart. 

®2Now the rest of the acts of Heze- 
kiah, and his good deeds, behold, 
they are written in the vision of Isaiah 
the prophet the son of Amoz, and 
in the book of the kings of Judah and 
Israel. “And Hezekiah slept with 
his fathers, and they buried him in the 
ascent of the sepulchres of the sons of 
David; and all Judah and the inhab- 
itants of Jerusalem did him honour 
at his death. And Manassch h^ son 
reigned in his stead. 

O o Manasseh was twelve years old 
when he began to reign j and he 
reigned fifty and five years m Jeru- 
salem. ^And ho did that wliich was 
evil in the sight of the Lord, after 
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the abominations of the nations, whom 
the Lord cast out before the children 
of Israel. ®Eor he built again the high 
places wMch Hezekiah his father had 
broken down; and he reared up altars 
for the Baalim, and made Asheroth, 
and worshipped all the host of heaven, 
and served them. ^And he built 
altars in the house of the Lord, where- 
of the Lord said: ^In Jerusalem shall 
My name be for ever.’ ®And he built 
altars for all the host of heaven in 
the two courts of the house of the 
Lord. ®He also made his children to 
pass through the fire in the valley of 
the son of Hinnom; and he practised 
soothsaying, and used enchantments, 
and practised sorcery, and appointed* 
them that divined by a ghost or a 
familiar spirit; he wrought much evil 
in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
Him. “^And he set the graven image 
of the idol, which he had made, in the 
house of uod, of which God said to 
David and to Solomon his son: ‘In 
this house, and in Jerusalem, which 
I have chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel, will I put My name for ever; 
^neither will I any more remove the 
foot of Israel from off the land which 
I have appointed for your fathers; if 
only they will observe to do all that I 
have commanded them, even all the 
law and the statutes and the ordi- 
nances by the hand of Moses.’ ®And 
Manasseh made Judah and the inhab- 
itants of Jerusalem to err, so that they 
did evil more than did the nations, 
whom the Lord destroyed before the 
children of Israel. 

i^And the Lord spoke to Manasseh, 
and to his people; but they gave no 
heed. ^Wherefore the Lord brought 
upon them the captains of the host of 
the king of Assyria, who took Mar 
xmsseh with hooks, and bound him 
with fetters, and carried him to Baby- 


lon. ^And when he was in distress 
he besought the Lord his God, anc 
humbled himself greatly before th< 
God of his fathers. ^^And he prayec 
unto Him; and He was entreated ol 
him, and heard his supplication, and 
brought him back to Jerusalem intc 
his langdom. Then Manasseh knew 
that the Lord He was God. 

i^Now after this he built an outer 
wall to the city of David, on the west 
side of Gihon, in the valley, even to the 
entrance at the fish gate* and he com- 
passed about Ophel, and raised it up 
a very great height; and he put cap- 
tains of the army in all the fortified 
cities of Judah. ^^And he took away 
the strange gods, and the idol out of 
the house of the Lord, and all the 
altars that he had built in the mount 
of the house of the Lord, and in Jeru- 
salem, and cast them out of the city. 
^®And he built up the altar of the Lord, 
and offered thereon sacrifices of peace- 
offerings and of thanksgiving, and 
commanded Judah to serve the Lord, 
the God of^ Israel. ^’Nevertheless 
the people did sacrifice still in the 
high places, but only unto the Lord 
their God. 

^®Now the rest of the acts of Manas- 
seh, and his prayer unto his God, and 
the words of the seers that spoke to 
him in the name of the Lord, the God 
of Israel, behold, they are written 
among the acts of the kings of Israel. 
^®His prayer also, and how [God] was 
entreated of him, and aU lus sin and 
his transgression, and the places 
wherein he built high places, and set 
up the Asherim and the graven images, 
before he humbled himself; behold, 
they are written in the history of the 
seers. ^^^Bo Manasseh slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in his 
own house: and Amon his son reigned 
in his stead. 
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^^Amon was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned two years in Jerusalem. ^^And 
he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord, as did Manasseh Ms 
father; and Amon sacridced unto ail 
the graven images wMch Manasseh 
Ms father had made, and served them. 
^And he humbled not Mmself before 
the Lord, as Manasseh Ms father had 
humbled Mmself; but tMs same Amon 
became guilty more and more. ^And 
Ms servants conspired against Mm, 
and put Mm to death in Ms own house. 
2®But the people of the land slew all 
them that had conspired against king 
Amon; and the people of the land 
made Josiah Ms son king in his stead. 
QA Josiah was eight years old when 
he began to reign; and he reigned 
thirty and one years in Jerusalem. 
^And he did that which was right m 
the eyes of the Lord, and walked in 
the ways of David Ms father, and 
turned not aside to the right hand or 
to the left. ®For in the eighth year 
of Ms reign, wMle he was yet young, he 
began to seek after the God of David 
his father; and in the twelfth year he 
began to purge Judah and Jerusalem 
from the Mgh places, and the Asherim, 
and the graven images, and the molten 
images, ^And they broke down the 
altars of the Baalim in his presence; 
and the sun-images, that were on 
high above them, he hewed down; and 
the Asherim, and the graven images, 
and the molten images, he broke m 
pieces, and made dust of them, and 
strewed it upon the graves of them 
that had sacrificed unto them. ®And 
he burnt the bones of the priests upon 
their altars, and purged Judah and 
Jerusalem. «And so did he in the 
cities of Manasseh and Ephraim and 
Simeon, even unto Naphtali, with 
their axes round about. ^And he 


broke down the altars, and beat the 
Asherim and the graven images into 
powder, and hewed down all the sun- 
images throughout all the^ land of 
Israel, and returned to Jerusalem.

encouraged them to the service of the 
house of the Lord. ^And he said imto 
the Levites that taught all Israel, 
that were holy unto the Lord: Tut 
the holy ark in the house which Sol- 
omon the son of David king of Israel 
did build; there shall no more be a 
burden upon your shoulders; now 
serve the Lord your God, and His 
people Israel. ‘‘And prepare ye after 
your fathers’ houses by yom courses, 
according to the writing of David king 
of Israel, and according to the writing 
of Solomon his son. ®And stand in the 
holy place according to the divisions 
of the fathers’ houses of your brethren 
the children of the people, and [let 
there be for each] a portion of a fathers’ 
house of the Levites. ®And kill the 
passover lamb, and sanctify your- 
selves, and prepare for your brethren, 
to do according to the word of the 
Lord by the hand of Moses.’ 

’^And Josiah gave to the children of 
the people, of the flock, lambs and 
kids, all of them for the passover- 
offerings, unto all that were present, 
to the number of thirty thousand, 
and three thousand bullocks; these 


were of the king’s substance. ®And 
his prmces gave willingly unto the 
people, to the priests, and to the Le- 
vites. Hilkiah and Zechariah and Jehi- 
el, the rulers of the house of God, gave 
unto the priests for the passover- 
offerings two thousand and six hun- 
dred [small cattle], and three hun- 
dred oxen. ®Conaniah also, and Shem- 
aiah and Nethanel, his brethren, and 
Hashabiah and Jeiel and Jozabad, the 
chiefs of the Levites, gave unto the 
Levites for the passover-offerings five 
thousand [small cattle], and five hun- 
dred oxen. 

^•^So the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites by their courses, accord- 
ing to the king’s commandment. 
^^And they killed the passover lamb, 
and the priests dashed [the blood, 
which they received] of their hand, 
and the Levites flayed them. ^^And 
they removed the portions that were 
to be burnt, that they might give 
them to the divisions of the fathers’ 
houses of the children of the people, 
to present unto the Lord, as it is 
written in the book of hloses. And 
so did they with the oxen. ^*And they 
roasted the passover with fire accord- 
ing to the ordinance; and the holy 
offerings sod they in pots, and in 
caldrons^ and in pans, and carried 
them quickly to all the children of the 
people. ^‘And afterward they pre- 
pared for themselves, and for the 
priests; because the priests the sons of 
Aaron were busied in offering the 
portions that were to be burnt and 
the fat until night; therefore the Le- 
vites prepared for themselves, and 
for the priests the sons of Aaron.

Jerusalem. ^®In the eighteenth year of 
the reign of Josiah was this passover 
kept. 

^”After all this, when Josiah had 
prepared the temple, Neco^ king of 
Egypt went up to fight against Car- 
chemish by the Euphrates* and Josiah 
went out against him. ®^But he sent 
ambassadors to him, saying: ‘What 
have I to do with thee, thou king of 
Judah? I come not against thee 
this day, but against the house where- 
with I have war; and God hath given 
command to speed me; forbear thee 
from meddling with God, who is 
with me, that He destroy thee not.' 
““Nevertheless Josiah would not turn 
his face from him, but disguised 
himself, that ho might fight with him; 
and hearkened not unto the words oi 
Neco, from the mouth of God, and 
came to fight in the valley of Megiddo. 
“’And the archers shot at king Josiah; 
and the king said to his servants: 

‘ Have me away; for I am sore wound- 
ed.' “^So his servants took him out 
of the chariot, and put him in the 


second chariot that he had, and 
brought him to Jerusalem; and he 
died, and was buried m the sepulchres 
of Ms fathers. And all Judah and 
Jerusalem mourned for Josiah. “®And 
Jeremiah lamented for Josiah; and all 
the singing men and singing women 
spoke of Josiah in their lamentations, 
unto this day; and they made them 
an ordinance in Israel; and, behold, 
they are written in the lamentations. 
“®Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, 
and his good deeds, according to that 
which is witten in the Law of the 
Lord, “^and his acts, first and last, 
behold, they are written in the book 
of the kings of Israel and Judah. 

Q ^ Then the people of the land took

and put them in his temple at Babylon, 
®Now the rest of the acts of Jehmakim, 
and his abominations which he did, 
and that which was foxmd in him, 
behold, they are written in the book 
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of the kings of Israel and Judah; and 
Jehoiachin his son reigned in his 
stead. 

^Jehoiachin was eight years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned three months ana ten days in 
Jerusalem; and he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Loed. ^‘^And 
at the return of the year king Nebu- 
chadnezzar sent, and brought him to 
Babylon, with the goodly vessels of 
the house of the Loed, and made Zede- 
kiah his brother long over Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

i^Zedekiah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem; 
^^and he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord his God; he 
humbled not hunself before Jeremiah 
the prophet speahng from the mouth 
of the Lord. ^^And he also rebelled 
against kmg Nebuchadnezzar, who 
had made him swear by God; but he 
stiffened his neck, and hardened his 
heart from turning unto the Lord, 
the God of Israel, ^^Moreover aU the 
chiefs of the priests, and the people, 
transgressed very greatly after all the 
abonoinations of the nations; and they 
polluted the house of the Lord which 
He had hallowed in Jerusalem, ^^And 
the Lord, the God of their fathers, 
sent to therh by His messengers, send- 
ing betimes and often; because He 
had compassion on His people, and 
on His dwelling-place; ^®but they 
mocked the messengers of God, and 
despised His words, and scoffed at 
His prophets, until the wrath: of the 
Lord arose against His people, till 
there was no remedy. 


^Therefore He brought upon them 
the king of the Chaldeans, who slew 
their young men with the sword in the 
house of their sanctuary, and had no 
compassion upon young man or maid- 
en, old man* or hoary-headed; He 
gave them all into his hand. ^^And 
all the vessels of the house of God, 
great and small, and the treasures of 
the house of the Lord, and the treas- 
ures of the king, and of Ms princes; 
all these he mought to Babylon. 
i®And they burnt the house of God, 
and broke down the wall of Jerusalem, 
and burnt all the palaces thereof with 
fire, and destroyed all the goodly 
vessels thereof. ^^And them that had 
escaped from the sword carried he 
away to Babylon: and they were 
servants to him and Ms sons until the 
reign of the kingdom of Persia; 
fulfil the word of the Lord by the 
mouth of Jeremiah, until the land 
had been paid her sabbaths; for as 
long as she lay desolate she kept sab- 
bath, to fulfil threescore and ten years. 

^Now in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word of the 
Lord by the mouth of Jeremiah 
might be accomplished, the Lord 
stirred up the spirit of Cyrus king of 
Persia, that he made a proclamation 
throughout aU Ms kingdom, and put 
it also in writing, sarong: ^'Thus 
saith Cyrus king of Peraa: All the 
kingdoms of the earth hath the Lord, 
the God of heaven, given me; and He 
hath charged me to build Him a house 
in Jerusalem, which is in Judah, 
Whosoever there is amon^ you of all 
His people — ^the Lord Ms God be 
with him— let Mm go upj 
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
